(P.  62). 
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Analysing  Medicines. 

This  is  the  statement  made  to  the  Select  Committee  on 
Patent  Medicines  by  Dr.  J.  J.  Dobbie,  F.R.S.,  on  May  1. 

It  was  described  by  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  as  going  to  the 
bottom  of  the  inquiry.  Dr. 
Dobbie  is  a  Glaswegian, 
and  was  educated  at  the 
High  School  of  Glasgow 
and  the  Universities  of 
Glasgow,  Edinburgh,  and 
Leipzig.  He  is  an  M.A. 
and  D.Sc.  by  examination. 
He  acted  as  assistant  to 
the  Professor  of  Chemistry 
in  Glasgow  University 
from  1881  to  1884,  then  was 
Professor  of  Chemistry  in 
the  University  College, 
Bangor,  from  1884  to  1903, 
when  he  was  appointed 
Director  of  the  Royal 
Scottish  Museum,  Edin- 
burgh.       In      1909  he 

 *"~  succeeded      Sir  Edward 

Dr.  J.  J.  Dobbie.  Thorpe,    F.R.S.,   as  Prin- 

cipal of  the  Government 
Laboratories.  Dr.  Dobbie  is  noted  for  his  work  on  the 
chemical  constitution  of  alkaloids,  and  the  relation  between 
the  chemical  constitution  and  the  absorption  spectra  of 
organic  compounds. 


The  detection  of  any  substance  by  chemical  analysis 
depends  ultimately,  said  Dr.  Dobbie,  upon-  obtaining 
it  or  some  of  its  combinations  or  derivatives  in  a.  condi- 
tion recognisable  by  some  characteristic  property  :  for 
example,  form,  colour,  smell,  taste,  melting-point,  boiling- 
point,  solubility,  miseibility,  or  alteration  in  colour  or  other 
characteristic  when  brought  in  contact  with  chemical 
reagents.  The  detection  of  the  presence  of  a  substance 
depends  ultimately  on  the  senses  of  sight,  smell,  taste,  and 
touch.  There  is  no  essential  difference  in  principle 
between  'the  method  of  detecting  a  substance  by  ordinary 
analysis  and  those  of  the  expert  who  judges  chiefly  by 
smell  and  taste.  The  expert  might,  of  course,  claim  to 
have  special  experience  in  dealing  with  particular  pro- 
ducts, and  that  in  some  cases  might  be  useful.  Sometimes 
a  single  observation  or  reaction  is  decisive,  as,  for 
example,  in  the  case  of  the  yellow  colour  imparted  by 
sodium  and  its  compounds  to  the  flame  of  a  Bunsen 
burner  or  spirit-lamp.  In  other  cases  a  combination  or 
association  of  more  than  one  property  might  be  necessary 
for  the  proof.  Two  bodies,  for  example,  might  have 
nearly  the  same  melting-points,  such  as  acetanilide,  113°  C, 
and  antipyrirr,  114°  C,  or  might  produce  a  similar  colour 
when  treated  with  the  same  reagents.  In  such  cases,  for 
instance,  one  other  reaction  is  necessary  to  distinguish 
between  the  two  bodies.  With 

Inorganic  Substances 
it  is  generally  easy  to  obtain  a  combination  of  reaction, 
and  the  reactions  themselves  are  often  sharp  and  decisive, 
•whereas  in  the  case  of  many  organic  bodies  it  is  in  practice 
more  difficult  to  obtain  conclusive  single  tests  of  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  for  corroborative  reaction.  For  example, 
the  quantity  of  essential  oil  obtained  in  the  ordinary 
analysis  of  medicines  is  often  so  small  that  it  is 
impracticable  to  determine  its  physical  and  chemical  con- 
stants, such  as  specific  gravity,  boiling-point,  polarisa- 
tion, and  so  on,  the  odour  alone  has  often  to  be  relied 
upon.  As  to  the  question  of  trustworthiness  of  analysis 
applied  to  medicinal  preparations,  Dr.  Dobbie  first  dealt 
with  single  drugs.  Where  it  is  a  question  of  a  single 
drug,  either  as  a  solid  or  in  solution,  there  will  be  usually 
no  great  difficulty  in  identifying  the  drug,  provided  that 
it  is  one  of  the  official  drugs  or  one  whose  properties  have 
been  described  in  the  ordinary  chemical  or  pharmacological 
literature.  For  example,  no  difficulty  would  arise  with 
regard  to  inorganic  substances,  such  as  salts  of  bismuth, 
mercury,  zinc,  bromides,  iodides,  alkalies,  acids,  and  so 
on;  organic  substances  of  definite    composition,  either 


prepared  synthetically  or  extracted  from  plants,  such  as 
acetanilide,  salicylic  and  other  acids,  and  alkaloids ;  plants 
or  parts  of  plants,  whole  or  powdered,  such  as  roots,  barks, 
seeds,  leaves,  and  flowers,  as,  for  example,  belladonna- 
leaves,  chamomile-flowers,  fenugreek-seeds,  cascara-bark, 
and  liquorice-root.  Taking  the  whole  range  of  medicinal 
substances,  in  respect  to  the  great  majority  there  would 
be  no  special  difficulty  in  identifying  the  drug  in  question, 
with  certainty,  when  the  analyst  is  dealing  with  single 
articles  the  properties  of  which  have  been  adequately 
studied  and  described.  When,  however,  the  drug  is  a 
new  one,  or  one  not  known  to  English  pharmacists,  or  one 
which  has  no  known  characteristic  chemical  or  physical 
property,  its  definite  recognition  may  be  difficult  or  im- 
possible.   To  that  group  belongs 

Extracts  from  Certain  Plants 
obtained  by  maceration  of  the  plant  with  alcohol 
or  other  solvent.  The  extract  might  only  contain  sub- 
stances which  are  common  to  several  plants,  and  nothing 
which  is  characteristic  of  any  one,  and  it  would  then  be- 
impossible  to  identify  positively  by  chemical  means. 
When  it  is  a  question  of  a  mixture  of  drugs,  the  analysis 
becomes  more  complicated.  In  many  cases  the  con- 
stituents of  a  mixture  can  be  detected  directly  and 
readily  where  they  have  characteristic  properties.  But 
in  other  cases  it  might  be  necessary  to  separate 
certain  constituents  from  others  which  would  interfere 
with  the  recognition  of  those  characteristic  properties. 
The  more  complex  the  mixture  is  the  more  difficult  as  a 
whole  would  be  the  separation.  Also,  the  difficulty  is 
increased  when  one  or  more  of  the  constituents  are  present 
in  very  small  quantities  relatively  to  the  others ;  or,  again, 
when  a  large  proportion  of  vegetable  extract  is  present 
which  is  without  definite  features.  Further,  in  the  case 
of  vegetable  substances,  the  difficulty  is  greater  than  with 
mineral  bodies  on  account,  first,  of  the  fact  that  many 
substances  which  are  really  distinct  chemical  individuals 
resembled  one  another  so  closely  in  properties  as  to  make 
their  discrimination  a  matter  of  difficulty ;  and,  second, 
of  the  greater  susceptibility  to  change  under  the  influence 
of  the  reagents  used — heat,  alkalies,  and  so  on.  Speaking 
generally,  it  is  quite  practicable  for  chemical  analysis, 
supplemented,  of  course,  by  the  microscope  and  the  senses 
of  smell  and  taste  where  necessary,  to  deal  with  most  of 
the  mixtures  of  drugs  which  are  prescribed  in  ordinary 
medicines.  But  when  a  number  of  drugs  are  mixed  to- 
gether the  difficulty  of  analysis  increases  with  the  com- 
plexity of  the  mixture,  and  in  certain  cases  the  difficulties 
eventually  become  so  great  that  the  complete  analysis  of 
the  mixture  becomes  impracticable.  Even  in  such  cases, 
however,  bodies  with  certain  well-marked  chemical  or 
physical  characters,  and  these  are  possessed  by  most  medi- 
cines, can  be  separated  from  the  mixture  and  identified. 
For  example,  all  inorganic  bodies  can  be  separated  from 
organic  constituents,  volatile  organic  substances  from  those 
which  are  non-volatile,  alkaloids  from  non-alkaloids,  resins 
from  non-resins.  When  the  medicine  consists  of  a  mixture 
of  several  vegetable  extracts  which  have  not  so  far  been 
found  to  have  any  well-defined  chemical  characteristics, 
and  which  are  present  only  in  small  proportion,  analysis 
may  fail  to  show  what  the  original  extracts  are ;  that  is, 
from  what  plants  the  original  extracts  were  derived.  It 
would  show  the  presence  of  sugars,  tannins,  acids,  colour- 
ing-matters, and  so  on ;  but  as  these  might  be  derived 
from  any  one  of  a  number  of  plants,  they  do  not  indicate 
the  precise  extracts  used,  and  analysis  must  perforce  re- 
main satisfied  with  ascertaining  the  general  characters 
of  the  mixture.  The  degree  of  accuracy  of  quantitative 
determinations  depends  very  much  upon  the  substance 
which  is  being  dealt  with,  as  well  as  upon  the  nature 
of  the  other  bodies  with  which  it  may  be  mixed.  Broadly, 
it  may  be  said  that  the  proportions  of  mineral  drugs  can 
be  determined  with  no  substantial  error.  For  example, 
calomel,  bismuth  nitrate,  Epsom  salts,  and  zinc  oxide  are 
capable  of  being  quite  accurately  estimated.  Organic 
bodies,  however,  present  a  much  wider  range  of  variation ; 
while  some  can  be  determined  accurately,  approximations 
only  are  possible  in  other  instances.  For  example,  the 
proportion  of  a  bitter  extract,  such  as  gentian,  in  a  mixture 
can  often  be  determined  only  by  comparison  with  other 
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mixtures  made  up  with  different  proportions  of  gentian 
to  match  the  taste  of  the  first  mixture.  This  may  give 
but  a  rough  approximation  to  the  actual  quantity  of  gen- 
tian extract;  or,  again,  the  proportion  of  an  organic  drug 
might  be  sometimes  arrived  at  by  determining  the  amount 
of  one  of  its  components — for  example,  the  amount  of 
alkaloid ;  but  the  natural  variation  in  the  amount  of  the 
component  itself  may  render  the  determination  of  the 
drug  only  an  approximate  one.  So  far  as  a  general  opinion 
can  be  given,  it  would  be  safe  to  say  that  where  the  pre- 
sence of  an  active  organic  drug  in  a  mixture  had  been 
definitely  ascertained,  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  analyst 
can  by  one  means  or  another  obtain  a  fair  idea  of  its 
proportions,  although  sometimes  he  must  be  content  with 
a  rough  approximation  only. 


Meeting  of  Association  Delegates. 


In  the  Crown  Room  of  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on 
Wednesday,  May  7,  at  3  p.m.,  a  *  Conference  of  Local 
Association  Delegates  convened  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  was  held.  Seventy-five  Associations  were  repre- 
sented. The  President  of  the  Society  took  the  chair 
punctually,  and  he  was  supported  by  most  of  the  Coun- 
cillors. The  subjects  before  the  meeting  may  be  roughly 
divided  into  (1)  pharmaceutical  administration  and  organi- 
sation, (2)  future  legislation  for  pharmacy,  and  (3)  Insur- 
ance Act  dispensing.  Many  motions  and  suggestions  had 
been  sent  in  by  local  Associations  which  fell  into  one  or 
other  of  these  three;  and  after  a  brief  statement  by  the 
President  and  a  speech  by  Mr.  Neathercoat,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Local  Associations  Committee,  discussion  on  the 
motions  was  commenced  and  continued  until  5.30,  with 
an  interval  in  which  Mr.  Woolcock  attacked  Insurance 
dispensing  "suggestions  "  and  other  points  thereon  which 
were  scattered  throughout  the  motions.  The  first  motion 
carried  was  that  such  meetings  should  be  held  annually  in 
London,  the  majority  of  those  present  preferring  this  to 
meetings  elsewhere  in  England  or  in  Scotland  and  Wales. 
Half  a  dozen  other  motions,  largely  of  academic  interest 
and  none  of  them  indicating  immediate  change  in  policy 
or  statutory  conditions,  were  also  agreed  to,  but  the 
meeting  did  not  ha/ve  patience  to  discuss  the  question  of 
trade  organisation  apart  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Mr.  Newsholme's  last  act  as  a  Councillor  was  to  propose 
a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Allen  for  his  conduct  in 
the  chair,  which  was  given,  and  the  250  delegates  went 
down  to  the  Council  Room  for  tea.  The  feeling  was 
general  that  the  event  had  justified  the  innovation.  The 
meeting  was  not  open  to  reporters  in  the  ordinary  sense 
of  the  term,  hence  this  brief  paragraph.

Brevities. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  confirmed  the  order  for 
chemists  in  Birkenhead  to  close  on  Thursdays  at  1  p.m. 

Burglars  entered  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Thursfield, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Horsemarketj  Kettering,  last  week, 
and  abstracted  about  30s.  from  the  till. 

York  City  Council  has  passed  the  plans  of  alterations 
and  additions  to  the  premises  of  Bleasdale,  Ltd.,  whole- 
sale chemists  and  druggists,  of  Colliergate,  York 

Dr.  Henry  E.  Armstrong,  Dr.  Horace  T.  Brown,  Sir 
William  Crookes,  and  Sir  Alfred  Mond,  Bart.,  have  been 
elected  Managers  of  the  Royal  Institution,  and  Dr.  Arthur 
Croft  Hill  a  Visitor. 

Kate  Frampton,  oil  and  colour  merchant,  Parchment 
Street,  Winchester,  has  applied  to  the  Winchester  City 
Council  for  a  poison-licence.

The 
outbreak,  which  was  confined  to  a  quantity  of  patent  char- 
coal refills,  was  subdued  before  much  damage  had  been 
done. 

An  important  exhibit  in  the  Science  Section  of  the  Well- 
come Historical  Medical  Museum  will  be  a  large  collection 
of  the  original  apparatus  used  by  the  famous  Galvani  in- 
making  hie  first  experiments  in  galvanism  in  the  eighteenth 
century. 

In  his  annual  report,  the  Blackburn  medical  officer 
(Dr.  Alfred  Greenwood)  says  special  inquiries  have  beer 
made  this  year  respecting  the  use  of  soothing-syrups.  Ht 
states  that  the  use  of  these  is  alarmingly  prevalent,  and 
adds  that  the  danger  of  giving  such  sedative  drugs  is  not 
at  all  realised. 

In  the  cricket  section  of  Allenburys'  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation two  teams  drawn  from  the  works  at  Bethnal  Green 
and  Ware  respectively  played  a  match  at  Ware  on 
May  3.  This  resulted  in  a  comfortable  win  for  the 
Londoners,  the  scores  being  :  Bethnal  Green,  95  for  8' 
(declared) ;  Ware,  34. 

The  Blackburn  Corporation's  Health  Department  used 
the  following  quantities  of  disinfectants  during  1912  :

The  total  cost  of  disinfectants  was 
435Z.  5s.  4(7.,  compared  with  405Z.  10s.  6d.  in  1911. 

Burglars  entered  the  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  W:Ison  & 
Co.,  chemists,  5  Darlington  Street,  Wigan,  early  on  the 
morning  of  May  2.  They  gained  admittance  by  breaking 
four  glass  windows  and  removing  the  framework.  After 
taking  some  loose  cash  and  stamps  to  the  value  of  7s.  6d., 
they  left  at  the  back  of  the  premises,  leaving  the  doors 
unfastened. 

The  General  Secretaries  have  issued  a  preliminary  notice 
regarding  the  Sixth  International  Dental  Congress,  which 
is  to  be  held  in  London  from  August  3  to  8,  1914.  The 
King  is  Patron  of  the  Congress,  which  is  to  be  held  at 
South  Kensington,  in  the  University  of  London  and  the 
Imperial  College  of  Science.

Mr.  George  Moser  (25),  formerly  apprenticed  with  Mr. 
R.  S.  Angus,  of  Lancaster,  and  later  assistant  with  Mr. 
C.  A.  Maries  at  Liverpool,  was  seen  to  fall  in  the  street 
on  April  30,  when,  after  a  hurried  dinner,  he  was  rushing' 
to  the  station  to  meet  a  friend.    He  was  quite  dead  when 
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picked  up.  A  post-mortem  examination  showed  that  the 
organs  were  healthy,  death  being  attributed  to  heart 
failure. 

The  Southwark  Guardians  are  again  pressing  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  increase  the  salary  of  Mr.  J.  F. 
Dunstan,  dispenser  at  the  Northern  dispensary,  from  180Z. 
to  1901.  per  annum.  They  point  out  that  Mr.  Dunstan's 
duties  include  dispensing  for  the  outdoor  poor  of  the 
northern  division  (four  district  medical  officers),  and  for 
two  workhouses — Christchurch,  with  475  inmates,  and 
St.  George's,  480.  They  further  state  that  the  increases 
in  dispensers'  salaries  are  biennial,  and  that  the  Board's 
letter  revising  the  maximum  salaries  of  dispensers  from 
180Z.  to  200/.,  after  long  service  and  in  exceptional  cases, 
was  dated  October  1912.  Mr.  Dunstan  has  been  in  the 
Guardians'  service  since  1893,  with  the  exception  of  an 
interval  of  about  fifteen  months,  when  he  went  to  Brent- 
ford Union. 

Increased  Railway  Rates. 

The  railway  companies  of  the  United  Kingdom  have 
given  notice  that  on  and  from  July  1  the  rates  for  mer- 
chandise traffic  by  goods  and  passenger  trains  will  be 
increased  4  per  cent.,  and  in  certain  cases  by  more  than 
that  percentage.  This  increase  is  the  outcome  of  the 
recently  passed  Railway  Act,  which  gives  the  companies 
power  to  raise  rates  to  compensate  them  for  increased 
wages  as  a  result  of  the  settlement  of  the  strike  of 
August  1911. 

Royal  Society. 

At  the  conversazione  of  the  Royal  Society,  held  in 
Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.,  on  May  7, 
there  were,  as  usual,  several  exhibits  of  special  interest  to 
chemists.  Professor  J.  Norman  Collie,  F.R.S.,  and  Mr. 
H.  S.  Patterson  are  showing  the  spectrum  of  the  helium 
and  neon  lines  in  the  hydrogen  submitted  to  low-pressure 
discharges.  This  gives  scientists  ocular  proof  of  their 
recent  statements  before  the  Chemical  Society  pointing  to 
the  synthesis  of  atoms  (C.  &  D.,  February  15,  index 
folio  250).  Mr.  C.  V.  Boys  has  some  new  patterns  of  his 
rainbow  cups,  while  Professor  Leonard  Hill's  comfort 
meter  is  on  the  wet  and  dry  bulb  thermometer  principle. 
The  Cambridge  Scientific  Instrument  Co.,  Ltd.,  claim  that 
by  means  of  their  aphorometer  substances  can  be  readily 
analysed.  This  consists  of  a  thin  ribbon  heated  to  any 
desired  degree  up  to  the  melting-point  of  platinum  on 
which  5  to  30  milligrams  of  the  powder  to  be  examined 
is  distributed.  Two  watch-glasses  enclose  the  ribbon, 
which  is  gradually  heated,  and  the  temperatures  at  which 
the  various  sublimates  are  given  off  is  noted.  Professor 
W.  J.  Pope  showed  some  of  his  fine  collection  of  artificial 
crystals.  Mr.  H.  G.  Plimmer  exhibited  slides  with  blood- 
parasites. 

The  Lever  Museum. 

The  Pathological,  Bacteriological,  and  Serological 
Museum  presented  to  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public 
Health,  37  Russell  Square,  London,  W.C.,  was  inaugu- 
rated on  May  6  at  a  reception  held  at  the  Institute  by 
Lord  Beauchamp,  First  Commissioner  of  Works,  and 
Lady  Beauchamp.  Sir  William  H.  Lever  has  provided 
the  necessary  funds  for  the  museum,  which  is  intended  to 
contain  a  complete  collection  of  those  micro-organisms 
connected  with  the  more  important  infectious  diseases. 
During  the  evening  demonstrations  were  given  in  various 
departments  of  the  Institute's  work.

The  written  exami- 
nation took  place  on  May  7  in  the  City  of  London  School, 
Victoria  Embankment,  London,  E.C.  There  were  fifty- 
one  candidates.  Sir  Marcus  Samuel,  Bart.,  the  Master 
of  the  Company,  with  Mr.  Joseph  H.  Raphael  (Upper 
Warden),  and  Colonel  H.  Davies  Sewell  attended  the 
examination,  and  after  a  few  words  from  the  Master 
the  package  containing  the  examination  questions  was 
handed  to  him  by  Dr.  Drysdale  for  the  purpose  of 
breaking  the  seals.  The  papers  were  then  distributed, 
and  for  the  next  three  hours  the  candidates,  among 
whom  were  three  ladies,  wrestled  with  the  problems 
designed  to  test  their  fitness  to  practise  as  spectacle 
opticians. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  Athletic  Section  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion has  arranged  a  series  of  cricket  matches  on  the  playing 
fields  at  Castlebromwich  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

Among  the  City  Fathers  who  travelled  to  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne  to  view  the  launching  of  H.M.S.  Birmingham 
were  Alderman  Clayton,  Councillor  Poole,  and  Mr.  F. 
Barlow. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  and  for  the  second  time  within  a 
week,  the  shop  of  Mr.  Smallman,  chemist,  228  Soho  Road, 
Handsworth,  was  entered  by  juvenile  thieves.  On  a 
former  occasion  some  cash  was  stolen ;  on  the  latter  there 
was  no  cash,  so  the  youngsters  made  off  with  chewing-gum, 
jujubes,  etc. 

Mr.  Wilfred  Hill,  of  Fulford  Hall,  Warwickshire,  and 
head  of  the  County  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Bradford 
Street,  Birmingham,  has  lately  become  a  candidate  for 
political  honours.  He  has  just  concluded  a  lecturing  cam- 
paign in  East  Worcestershire,  now  represented-,  by 
Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  and  it  is  fully  expected 
that  when  the  time  comes  Mr.  Hill  will  be  formally 
adopted  as  the  candidate  for  that  constituency  in  the 
Liberal  interest.  Mr.  Hill  is  a  native  of  Lye,  Stour- 
bridge, and  after  a  training  in  pharmacy  he  started  in 
business  on  his  own  account  at  Coleshill.  In  the  days  of 
the  cycle  boom  he  devoted  much  attention  to  the  produc- 
tion of  rubber  solution  and  other  tyre-repairing  requisites. 
He  also  put  up  some  popular  brands  of  lamp  and  lubricat- 
ing oils.  As  that  subsidiary  business  grew,  Mr.  Hill  gave 
up  the  pharmacy  and  devoted  himself  entirely  to  the- 
production  of  cycle  and  motor  accessories.  He  also  de- 
veloped a  considerable  business  as  a  manufacturer  of 
perfumes,  cosmetiques,  and  other  toilet  requisites.  More 
recently  he  has  built  up  a  large  trade  in  golf  balls.  Mr. 
Hill  has  travelled  extensively,  is  a  fluent  and  convincing 
speaker,  but  does  not  expect  to  oust  Mr.  Chamberlain 
from  his  seat. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

Circulars  in  favour  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
candidature  of  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  have  been  issued 
this  week. 

The  new  branch  of  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  at  Sea- 
forth  is  now  open.  Their  new  premises  in  Lord  Street 
will  be  opened  shortly,  the  new  front  being  now  com- 
pleted. 

Mr.  David  Roberts,  who  recently  purchased  the  branch 
business  near  Shiell  Park  of  Mr.  T.  Burnett,  116  West 
Derby  Road,  Liverpool,  has  had  the  alarming  experience 
of  his  sign  falling  down  and  striking  a  passer-by  on  the 
head.    The  man  narrowly  escaped  serious  injury. 

Chemist  and  his  "Wife  Acquitted. 
At    the  Stoke-on-Trent  Quarter  Sessions  on  May  2, 
before  the  Recorder  (Mr.  W.  H.  Clay),  Llywelyn  Lloyd 
Thomas    (51),    chemist,   and   his   wife,   Jane  Elizabeth 
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Thomas,  were  indicted  for  supplying  a  noxious  liquid 
and  thirty-six  pills  to  one  Gertrude  Brown  for  the  purpose 
of  attempting  to  procure  an  abortion  (C.  <£•  D.,  February  22, 
index  folio  289).    The  prosecution  averred  that  a  Mrs. 
Molloy  took  Brown  into  the  shop  which  defendants  then 
kept  in  Leonard  Road,  Hanley.     The  male  defendant 
was  in  the  shop,  and  Mrs.   Molloy  asked  to  see  Mrs. 
Thomas,     saying     to     her     when     she     came  :     "  1 
want  you  to  mix  me  a  bottle  of  the  stuff  the  same 
as  you  mixed  for  my  sister-in-law.  ...      I  want  you 
to  mix  it  strong,   because  she  has  come  all  the  way 
from  Longton."    The  prosecution  alleged  that  as  a  result 
of  the  conversation  Mrs.  Thomas  must  have  known  the 
girl  Brown  was  enceinte.  The  male  defendant,  when  seen 
afterwards,  said  he  took  full  responsibility,  and  was  in 
the  shop  at  the  time.    The  girl  Brown  said  she  took  some 
of  the  medicine  and  pills  the  same  night,  and  felt  ill  the 
next  morning.    Mr.  Jones,  public  analyst,  Wolverhamp- 
ton, again  gave  evidence  that  each  ounce  of  the  liquid 
mixture  contained  4.24  grains  of  sulphate  of  iron  and 
64  grains  of  sulphate  of  magnesia  with  a  little  flavouring 
of  orange,   while  each  pill  contained  0.4  grain  of  iron 
sulphate  and  1  grain  of  aloes.    Dr.  Petgrave  Johnson,  the 
Stoke  medical  officer,  expressed  the  view  that  the  mixture 
and  pills  taken  in  combination  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  given  (two  pills  being  ordered  night  and  morn- 
ing) were  noxious.     He  would  never  give   aloes  to  a 
pregnant  woman.    The  male  defendant  deposed  that  he 
had  been  in  business  in  the  Potteries  for  over  twenty 
years,  either  as  manager  or  on  his  own  account.    He  had 
found   that    iron  and  aloes  was  a  good    medicine  for 
menstrual  troubles.    The  mixture  and  pills  he  prescribed 
frequently.    A  similar  mixture,   containing  aloes  only, 
appeared  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  and 
the  pill  appeared  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,    He  dis- 
agreed with  the  medical  evidence  that  the  doses  were  too 
strong  for  menstrual  purposes.    It  was  possible  that  the 
working  class  of  girl  who  came  to  the  chemist  offered  a 
stronger  resistance  to  anything  of   this  sort  than  one 
brought  up  to  a  life  of  luxury.    Had  he  know  that  Brown 
was  pregnant,  of  course  he  should  have  prescribed  nothing. 
The  Recorder  said  he  should  advise  the  jury  that  there 
was  nothing  wrong  about  the  mixture  and  pills  or  the 
doses,  and  the  only  matter  to  deal  with  was  as  to  whether 
the  defendants  knew  the  girl  was  pregnant.    Witness,  in 
reply  to  the  solicitor  for  the  prosecution,  said  he  did  not 
question  his  customers.    He  should  have  no  customers  at 
all  if  he  did  so.    Dr.  Magnus  Adler  (Hanley)  said  the 
mixture  and  pills  were  very  usual  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  menstruation.    Even  if  used  on  a  pregnant 
woman  there  was  nothing  noxious  about  them,  if  she 
were  an  average  woman.    He  had  prescribed  similar  doses 
daring  the  last  few  weeks,  and  the  results  had  been  most 
beneficial.  The  Recorder  :  "To  a  woman  in  pregnancy?  " 
Witness  :  "Yes."    The  dose  which  should  be  given  to  a 
pregnant  woman,  he  added,  is  a  matter  on  which  there 
is  considerable  diversity  of  opinion  among  doctors.  In 
summing  up,  the  Recorder  said  a  customer  did  not  go  to 
a  chemist  as  one  went  to  a  doctor.    He  or  she  asked  for 
what  was  required,  and  the  chemist  supplied  it.  The 
customer  took   the   risk,    and   it   was   rather  hard  to 
blame    the  chemist  because  he  did  not  ask  what  the 
symptoms  of  the  customer  were.    After  a  few  minutes' 
retirement,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Not  guilty," 
and  defendants  were  discharged. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Sittingbourne  (Kent)  on  May  2,  James  Link  was 
sentenced  to  six  months'  hard  labour  for  stealing  shaving 
brushes  and  soap,  value  5.s.  6d.,  from  the  counter  of  Mr. 
Raymond  Robinson,  chemist  and  druggist,  44  High 
Street,  Sittingbourne.  Prisoner  entered  the  shop  osten- 
sibly to  offer  some  plants  for  sale. 

At  Ashton-under-Lyne  on  April  29,  John  Crossland. 
who  had  for  nine  or  ten  years  been  with  Wm.  Bostock  & 
Sons,  chemists,  Ashton,  was  charged  with  embezzling  a 
sum  of  67.  18s.  8<7.  paid  to  him  by  a  customer.  On  defen- 
dant undertaking  to  refund  the  money  and  the  costs,  the 
Bench  simply  bound  him  over  for  six  months.

A  Suffragist  Chemist. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  5,  the 
hearing  was  resumed  of  the  charge  of  conspiracy  under 
the  Malicious  Damage  to  Pro- 
perty Act,  1861,  against  seven 
women  connected  with  the 
Women's  Social  and  Political 
Union,  and  two  men.  One  of 
the  latter  was  discharged,  and 
the  other  has  been  remanded  on 
bail.  He  is  Edwy  Godwin 
Clayton,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  23  Hol- 
born  Viaduct,  London,  E.C., 
and  Kew  Road,  Richmond.  At 
the  first  hearing  on  May  2  it 
was  stated  on  behalf  of  the  pro- 
secution that,  in  consequence  of 
the  police  finding  a  card  from 
Clayton  to  Miss  Kenney  (one  of 
the  accused  women  and  a  lead- 
ing militant  suffragist)  in  her 
bedroom,  Clayton  was  arrested 

at  Richmond  on  May  1.  The  card  contained  the  folio  wing 
statement  : 

"  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  it  will  be  several  days  yet  before 
I  can  be  ready  with  that  which  you  wanted.  I  have  devoted 
all  this  evening  and  all  yesterday  evening  to  the  business 
without  success.  Evidently  a  difficult  matter,  but  not  im- 
possible, I  verily  believe.  Galling  as  it  is  to  have  to  write 
it,  I  nearly  succeeded  once  last  night,  and  then  spoilt  what 
I  had  done  in  trying  to  improve  upon  it.  By  next  week 
I  shall  bo  able  to  manage.  The  exact  proportions  are  very 
important  to  hit,  evidently.  I  will  let  you  have  _  results 
as  soon  as  I  think  them  good  enough.  Please  burn  this." 
At  the  hearing  on  Monday,  Detective-sergeant  Renshaw 
produced  receipts  for  5?.  each,  signed  "  E.  G.  Clayton," 
and  a  loose  copy  of  a  letter  to  Mr.  Clayton  sending  him  "  a 
further  bl.  .  .  .  This  will  clear  off  the  debt  of  28.s.  we 
owe  you,  and  leave  you  sufficient  money  to  carry  on  the 
splendid  work  you  continue  to  do  for  us."  He  also  pro- 
duced a  number  of  letters  from  Clayton  to  the  officials  of 
the  "Union.  According  to  one  of  these  it  appeared  that, 
the  whole  Clayton  family  sat  out  of  doors  on  Census 
night. 

[Edwy  Godwin  Clayton  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the 
Chemical  Society  in  1882,  and  has  contributed  to  its  "  Pro- 
ceedings." He  has  been  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  since  1885,  and  served  on  the  Council  from 
1902  to  1905.]

Brevities. 

The  Kingstown  Urban  Council  has  granted  exemption 
under  the  Shops  Act  to  chemists  and  druggists. 

Mr.  Charles  Abernethy,  druggist,  is  opening  a  business 
under  the  title  of  Mountpottinger  Drug-store  at  230  Albert 
Bridge  Road,  Belfast. 

Mr.  Thos.  Mitchell,  Ph.C,  139  Newtownards  Road, 
Belfast,  has  had  his  premises  refitted.  He  was  formerly  a 
druggist,  but  recently  passed  the  Pharmaceutical  examina- 
tions. 

Mr.  F.  J.  McClement,  son  of  Mr.  John  McClement, 
J. P..  chemist  and  druggist,  Newtownards,  has  been 
appointed  Immigration  Chaplain  at  the  port  of  Quebec  for 
the  Canadian  Methodist  Church. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Fairweather,  Ph.C,  late  of  Kingstown, 
co.  Dublin,  was  at  the  last  sitting  of  the  Magistrates  at 
Howth  Petty  Sessions  granted  the  transfer  of  the  licence 
attached  to  St.  Lawrence's  Hotel,  Howth,  co.

tuberculosis,  in  the  estimate  for  domiciliary  treatment — 
viz.,  3,500Z.— no  provision  seems  to  have  been  made  for 
the 'supply  of  medicines,  as  the  sixpence  per  member  does 
not  include  the  supply  of  drugs.

Haslett,  grocer  and  druggist,  Ormeau  Road,  obtained 
the  contract  for  other  items.  Mr.  J.  J.  Kerr,  Ph.C,  has 
received  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the 
Clones  Fever  Hospital. 

At  Omagh  Board  of  Guardians  last  week,  a  letter  was 
read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  requesting  to  be 
furnished  with  the  duplicate  copy  of  the  recent  requisition 
for  a  supply  of  medicine  for  use  in  the  Gortin  dispensary 
district,  and  stating  that  the  order  for  drugs  should  be 
suspended  pending  an  examination  of  the  requisition  in 
that  department.  The  Clerk  stated  that  the  large  quanti- 
ties mentioned  in  the  requisition  were  for  the  purpose  of 
re-stocking  three  dispensaries.  The  order  had  been  given, 
and  could  not  now  be  suspended.  It  was  decided  to 
request  Dr.  McCartan  to  explain  the  matter  to  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Corporation  on  May.  5,  it 
was  proposed  by  Alderman  Dr.  McWalter,  B.L.,  Ph.C, 
seconded  by  Councillor  J.  T.  Kelly,  and  passed  unani- 
mously : 

"  That  the  attention  of  the  Chief  Secretary  and  of  the 
Vice-President  of  Agriculture  be  called  to  the  grave  in- 
justice inflicted  upon  the  young  men  and  women  of  Dublin 
who  belong  to  the  chemical  trades  by  the  refusal  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  to  recognise  the  lectures 
in  Theoretical  Chemistr/y  and  in  Materia  Medica  and 
Botany  delivered  at  the  Dublin  Technical  Schools;  and 
that  the  Chief  Secretary  be  requested  to  procure  such  modi- 
fication in  the  existing  Irish  Pharmacy  Acts  as  will  enahle 
students  who  attend  such  lectures  at  the  Dublin  Technical 
Schools,  and  who  are  otherwise  qualified  to  obtain  their 
certificates  as  dispensing  chemists."

They  have  decided 
to  adopt  Liverpool  virus,  and  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher 
and  Webb,  Ltd.,  Liverpool,  the  sole  proprietors  and  manu- 
facturers, are  sending  a  representative  to  the  district  to 
go  over  the  farms  with  sub-committees  of  the  farmers  to 
explain  and  demonstrate  the  origin  and  use  of  this 
remedy.

Chemists,  along  with  other  shopkeepers,  are  again 
warned  to  beware  of  visits  from  change-ringers. 

Photographic  chemists  have  had  a  big  demand  for  plates 
and  printing-papers  this  week.  Lord  Roberts  spent  two 
days  in  the  city,  and  amateurs  were  out  in  full  "  war 
paint." 

The  revised  prices  for  the  Insurance  drug  tariff  have 
now  been  posted  to  all  local  chemists,  and  prescriptions 
are  being  priced  accordingly.  The  Insurance  Committee 
is  appointing  a  qualified  chemist  as  checker  of  prescrip- 
tions. 

The  business  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Hume,  chemist 
and  druggist,  41  Cowcadden  Street,  Glasgow,  has  been 
sold  to  Mr.  Benjamin  Christie,  chemist  and  druggist, 
late  of  Newburgh,  Aberdeenshire,  who  will  continue  it 
under  the  same  name. 

At  a  meeting  of  Kilmarnock  Parish  Council  last  week, 
it  was  agreed  to  give  the  supply  of  drugs  to  Messrs. 
Rankin  &  Borland,  who  were  next  in  rotation.  Messrs. 
Cock  burn  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  asked  for  an  opportunity  of  supply- 
ing drugs,  and  it  was  agreed  to  add  their  name  to  the 
list.  The  Kilmarnock  Chemists'  Association  wrote  saying 
that  they  had  agreed  that  for  the  future  all  dispensing 
for  parish  council  patients  would  be  charged  at  Insurance 
drug-tariff  rates,  and  this  was  remitted  to  the  Finance 
Committee  for  consideration  and  report.

TRADE  LAW. 

A  Repairing'  Covenant.— At  the  Kingston-on-Thames 
County  Court  on  May  6,  Mr.  C.  J.  R.  Pretty,  chemist  and 
druggist,  formerly  of  2  Wimbledon  Park  Parade,  Wimble- 
don, was  sued  by  Mrs.  Wales,  the  owner,  for  39£.  19s.  Wd. 
damages  for  breach  of  a  repairing  covenant.  The  case  was 
referred  by  Judge  Harington  to  the  Official  Referee,  and 
adjourned. 

A  Contract  to  Exterminate  Vermin.— In  the  City  of 
London  Court,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Wild,  on  May  7,  Danysz 
Virus,  Ltd.,  52  Leadenhall  Street,  E.C., -sued  Mr.  Wilfred 
Gauntlet,  the  London  Hotel,  Surrey  Street,  W.C.,  for 
11.  Is.,  for  work  done  and  material  supplied  at  the  defen- 
dant's establishment  for  destroying  mice  and  cockroaches. 
The  defendant  said  that  the  plaintiffs'  man,  upon  calling 
at  his  place,  went  over  the  whole  of  the  premises  in  a  quarter 
■of  an  hour,  and  the  last  time  he  took  eleven  minutes.  It 
was  practically  impossible  for  the  work  to  be  done  properly 
in  that  time,  and  he  said  that  the  vermin  had  not  been 
xeduced  in  number,  his  hall-porter  corroborating.  For  the 
plaintiffs  it  was  stated  that  only  one  shilling's  worth  of  the 
:  material  was  required  by  the  defendant,  and  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  was  quite-  sufficient  to  put  that  down.  The  Registrar 
said  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  plaintiffs'  man  had  scamped 
his  work,  and  for  that  reason  he  gave  judgment  for  the 
defendant,  with  costs. 

Inaccurate  Insurance  .Dispensing'.— At  the  Isle  of 
Wight  County  Bench,  sitting  at  Newport  on  May  3, 
Charles  J.  Chinchen,  chemist,  trading  as  Cory  &  Co., 
chemists,  Park  Street,  East  Cowes,  was  summoned  for  a 
breach  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  by  supply- 
ing a  prescription  which  was  not  of  the  quality  demanded. 
The  report  of  the  public  analyst  showed  that  the  sample  of 
the  purchase  made  by  the  police,  acting  under  tho  direction 
of  Dr.  J.  A.  Walker,  county  medical  officer,  was  16^  per 
cent,  deficient  in  iodide  of  potassium  and  contained  27.3  per 
cent,  excess  of  glycerin.  It  was  stated  that  the  day  after 
the  purchase  defendant  called  at  the  police  station  and 
■explained  that  he  had  made  a  mistake  in  preparing  the 
prescription,  as  he  afterwards  found  a  small  weight  (a 
scruple)  beneath  the  scale  instead  of  inside  the  scale. 
Defendant,  through  his  solicitor,  admitted  a  technical 
■offence,  and  contended  that  no  one  had  suffered  by  the  mis- 
"take.  In  fining  the  defendant  21.,  and  costs  23s.,  the 
Chairman  said  the  case  was  of  some  importance,  as  the 
offence  was  not  easy  of  detection,  and  might  have  been 
injurious  to  the  public. 

Saffron  Dispute.— In  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
May  1,  before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  the  Early  Produce 
<(Primeurs)  Co.,  Ltd.,  27  Lynmouth  Road,  Fortis  Green, 
claimed  19Z.  9s.  4(Z.  against  Mr.  C.  H.  Bryant,  chemist, 
22  Heneage  Lane,  Bury  Street,  E.G.,  for  11J-  lb.  of  saffron  at 
21.  per  lb.  supplied  on  January  31.  Mr.  Woolf  appeared  for 
the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Finney  for  the  defendant.  Mr.  Woolf 
•stated  that  in  January  last  plaintiffs  received  a  consign- 
ment of  saffron  from  abroad,  and  they  asked  Mr.  Grey,  a 
Mincing  Lane  broker,  whether  he  could  dispose  of  it.  Grey 
■saw  the  defendant,  and  wrote  to  the  plaintiffs  on  January  27 
saying  ho  had  an  offer  from  the  defendant  for  the  saffron 
at  40s.  per  lb.,  usual  terms  fourteen  days,  2j  per  cent.,  and 
-saying  that  it  was  a  good  bid.  He  added  that  the  saffron 
must  be  guaranteed  pure.  Grey  asked  for  a  sample. 
Plaintiffs  wrote  to  Grey,  and  said  they  had  advised  the 
defendant  that  they  would  accept  the  defendant's  offer  of 
40s.  per  lb.,  but  that  the  saffron  would  be  sold  without 
obligation  and  guarantee.  Plaintiffs  had  sold  guaranteed 
-saffron  at  21.  lis.  per  lb.  Defendant  rung  up  plaintiffs  on 
the  telephone,  and  asked  what  they  meant  by  saying  that 
the  saffron  was  without  guarantee.  Defendant  now  repu- 
diated the  transaction,  and  said  that  the  saffron  was  not 
■saffron  and  not  saleable.  Plaintiffs  were  brokers,  and  they 
relied  on  the  defendant  to  test  the  saffron  himself.  Mr.  Fin- 
ney said  that  the  defendant  bought  saffron,  and  he  was  given 
something  else  which  was  not  merchantable.  Mr.  Woolf  said 
that  the  plaintiffs  described  the  goods  as  saffron  in  the 
invoice.  Thev  did  not  say  it  was  pure.  Defendant  called 
attention  to  the  shortage  in  weixht  according  to  the  invoice, 
"but  he  did  not  say  that  the  saffron  was  not  what  it  ought 
to  be.  Defendant  said  he  would  be  liable  to  prosecution 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  if  he  sold  the  goods  as 
saffron.  Mr.  Wm.  Evans  was  called,  and  said  flint  he  was 
a  director  of  the  plaintiff  company.  They  imported  produce, 
for  Covent  Garden  and  other  markets,  and  were  general 
Importers.  Under  no  consideration  was  it  their  practice  to 
give  a  guarantee  for  any  articles  that  thev  sold.  He  gave 
the  defendant  no  guarantee,  as  a  fact.    The  reason  he  did 


not  guarantee  the  saffron  was  because  he  did  not  understand 
it.  In  cross-examination,  the  witness  said  there  was  no 
doubt  whatever  that  the  goods  which  he  sold  were  saffron. 
The  sample  was  taken  from  the  bulk.  Mr.  Finney  said  that 
the  bulk  must  be  merchantable  and  in  accordance  with  the 
sample.  The  saffron  which  the  plaintiffs  had  sold  was  so 
highly  adulterated  that  it  was  not  saffron.  Mr.  Woolf  sard 
that  it  must  bo  a  defect  which  a  reasonable  examination 
of  the  sample  would  not  reveal.  Judge  Rentoul  said 
that  if  the  plaintiffs  received  saffron  from  Spain  and 
it  was  bad,  it  would  come  within  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  If  plaintiffs  sold  it,  quite  innocently  it  might  be,  they 
were  liable,  and  their  remedy  would  be  against  the  Spanish 
merchants.  That  might  be  a  useless  remedy,  but  that  was 
the  law.  Mr.  Finney  urged  that  the  adulteration  could  bo 
discovered  only  by  an  analytical  chemist,  and  that  would  take, 
four  days.  In  further  cross-examination,  the  witness  said 
he  did  not  know  that  the  saffron  was  used  largely  by  con- 
fectioners, but  also  by  chemists  for  making  up  as  medicine. 
He  was  selling  saffron  every  day,  but  did  not  know  what 
nitrate  of  potash  was  used  for  in  connection  with  saffron,  or 
whether  it  was  added  solely  to  increase  the  weight,  or  that  .it 
must  have  been  deliberately  added.  Judge  Rentoul  thought 
that  the  plaintiffs  ought  to  have  had  an  expert  examine  tho 
saffron  and  make  a  report  to  the  Court.  That  would  settle 
the  case.  If  the  saffron  was  not  fit  for  human  food,  the 
plaintiffs  would  lose  their  action.  There  was  no  getting 
round  that.  Mr.  Woolf  said  there  was  a  question  of  accept- 
ance. Judge  Rentoul  did  not  think  so.  If  a  man  accepted 
a  bad  article  and  it  was  destroyed  by  a  sanitary  inspector,  at 
did  not  implicate  him.  The  case  had  better  be  adjourned 
for  the  production  of  an  expert's  report.  Mr.  Finney  said 
he  had  Mr.  Parry,  one  of  the  best-known  analysts  and 
experts,  and  the  author  of  several  text-books,  in  court,  and 
he  did  not  want  to  bring  him  there  again,  because  his  fees 
were  heavy.  Judge  Rentoul  adjourned  the  case,  reserving 
the  coste,  and  said  if  the  plaintiffs  still  went  on,  the  defen- 
dant would  then  have  his  costs  of  that  day. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  In  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

British  Organic  Nitrogen  Co.  (1908),  Ltd. 

On  Wednesday,  May  7,  the  case  of  the  British  Organic 
Nitrogen  Co.  (1908),  Ltd.,  v.  Munro  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  came 
before  Justices  Phillimore,  Bankes,  and  Avory,  in  a  King's 
Bench  Divisional  Court,  on  a  special  case  stated  by  an 
umpire  under  the  Arbitration  Act. 

Mr.  Langdon,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  appellants, 
said  he  had  a  motion  that  the  case  should  be  sent  back 
to  the  arbitrator  for  further  hearing,  but  all  the  tech- 
nicalities had  not  been  complied  with. 

Mr.  Leslie  Scott,  K.C.  (for  the  respondents),  complained 
that  proper  notice  of  reference  back  had  not  been  given. 
He  came  there  prepared  to  argue  the  case,  which  is  of 
importance,  seeing  that  8,000?.  is  involved. 

Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  suggested  that  the  appellants 
should  set  down  their  notice  of  motion  to  send  the  case 
back,  and  that  would  be  argued  before  the  special  case. 
Meanwhile  the  hearing  would  stand  over  until  next 
sittings,  ■when  a  speedy  hearing  would  be  obtained. 

The  parties  agreed  to  that  suggestion. 

Menthol  Crystals  Sale  Dispute. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Divisional  Court,  before  Justices 
Channell  and  Coleridge  on  May  5,  counsel  moved  to  set 
aside  an  arbitrator's  award  made  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  London  Produce  Brokers'  Association  in 
the  matter  of  Danckwerts  v.  French  &  Plucknett.  Mr. 
Schiller  said  he  appeared  for  the  claimant,  Mr.  Ernest 
F.  V.  Danckwerts,  trading  as  J.  Winckler,  merchant, 
150  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E.C. ;  and  the  respondents  were 
Messrs.  French  &  Plucknett,  Colonial  brokers,  of  Mincing 
Lane,  E.C.  The  matter  arose  out  of  a  contract  to  pur- 
chase a  number  of  cases  of  menthol  crystals  sold  by  J. 
Winckler,  acting  on  behalf  of  a  Hamburg  firm,  to  Messrs. 
French  &  Plucknett.  The  result  of  the  award  was  that 
J.  Winckler  had  to  pay  210Z.  to  the  respondents. 

Mr.  Henle,  for  the  respondents,  submitted  he  was  not  a 
proper  party  to  the  proceedings,  and  that  Messrs.  Ziegele, 
Schneidt  &  Co.,  of  Dunster  House,  Mincing  Lane,  were 
interested  parties  and  should  have  been  given  notice  of  the 
motion. 

Mr.  Schiller  proceeded  to  read  the  affidavit  of  Mr.  Henry 
Knoblauch,  manager  of  the  London  branch  of  J.  Winckler, 
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in  which  he  referred  to  the  sale  to  the  undisclosed  prin- 
cipals of  French  &  Plucknett  of  the  cases  of  menthol 
crystals,  Suzuki  or  Kobayashi,  for  shipment  from  Japan  in 
September  or  October  1912.  It  was  arranged  that  any 
dispute  arising  should  be  settled  by  arbitration. 

The  affidavit  of  Mr.  Alfred  Lambert,  partner  in  the 
firm  of  French  &  Plucknett,  was  also  read. 

After  considerable  argument  by  counsel  on  both  sides 
Mr.  Justice  Channell  remarked  that  it  seemed  to  him  the 
award  was  bad,  and  he  thought  the  case  should  be 
adjourned  in  order  that  all  the  parties  mentioned  should 
have  notice  of  the  motion.  He  pointed  out  that  no  legal 
decision,  however,  was  given  in  reference  to  the  award. 

Counsel  said  that  when  their  Lordships'  intimation  was 
conveyed  to  the  persons  concerned  there  might  be  a  settle- 
ment. 

Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1912. 

Nerve  and  Tooth  Pills. 

On  May  4,  at  Willenhall  Police  Court,  Raybould, 
Whitehouse  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Welling- 
ton Road,  Dudley,  were  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the 
Customs  and  Excise  authorities  for  offering  for  sale  a 
dutiable  medicine  unstamped. 

Mr.  C.  E.  FitzRoy,  of  the  Solicitor's  department, 
Customs  House,  who  prosecuted,  stated  that  the  proceed- 
ings were  taken  under  Section  2  of  the  Act.  On  Novem- 
ber 12  last  the  defendants  sold  to  a  general  dealer  named 
Edwm  Arthur  Styles,  31  New  Road,  Willenhall,  half 
,  a  gross  of  nerve  and  tooth  pills,  said  to  be  made  under  a 
patent  process,  and  therefore  liable  to  duty.  Each  of  the 
boxes  should  have  borne  a  l^fZ.  stamp,  so  that  on  this 
particular  order  there  was  a  loss  to  the  revenue  of  9s. 
It  was  stated  that  thousands  of  the  pills  were  sold  yearly  ; 
but  presuming  that  only  1,000  boxes  were  sold,  this  was 
equivalent  to  61.  5  s.  loss  to  the  revenue.  In  February  this 
year  an  Excise  officer  bought  a  box  of  the  pills  from 
Styles's  shop,  the  label  of  which  was  now  produced.  The 
defendants  held  a  licence  to  sell  medicines,  and  therefore 
knew  the  law  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Styles,  the  shopkeeper,  proved  the  purchase  of  the 
pills,  which  the  representative  of  the  firm  present  in  Court 
did  not  dispute.  The  latter  remarked  that  the  firm  did 
not  recommend  the  pills  to  cure.  They  merely  sold  them 
as  nerve  and  tooth  pills. 

The  Magistrate's  Clerk  (Mr.  Slater)  :  But  according 
to  this  (the  label)  you  "insure  perfect  results."' 

The  firm's  representative  :  But  we  do  not  recommend 
them  to  cure  any  ailments.  We  simply  say  they  are  for 
head  and  nerve,  as  labelled. 

In  reply  to  the  Bench,  Mr.  FitzRoy  said  there  was  no 
previous  conviction  against  the  firm,  but  they  had  had 
trouble  with  them  and  had  imposed  fines  under  the  powers 
they  held. 

A  fine  of  51.  and  costs  was  imposed,  totalling  11.  18s.  6d. 
"Baring  Gould's  Anti-Rheumatic  Pearls." 

At  the  Birmingham  Police  Court  on  May  2,  Charles 
Barnard,  317  Vicarage  Road,  "King's  Heath,  was  sum- 
moned at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  for  selling  dutiable  medicine  unstamped. 

Mr.  C.  E.  FitzRoy,  of  the  Solicitor's  department, 
Customs  House,  London,  stated  that  the  prosecution  was 
in  respect  to  "  Baring  Gould's  Anti-Rheumatic  Pearls," 
which  the  accused  advertised  thus  : 

A  cure  for  rheumatism. 

Baring  Gould's  Anti-Rheumatic  Pearls. 

Highly  recommended  by  Mr.  John  Epps,  Selly  Park,  Bir- 
mingham. 

Information  to  sufferers  on  receipt  of  stamped  letter. 

The  purchase  of  two  boxes  at  3s.  each  was  proved. 
They  were  not  stamped. 

The  defendant,  a  grey-haired  man  of  sixty-eight, 
.addressing  the  Magistrates,  said  : 

"  My  mind  is  not  sufficiently  clear  to  go  into  the  witness-box. 
About  sixteen  months  ago  I  had  a  very  serious  illness,  which 
resulted  in  the  great  misfortune  of  my  compete  mental 
breakdown,  the  complete  loss  of  memory,  and  hallucinations. 
I  have  also  suffered  from  insomnia  and  awful  singing  in  the 
ears.  These  defects  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  do  mental 
work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  I  fall  into  errors  of 
which  I'  am  unconscious  at  the  time.    I  do  strange  and  un- 


accountable things.  ...  I  undertake  never  to  sell  any  more 
patent  medicine,  lest  I  fall  into  similar  errors.  I  have 
taken  out  the  advertisements." 

Mr.  FitzRoy  said  that  complaints  had  been  received 
from  all  parts  of  the  country.  "  The  last  time  he  was 
heard,"  added  the  solicitor,  "  he  drew  a  handful  of  gold 
from  his  pocket  and  threw  it  on  the  table." 

Defendant  :  "I  have  very  good  friends." 

The  Magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  10/.  and  costs  in 
respect  to  each  of  the  sales. 

A  lady  in  the  court  came  up  to  the  defendant,  and 
producing  a  large  envelope  containing  bank-notes,  she 
handed  it  to  Barnard,  who  paid  the  fine,  remarking,  "  My 
good  friends  have  come  forward  again."

Sbops  Act,  1912. 

"  Urgent"  Requirements. 

At  the  Edinburgh  Burgh  Court  on  May  6,  George 
Graham  Davidson,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  charged 
with  having  failed  to  close  his  shop  at  1  Earl  Grey  Street, 
Edinburgh,  for  the  serving  of  customers  at  1  p.m.  on 
Wednesday,  April  16,  and  on  Wednesday,  April  23,  in 
contravention  of  the  Shops  Act  Order.  It  was  stated  in 
the  complaint  that  he  had  been  convicted  of  a  similar 
offence  under  the  Order.  Bailie  Chesser,  the  presiding 
Magistrate,  asked  the  accused  if  he  was  guilty  or  not 
guilty.  Mr.  Davidson  replied  that  he  really  did  not 
know  how  to  plead  that  morning.  On  the  last  occasion 
he  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge.  He  wished  to  ask  the 
particular  nature  of  the  charge  before  pleading.  The 
Magistrate  pointed  out  that  the  accused  had  had  a  copy 
served  on  him,  and  he  had  accumulated  experience. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  The  experience  has  led  me  into  a  second 
offence.  Am  I  not  entitled  to  ask  the  particular  nature 
of  the  charge? 

The  Magistrate  :  You  must  plead  guilty  or  not  guilty 
before  I  hear  a  statement. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  I  was  charged  generally  last  time. 

The  Magistrate  said  the  accused  seemed  to  plead  not 
guilty. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  It  is  an  expensive  matter,  but  so  far  a* 
I  can  see  this  is  a  test  case.  The  word  "urgent"  is  a 
word  undefined  in  the  Act,  and  I  ask  whether  the  charge 
is  that  the  shop  was  shut  or  open  for  the  sale  of  urgent 
medicines. 

The  Magistrate  :  Are  you  guilty  or  not  guilty  ? — Mr. 
Davidson  :  Not  guilty. 

The  case  was  continued  until  Tuesday,  May  13,  for 
trial. 


Society  of  Chemist-Opticians.

The  Essex  Pure  Drug-stores  was 
started  some  years  ago  by  school-mistresses  and  school- 
masters, who  converted  the  business  into  a  limited  liability 
company  and  employed  a  qualified  man  as  manager.  The 
turnover  at  the  time  was  only  about  10/.  a  week,  and,  after 
allowing  for  the  expenses,  no  great  profit  could  be  made. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  given  an  option  to  curchase  the  business, 
but  he  did  not  exercise  it.  Finally,  he  was  asked  to  take 
over  the  shares  of  the  company.

Council-meeting. 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  E.C.,  on  May  7. 
The  Treasurer  reported  that  the  finances  of  the  Society 
are  in  good  condition,  and  that  3,000/.  has  been  placed 
on  deposit  with  the  bankers.  The  sum  of  156?.  10s. 
was  granted  to  ten  applicants  for  assistance  from  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  Application  is  being  made  to  the 
Board  of  Education  for  a  grant  to  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  the  Council  passing  a  resolution  of  their  in- 
tention to  continue  the  school.  Mr.  Neathercoat,  in 
presenting  the  report  of  the  Local  Associations  Com- 
mittee, gave  particulars  of  the  various  meetings  held 
during  the  month,  and  members  of  Council  added  to 
this  personal  narratives  of  experiences.  The  Pereira 
medal  was  awarded  to  Mr.  J.  C.  Jinks.  The  report  of 
the  Government  Visitor  to  the  examinations  was  read, 
and  although  it  discloses  an  improvement  in  the  per- 
centage of  successful  candidates,  Dr.  Wiilcox  still  urges 
the  desirability  of  establishing  a  curriculum.  The  annual 
report  of  the  Council  was  afterwards  considered  and 
issued.

Benevolent  Fund 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was 
considered  in  camera,  after  which 


Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  the  Chairman,  in  moving  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report,  said  that  the  committee  had  to  con- 
sider a  larger  number  of  cases  than  in  the  corresponding, 
month  of  last  year,  and  1567.  10s.  was  granted  in  ten 
cases.  The  committee  also  recommended  that  a  grant 
of  ten  guineas  be  made  from  the  Orphan  Fund  to  the 
London  Orphan  Asylum  on  the  occasion  of  the  centenary 
of  that  institution. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  a  special  resolution  was 
passed  embodying  the  grant  to  the  London  Orphan 
Asylum. 

Library  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and 
House  Committee  was  then  presented  by  the  Vice- 
President.  Among  the  items  was  an  account,  which  was- 
approved,  for  117.  2s.  for  house  repairs.  Professor 
Ciossley  reported  that  Mr.  Taylor,  the  demonstrator  in 
pharmaceutics,  was  leaving  to  take  up  an  appointment  in 
Hong-Kong,  and  recommended  that  Mr.  R.  A.  Sharp  be- 
appointed  in  his  place.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
prize  distribution  in  June  be  abandoned,  and  that  all  the 
prizes  be  given  in  October,  as  formerly.  A  letter  was 
received  from  the  Board  of  Education  in  reply  to  a 
request  for  a  grant-in-aid  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  Board  require  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  Council  to  continue  the  work  of  the- 
school.  It  was  added  that  in  the  event  of  recognition 
being  accorded  it  would  date  from  -August  1  next. 

Mr.  Bilson,  referring  to  Mr.  Taylor's  appointment  a& 
demonstrator,  said  he  was  gratified,  because  Mr.  Taylor 
received  his  training  with  Mr.  Stewart  Hardwick,  of 
Bournemouth. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  a  resolution  passed 
expressing  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  continue  the- 
school. 

Local  Associations  Committee. 
Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
presented  a  report,  which  dealt  with  the  district  meet- 
ings that  have  been  held  during  April.  He  also  gave 
particulars  of  the  arrangements  for  the  conference  of 
local  Associations  arranged  for  that  afternoon,  and  placed 
before  the  members  a  list  of  delegates  and  the  agenda  of 
the  meeting. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  Mr.  Rogers,  Mr. 
Rowsell,  Mr.  Campkin,  Mr.  Gilmour,  Mr.  Young,  Mr. 
Harrison,  and  Mr.  Hagon  gave  their  experiences  of  the 
districts  which  they  have  attended.  Mr.  Campkin 
suggested  that  it  is  not --always  necessary  to  have  two 
meetings  at  each  town,  and  other  members  were  agreed 
that  no  hard-and-fast  rule  can  be  laid  down. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Examinations. 
The  report  of  examinations  was  next  presented.  This 
stated  that  in  London  twenty-five  Major  candidates  were 
examined,  and  twenty-two  passed.  There  were  170  Minor 
candidates,  and  of  these  eighty-eight  passed.  In  Scot- 
land two  Major  and  forty-seven  Minor  candidates  were- 
successful  out  of  four  and  seventy-nine  candidates  respec- 
tively. 

Diplomas  were  granted  to  the  pharmaceutical  chemists 
who  passed  the  Major. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Gamble  was  appointed  an  examiner  to  con- 
duct the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association  scholarships  examination. 

Council  Prizes. 
That  part  of  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  which  was  made  public- 
dealt  with  the  results  of  the  Council  prize  examinations. 
It  was  recommended  that  the  following  awards  be  made  : 
Pereira  medal,  J.  C.  Jinks;  Silver  medal,  S.  K.  Crews; 
Bronze  medal,  W.  Cooper.  The  three  examiners  also 
received  a  vote  of  thanks. 

Other  Matters. 
There  were  no  Divisional  Secretaries  to  elect,  but  the 
Secretary  mentioned  that  he  had  received  letters  of 
resignation  from  Mr.  H.  Wilson  (Southampton)  and  Mr. 
G.  W.  Worfolk  (Hkley). 
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The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  registered  during 
the  month  fifty  apprentices  or  students. 

The  North-East  Lancashire  Association  wrote  regard- 
ing the  small  percentage  of  payment  of  chemists'  accounts 
which  the  Insurance  Commissioners  have  sanctioned  for 
the  first  quarter.  Mr.  Gifford  explained  the  condition 
of  affairs  in  Blackburn,  and  the  matter  was  then  referred 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance. 

The  North  British  Branch  transmitted  the  annual 
report  of  the  Executive,  and  also  a  report  of  the  Execu- 
tive meeting  held  on  April  18.  These  were  ordered  to 
be  recorded  on  the  minutes. 

A  communication  was  received  from  an  International 
Pharmaceutical  Congress  which  is  meeting  in  Vienna  in 
September,  inviting  the  co-operation  of  the  Society.  The 
letter  was  referred  to  the  Library  Committee. 

The  Privy  Council  forwarded  a  letter  from  the  Home 
Office  regarding  the  scheduling  of  nitrobenzine  as  a 
poison.  The  matter  arose  out  of  an  inquest  held  at 
Stepney.  The  communication  was  sent  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary and  General  Purposes  Committee. 

Government  Visitor's  Report. 
_  The  report  of  the  Government  Visitor  to  the  examina- 
tions held  in  London  was  received  from  the  Privy 
Council,  and  was  read  by  the  Secretary.  The  report 
dealt  with  the  examinations  held  during  the  year  ending 
March  31.  It  was  remarked  in  the  course  of  the  report 
that  _  although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
candidates  (617)  over  the  previous  year  (607),  the  number 
is  below  the  average  (780)  for  the  period  1906-1911. 
The  percentage  of  passes  (46.35)  shows  that  the  satisfac- 
tory improvement  alluded  to  last  year  has  been  fully 
maintained.  Statistics  were  then  given  regarding  the 
candidates  who  passed  and  those  who  were  rejected,  and 
the  report  states  : 

Individually  the  successful  candidates  showed  evidence  of 
having  undergone  a  systematic  course  of  training,  and  it 
was  the  absence  of  a  proper  systematic  training  which  was 
responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  majority  of  the  unsuccess- 
ful candidates.  A  proper  systematic  training  for  all  can- 
didates before  presenting  themselves  for  examination  would 
undoubtedly  be  most  desirable.  This  could  only  be  ensured 
by  the  establishment  of  a  definite  curriculum  of 'study  before 
entry  for  the  examination  was  permitted.  It  is  important 
to  notice  that  the  figures  show  that  in  every  case  the  failure 
of  a  candidate  was  due  to  lack  of  knowledge  in  those  subjects 
which  are  absolutely  essential  for  the  proper  practice  of 
pharmacy. 

The  Major  examination  was  also  dealt  with,  the 
number  of  candidates  having  decreased  from  sixty-four 
to  forty-six. 

The  Patent  Medicines  Committee. 
The  President  reported  that  he  gave  evidence  on 
April  24  in  his  official  capacity  before  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Patent  Medicines. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Council  then  went  into  committee  to  consider  the 
Seventy-second  annual  report,  which  was  approved.  We 
subjoin  an  abstract  : 

The  membership  of  the  Society  on  January  1,  1912, 
was  7,371,  and  in  the  last  annual  report  this  was  stated  to 
be  the  highest  number  of  which  there  was  any  official  record. 
On  January  1,  1913,  the  roll  of  membership  contained  the 
names  of  7,522  registered  chemists,  or  151  in  excess  of  the 
previous  satisfactory  total. 

Examinations.  -During  the  past  year  874  candidates 
were  examined  for  the  qualification  of  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, and  of  this  number  395,  or  45.19  per  cent.,  passed,  and 
were  added  to  the  statutory  register.  The  proportion  of 
successes  is  not  quite  equal  to  that  reached  in  the  preceding 
year,  but  it  is  well  over  the  average.  The  experience  ol 
the  Boards  of  Examiners  is  that  there  is  much  less  of  what 
might  be  described  as  the  speculative  presentation  of  candi- 
dates than  was  formerly  the  case,  and  the  report  of  the 
Government  Visitor  (Dr.  Willcox)  confirms  this  experience 
by  stating  that  the  figures  for  1912  show  "  that  the  improve- 
ment in  the  knowledge  and  training  of  the  candidates  ... 
has  been  well  maintained."  In  view  of  the  attempts  that 
have  been  made  to  persuade  the  National  Health  Insurance 


Commission  that  the  Minor  examination  is  of  an  ultra- 
scientific  nature,  and  is  in  excess  of  public  requirement,  it 
is  desirable  to  refer  to  another  passage  in  the  latest  report 
of  Dr.  Willcox.  Referring  to  the  examination  generally,  the 
representative  of  the  Privy  Council  remarks  that  "  the 
Minor  examination  is  essentially  a  Practical  Test  of  a 
candidate's  capability  to  practise  as  a  pharmacist,  and  it 
is  only  on  this  ground  that  a  candidate  fails  in  the  examina- 
tion. The  standard  of  the  examination  has  been  well  main- 
tained, and  it  is  essential  in  the  public  interest  that  there 
should  bo  no  lowering  of  the  standard  in  any  way."  Fifty- 
eight  candidates  were  examined  for  the  Major,  or  Honours, 
examination,  and  thirty-five,  or  60.34  per  cent.,  passed. 
Four  hundred  and  forty-seven  students  were  registered 
during  the  year  on  submitting  approved  certificates  of 
preliminary  knowledge,  and  this  number,  though  not  so 
large  as  that  credited  to  the  previous  year,  is  still  above  the 
normal.  With  regard  to  reciprocity  with  Colonial  Phar- 
macy Boards  in  conformity  with  the  new  Bye-Law,  Sec- 
tion VII.,  c.  24,  the  Council  is  glad  to  report  the  completion 
of  reciprocal  agreements  with  the  Pharmacy  Boards  of 
Victoria  and  of  Queensland,  those  Boards  having  produced 
satisfactory  evidence  as  to  the  scope  and  standard  of  their 
respective  Qualifying  examinations. 

[The  School  of  Pharmacy  and  Journal  departments  are 
also  referred  to,  and  the  evening  meetings  are  then  briefly 
mentioned.] 

legal.  —  The  Registrar's  report  for  1912  reveals  the  fact 
that  1,362  cases  of  infringement  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year,  and  238  cases  were  the  subject  of  legal  proceedings 
under  the  authority  of  the  Council.  Of  this  number,  pro- 
ceedings failed  in  twelve  cases,  owing  to  the  defendants 
having  removed  themselves  from  the  risk  of  being  served 
with  a  summons ;  seven  other  cases  are  awaiting  hearing, 
and  in  six  others  the  circumstances  allowed  of  the  Society 
withdrawing  from  further  action.  In  each  of  the  remain- 
ing 213  cases  the  penalties  were  either  paid  before  action 
or  obtained  on  judgment.  The  cost  to  the  Society  of  carry- 
ing out  the  legal  work  entailed  by  the  administration  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  was  in  1912  168?.  in  excess  of  the  penal- 
ties recovered — a  very  much  smaller  expenditure  than  that 
usually  necessitated.  As  in  former  years,  the  Council  has 
been  compelled  to  put  into  operation  Section  2  of  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Act  against  persons  who,  in  order  to  avoid 
the  incidence  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  have  retailed  paregoric 
without  opium  or  white  precipitate  containing  no  am- 
moniated  mercury.  With  reference  to  the  inspection  of 
pharmacies,  rendered  necessary  by  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  there  have  now  been  10.087  inspections 
recorded  by  the  Registrar,  and  this  work  constitutes  a 
regular  part  of  the  administrative  duties  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment of  the  Society. 

[Reference  is  here  made  to  the  addition  of  veronal  to  the 
Schedule,  and  the  progress  of  the  Benevolent  Fund.] 

Parliamentary.  —The  administration  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act  in  so  far  as  Medical  Benefit  is  con- 
cerned has  occupied  the  closest  attention  of  the  Council  and 
the  most  earnest  efforts  of  those  representing,  in  an  advisory 
sense,  pharmaceutical  interests  on  the  various  Insurance 
Committees  set  up  under  the  Act.  The  Commissioners  for 
England  and  the  Commissioners  for  Wales  having  accepted 
the  suggestions  of  the  representatives  of  pharmacy  on  the 
Advisory  Committees,  that 'each  Statutory  Insurance  Com- 
mittee in  the  counties  and  county  boroughs  should  include 
in  its  composition  a  pharmacist,  it  became  possible  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  to  accord 
very  valuable  practical  assistance  in  putting  into  operation 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Service,  which  was  fixed  to 
come  into  operation  on  January  15.  Without  entering  into 
the  causes  of  delay,  it  is  necessary  to  state  that  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  were  forced  to  ask  the  pharmacists  of 
the  country  to  accept  with  only  the  hastiest  consideration  a 
drug  tariff  that  had  been  formulated  on  their  behalf,  and 
distributed  by  arrangement  with  the  Society's  organising 
machinery,  some  few  days  only  before  the  date  fixed  for 
the  completion  of  the  panels  and  the  signing  of  agreements. 
Notwithstanding  the  many  serious  practical  difficulties  ex- 
perienced, it  is  a  fact  to  which  the  whole  calling  may  refer 
with  pride  that  little  fractious  opposition  was  indulged  in. 
and  that  National  Insurance  dispensing  in  accordance  with 
the  intention  of  the  Act  and  the  provisions  of  the  regula- 
tions made  thereunder  became  an  accomplished  administra- 
tive fact  on  January  15.  It  has,  with  a  few  and  not  im- 
portant exceDtions^  worked  smoothly  and  with  efficiency 
ever  since.  The  trial  period  of  three  months  has  passed, 
and  nearly  all  the  pharmacists  who.  perhaps  doubtfully,  took 
service  in  January  have  now  agreed  to  continue  for  a  further 
nine  months  to  complete  a  year's  experience  of  the  working 
of  the  Act.  At  the  end  of  that  time  there  will  be  doubtless 
a  number  of  revealed  defects  that  demand  treatment,  as  well 
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as  an  amount  of  accumulated  knowledge  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide an  equitable  remedy  for  them  all.  In  matters  outside 
the  actual  regulation  of  prices,  the  Council  is  prepared  to 
take  measures  for  ensuring  the  preservation  of  the  interests 
of  pharmacists  engaged  in  the  National  Health  Service; 
while  the  commercial  and  financial  side  of  the  work  may  be 
confidently  entrusted  to  the  Standing  Committees  on  Insur- 
ance that  have  been  set  up  for  their  respective  portions  of 
the  Kingdom  by  the  pharmacists  of  England,  of  Scotland, 
and  of  Wales. 

Stimulated  by  a  number  of  traders  and  others  who  did  not 
possess  the  requisite  qualification  to  permit  of  their  inclusion 
on  the  panel  for  dispensing,  the  Commissioners,  in  February 
last,  appointed  a  Committee  of  Inquiry  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  the  conditions  under  which  medicines  had  been 
supplied  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Insurance  Act,  and 
whether  those  conditions,  considered  in  connection  with  a 
speedy  and  adequate  supply  of  medicine  to  insured  patients, 
demanded  any  amendment  of  Section  15  (5,  iii)  of  the  Act. 
The  committee  consisted  of  Mr.  Smith  Whitaker,  Dr. 
Lauriston  Shaw,  Mr.  Davies,  Mr.  J.  C.  Ledlie,  and  Mr. 
Claude  Schuster,  and  sat  in  private.  It  became  evident  to 
the  Council  that  a  most  serious  attempt  was  being  made  to 
utilise  the  Insurance  Act  to  accord  legal  recognition  to  a 
class  that  either  could,  not,  or  did  not  choose  to,  acquire  such 
recognition  pursuant  to  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  Application 
was  therefore  made  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  be 
heard  in  evidence,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  Woolcock,  the 
Vice-President,  and  Mr.  Pilkington  Sergeant  were 
appointed  to  give  the  necessary  facts  to  the  committee.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  material  collected,  through  the  office,  from 
energetic  co-operators  in  various  parts  of  the  Kingdom,  and 
presented  to  the  committee  by  the  Society's  witnesses,  will 
have  the  effect  of  discounting  in  advance  any  future  mani- 
festation of  Parliamentary  activity  by  the  traders  re- 
sponsible for  the  inquiry  above  referred  to.  The  report  of 
the.  committee  has  not  yet  been  made  public,  but  pharma- 
cists need  not  be  unduly  apprehensive  -as  to  its  tenour. 

In  discharge  of  the  undertaking  given  in  the  House  of 
Commons  during  the  passage  of  the  Insurance  Bill,  the 
Council  has  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  General  Medical 
Council,  the  War  Office,  and  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  a 
draft  of  the  main  features  of  a  Bill  to  establish  a  qualifica- 
tion to  act  as  an  assistant  dispenser  to  a  pharmacist.  The 
authorities  concerned  have  not  all  indicated  their  approval 
of  the  draft,  but  the  War  Office  has  signified  a  desire  to 
co-operate  in  the  promotion  of  a  Bill  on  those  lines.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Milk  and  Cream  Preservatives. 

Replying  to  Mr.  0.  Bathurst  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  May  1,  Mr.  Burns  stated  that  there  is  no  exact  con- 
sensus of  opinion  as  to  the  amount  of  boron  trioxide 
which  may  be  necessary  to  produce  injurious  effects  in 
different  persons.  The  regulations  as  to  preservatives 
in  milk  and  cream  were  not  intended  to  control  the 
amount  of  preservative  which  might  be  added,  but  only 
to  secure  that  no  preservative  should  be  added  to  cream 
without  declaration  on  the  label  as  to  the  amount.  The 
provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875, 
are  available  for  preventing  the  use  of  preservatives  to 
an  extent  such  as  to  render  any  article  injurious  to 
health.  To  the  further  question  by  Mr.  Bathurst  :  "Does 
that  mean  that  if  a  declaration  is  made  as  to  the  amount 
used  of  this  particular  preservative,  it  would  be  passed 
as  permissible  by  the  Local  Government  Board  ?  "  Mr. 
Burns  replied  :  ''  If  the  hon.  member  will  give  me  notice 
I  will  do  my  best  to  reply  to  that  question.  But  the 
subject-matter  of  this  question  is  before  the  High  Court, 
and  I  should  prefer  not  to  answer  supplementary  ques- 
tions regarding  it." 

Dental  Anesthetics. 
The  following  question  was  put  by  Sir  J.  D.  Rees  : 
To  ask  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  whether  his  atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  the  inquest  held  at  Henley  on  Feb- 
ruary 4  on  Mr.  Green,  who  died  from  cocaine-poisoning 
following  upon  a  dental  operation,  the  drug  having  been 
administered  -  by  an  unqualified  person,  who  was  severely 


oensured  by  the  jury ;  to  the  inquest  held  on  March  4  on 
Mrs.  Petersen,  in  whose  case  also  cocaine  was  administered 
by  an  unqualified  person  under  similar  circumstances; 
whether  he  is  aware  that  there  are  in  the  United  Kingdom 
20,000  persons  practising  as  dentists  who  have  not  qualified; 
that  any  layman  can  administer  chloroform  or  cocaine, 
ether,  and  other  anaesthetics;  and  whether  it  is  proposed 
that,  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  arrangements  with 
any  unqualified  person  who  may  succeed  in  imposing  on  any 
insured  person  shall  be  officially  recognised. 

Mr.  Masterman,  in  reply,  said  he  had  no  information 
in  regard  to  the  specific  case  referred  to  in  the  first  three 
parts  of  the  question,  as  they  have  no  connection  with  the 
Insurance  Act.  With  regard  to  the  last  part,  he  would 
point  out  that  dental  treatment  is  not  included  within 
Medical  Benefit,  and  could  in  no  case  be  given  as  one  of 
the  benefits  of  the  Act,  except  as  an  additional  benefit 
after  the  valuations  required  by  Section  36  of  the  Act. 
National  Insurance  Act. 

Amending  Insurance  Act. — The  promised  Bill  to 
amend  the  National  Insurance  Act  in  certain  important 
particulars  will,  it  is  understood,  be  introduced  soon  after 
the  reassembling  of  Parliament  at  the  close  of  the  Whit- 
suntide recess.  It  will  seek  to  regularise  the  extra  grant 
for  Medical  Benefit  and  also  deal  with  the  casual  labourer, 
in  regard  to  which  many  conferences  have  already  taken 
place.  An  effort  will  be  made  to  ensure  that  the  casual 
labourer  shall  be  qualified  for  some  kind  of  benefit,  even 
if  he  cannot  get  the  full  amount. 

Medical  Benefit  (Ireland). — The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  has  informed  Mr.  W.  C.  Bridgeman,  M.P., 
that  the  Prime  Minister  is  anxious  that  the  constitution 
and  methods  of  the  Treasury  Committee  which  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  the  extension  of 
Medical  Benefit  to  Ireland  should  be  discussed,  and  an 
opportunity  for  that  purpose  will  arise  on  the  Temporary 
Commissions  Vote  The  right  hen.  gentleman,  however, 
thought  that  it  would  be  better  to  postpone  the  dis- 
cussion until  the  Committee  has  reported. 

Unqualified  Medical  Service. — Mr.  Masterman  in- 
formed Sir  J.  D.  Rees  on  Monday  that  he  is  not  aware  of 
any  arrangements  having  been  made  by  Insurance  Com- 
mittees for  medical  treatment  by  herbalists  and  Chris- 
tian Scientists,  but  he  has  no  doubt  that  in  due  course  full 
information  will  be  available  as  to  the  administrative 
action  of  the  Insurance  Committees.  Replying  at  the  6ame 
time  to  Mr.  Fred  Hall,  he  stated  that  duly  qualified 
medical  practitioners  alone  have  the  right  to  be  included 
in  a  panel  list,  and  so  far  as  he  is  aware  no  other  persons 
have  been  placed  or  are  still  on  any  panel  list. 

Protection  of  Chemists. — Replying  to  Mr.  Fred  Hall 
on  May  5,  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  (Mr.  Masterman) 
stated  that  prescriptions  for  insured  persons  given  by  non- 
panel  doctors  will  not  be  dispensed  and  treated  in  the  same 
way  as  those  prescribed  by  panel  doctors.  Section  15  (3) 
contemplates,  he  added,  that  when  insured  persons  are 
allowed  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  medical 
attendance  and  treatment  they  shall  also  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  the  supply  of  medicines  and  appliances. 
It  would  obviously,  be  unfair  to  require  chemists  on  the 
panel,  whose  remuneration  is  based  on  a  capitation  system 
and  accordingly  limited  to  the  6um  available,  to  supply 
medicines  to  an  unlimited  extent  on  the  prescriptions  of 
doctors  who  have  not,  like  those  on  the  panel,  a  collective 
responsibility  with  regard  to  the  arrangements  for  Medical 
Benefit  in  the  area. — Mr.  F.  Hall  then  asked  :  Do  I  under- 
stand that  insured  persons,  if  they  go  to  a  chemist  not 
on  the  panel,  have  to  pay  the  cost  whatever  may  be 
demanded  by  the  chemist,  and  that  they  consequently  get 
no  recompense  under  the  Insurance  Act  ?  Mr.  Masterman  : 
An  insured  person  can  make  his  own  arrangements. — Mr. 
F.  Hall  :  Does  he  get  any  allowance  if  he  goes  to  drug- 
stores not  on  the  panel  ?  Mr.  Masterman  :  The  only  one 
who  gets  the  payment  is  the  chemist  on  the  panel. — Mr.  F. 
Hall  :  Then  if  he  is  not  satisfied  with  the  chemist  on  the 
panel  and  goes  elsewhere  he  must  pay  the  full  price  and 
get  no  allowance,  although  he  is  insured  under  the  Act. 
Mr.  Masterman  :  Insured  persons  have  a  choice  of  99  out 
of  100  chemists,  and  should  experience  no  difficulty  in 
getting  satisfied.

These  contain  the  fatty  substance 
of  beer-yeast,  and  include  lecithin,  cholestrine,  and  the 
essential  oil  which  has  been  proved  to  be  of  service  in 
the  treatment  of  acne,  furunculosis,  eczema,  and  similar 
skin  ailments,  while  it  is  also  advantageous  in  constipa- 
tion. The  pills  are  put  up  in  bottles  of  six  dozen,  to 
retail  at  2s.  6c/.  The  London  agents  are  Messrs.  Domeier 
&  Co.

The  London  Section  met  in  the  Chemical  Society's  Rooms, 
Burlington  House,  London,  W.,  on  Monday  evening,  May  5, 
Dr.  W.  R.  Hodgkinson  presiding.  There  was  a  moderate 
attendance,  including  Mr.  J.  F.  Fuerst,  Mr.  E.  Grant 
Hooper  (Deputy  Government  Chemist),  Dr.  R.  Mes6el, 
F.R.S.,  Mr.  Thomas  (Paris),  Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid,  Dr. 
Thorne,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Chemical  Industry  Club  in  the  Criterion  Restaurant  prior 
to  the  meeting,  Dr.  Hodgkinson  intimated  that  Sir  William 
Crookes,  O.M.,  F.R.S.,  has  accepted  nomination  for  the 
presidency.  After  the  preliminary  business  of  the  meeting, 
the  Chairman  called  upon  Mr.  W.  F.  Higgins,  of  the 
National  Physical  Laboratory,  to  give  the  second  part  of 
his  communication  on  "  The  Methods  and  Apparatus  Used 
in  Petroleum  Testing."  Viscosity  was  the  subject  of  the 
present  part,  and  Mr.  Higgins  made  a  most  interesting 
statement,  which  was  illustrated  with  lantern-slides,  on  the 

Means  of  Testing  Viscosity  of  Oils. 
For  this  purpose  the  apparatus  generally  in  use  is  the  visco- 
meter of  Sir  Boverton  Redwood,  Bart.,  that  designed  by 
Engler,  and  others,  all  depending  upon  the  time  taken  by 
a  definite  volume  of  oil  to  flow  from  the  capillary  orifice 
of  a  vessel  in  which  the  oil  is  placed,  the  head  of  the  liquid, 
-area  of  the  orifice,  and  the  temperature,  among  other  factors, 
being  taken  into  consideration.  Just  as  the  flash-point  of 
oils  is  largely  a  function  of  the  apparatus  employed,  so  is 
the  viscosity  of  an  oil.  Mr.  Higgins's  communication  dealt 
fully  with  the  factors  which  cause  variation,  his  particulars 
being  derived  from  hundreds  of  experiments  with  different 
apparatus  at  different  temperatures  and  other  varying  con- 
ditions. Most  viscometers  consist  of  a  cup  for  the  oil  placed 
in  a  water-bath,  and  it  is  supposed  that  the  bath  keeps  the 
oil  at  constant  temperature;  but  experiments  with  thermal 
couples  placed  in  different  parts  of  the  oil  show  that  great 
variations  in  -temperature  exist,  and  this  necessarily  induces 
variation  in  viscosity.  Stirring  the  oil  is  impossible,  because 
the  currents  would  affect  the  rate  of  flow.  In  short,  the 
conditions  are  altogether  averse  to  absolute  accuracy.  Even 
in  such  a  fundamental  point  as  the  volume  of  oil  used  there 
is  no  agreement :  thus  Redwood  uses  50  c.c,  and  200  c.c. 
is  used  in  the  Engler  apparatus.  All  this  led  up  to  a 
description  by  Mr.  Higgins  of  an  apparatus  that  he  uses 
for  determining  absolute  viscosity.  This  consists  of  two 
tubes  joined  together  at  the  bottom  by  an  agate  capillary 
tube.  It  is  connected  on  one  side  with  a  reservoir  of  the 
oil  to  be  tested,  which  is  heated  by  an  electro-thermal  coil, 
and  the  other  side  of  the  apparatus  is  connected  with  an 
air  reservoir,  by  means  of  which  the  oil  admitted  into 
either  of  the  tubes  can  be  driven  from  one  to  another. 
The  apparatus  enables  one  to  experiment  in  known  constant 
conditions.  The  meeting  was  much  interested  to  learn  that 
Mr.  Higgins  determined  the  capillary  diameter  by  the 
electrical  resistance  offered  by  a  column  of  mercury  placed 
in  the  agate  capillary.  The  apparatus  enables  the  absolute 
viscosity  of  the  oil  to  be  expressed  in  units.  Mr.  Higgins 
concluded  by  giving  the  following  formula,  which  enables  all 
viscosities  determined  by  a  viscometer  of  the  Redwood  type 
to  be  expressed  in  units  : 

7j=(A.t.-|)8 

where  A  and  B  are  constants  depending  upon  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  apparatus,  t  is  the  time  of  outflow  (in  seconds), 
8  is  the  density  of  the  liquid  (grams  per  c.c),  and  r/  is  its 
viscosity  (C.G.S.  units).  The  values  of  A  and  B  for  an 
instrument  of  normal  dimensions  are:  A  =  0.00260  and 
B  =  1.715. 

In  the  discussion,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid  congratulated  the 
author,  as  well  as  the  Society,  upon  the  result  of  the  re- 
search remarking  that  in  the  early  days  the  Society  had 
contributed  to  the  upkeep  of  the  National  Physical  Labora- 
tory, and  the  accomplishment  of  such  work  as  this  is  in 
the  nature  of  a  return.  He  was  not  altogether  in  favour  of 
determining  the  lubricating  value  of  oils"by  the  viscometer, 
which,  he  said,  is  exactly  the  opposite  physically  from  what 
is  wanted  in  a  lubricant,  and  he  preferred  a  method  based 
upon  the  movement  of  a  definite  body  in  the  oil.  Mr 
Coste  also  spoke  from  his  intimate  knowledge  of  the  subject 
in  practice.  Mr.  Grant  Hooper  also  testified  to  the  value 
of  the  communication.  As  to  the  variation  of  viscosity  with 
temperature,  ho  said  that  for  all  practical  purposes  it  suffices 
to  heat  the  oil  to  be  examined  before  placing  it  in  the 
viscometer  cup  surrounded  by  a  water-bath  of  the  proper 
temperature.  Mr.  Hig<rins,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  said 
that  his  ooservations  did  not  refer  specially  to  lubricating 
oils;  but  to- fuel -oils;  suoh  las/,  the  Adrokaility- purchase

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS.

The  Internationalisation  of  Therapeutics 

is  a  big  subject, 

and  it  will  be  a  good  many  years  before  it  comes  within 
the  range  of  practical  politics.  Professor  Tschirch 
•thinks  that  the  work  devoted  to  the  preparation  of 
national  Pharmacopoeias  is  waste  of  energy,  and  that  a 
■central  bureau  should  be  set  up  where  all  individual 
research  work  could  be  abstracted  and  published ;  and 
he  also  suggests  the  institution  of  a  central  laboratory 
where  assay  work  could  be  conducted,  with  a  view  to 
the  standardisation  of  drug-extracts.  All  this  is  very 
laudable,  and  doubtless  the  money  could  be  found  for 
the  purpose,  but  it  appears  to  me  to  be  about  twenty- 
five  years  too  late.  So  far  as  drugs  are  concerned,  the 
work  has  practically  all  been  done.  The  mere  investi- 
gation of  processes  for  estimating  alkaloids  is  of  com- 
paratively little  value  since  commercial  houses  have  long 
ago  produced  perfectly  pure  alkaloids,  and  these  same 
sources  may  be  relied  on  for  satisfactory  drug-extracts. 
But  the  real  fact  is  that  the  centre  of  gravity  has 
shifted,  and  it  is  no  longer  vegetable  drugs  that  are 
coming  forward,  but  synthetics  and  biological  products. 
A  laboratory  may  well  be  wanted,  but  it  is  not  such 
an  one  as  Professor  Tschirch  desires ;  it  is  a  pharmaco- 
logical institute  that  we  need,  which  will  test  the  various 
new  remedies  clinically  and  therapeutically,  and  which 
will  authoritatively  tell  medical  men  the  truth  regarding 
the  thousand  and  one  preparations  that  are  constantly 
being  brought  to  their  notice. 
Ginseng 

never  "  caught  on  "  to  any  extent  in  European 
medicine,  but  this  was  not  because  it  was  not  known, 
and  it  did  actually  find  a  place  in  the  Paris  Codex  and 
in  many  of  our  eighteenth-century  Dispensatories.  It 
appears  to  have  been  first  referred  to  in  English  in  1654, 
in  a  translation  of  Martini's  "  History  of  the  Conquest 
of  China,"  in  which  it  figures  as  "  Gimsem,  so  much 
esteemed  amongst  the  Chineses";  but  the  earliest 
description  I  have  seen  of  the  plant  and  its  uses  is  in 
a  translation  of  de  la  Loubere's  account  of  Siam  in 
1688.  It  is,  says  this  writer,  who  devotes  a  long  para- 
graph to  the  subject,  the  most  esteemed  "of  all  the 
plants  of  the  East":  the  best  grows  in  China,  but 
it  is  not  wanting  in  Siam;  "the  Root  grows  in  the 
Shady  Valleys,  and  some  of  them  [the  roots,  I  suppose, 
not  the  valleys]  are  found  in  the  shape  of  Man."  It 
is  said  to  resemble  our  mandrake,  but  to  be  of  stronger 
growth,  and  to  its  shape  is  due  the  name  "Ginseng" 
(image  of  man).  A  fuller  account  was  published  in  the 
"  Philosophical  Transactions  "  of  the  Royal  Society 
(No.  354,  p.  705),  under  the  names  "  Ginzeng,  Ninzen, 
or  Nisi.  Araliastrum  Quinqucfolii"  ■  hence  the  drug  got 
into  our  medical  books.  Tibet  and  the  mountainous 
parts  of  China  are  named  as  its  geographical  sources 
down  till  the  latter  half  of  the  eighteenth  century,  when 
Healde  says  "  it  is  also  found  in  some  parts  of  North 
America."  In  addition  to  its  almost  universal  use  in 
medicine  in  China,  the  Tartars  are  said  to  drink  a 
decoction  of  the  leaves  as  tea;  the  roots  also  are  so  used, 
but  "must  be  boiled  longer."  In  Siam  it  was  used  as 
coca  is  by  the  Indians  of  Peru.  "  He  that  hath  this 
Root  m  his  mouth,"  says  Loubere,  "will  hold  out  at 
one  labour  as  long  again  as  he  that  hath  it  not.'^  In 


our  later  Dispensatories  it  is  recommended  to  be  given 
in  infusion,  or  in  doses  from  9j.  to  5j.  of  the  powder, 
as  an  aromatic  stimulant  and  tonic;  it  had  also  a 
reputation  as  an  aphrodisiac,  and  really  seems  to  possess 
considerable  restorative  properties. 

The  Chemist's  Window 

has,  I  fancy,  advanced  more  in  the 
last  fifty  years  than  his  shop,  and  it  would  probably  take 
as  long  now  to  find  in  any  important  town  a  neglected, 
not  to  say  "contemptible,"  window,  "filled  with  trash 
and  lyingly  labelled  jars,"  as  it  took  the  writer  of  the 
paragraph  chosen  for  your  last  week's  Retrospect  to  dis- 
cover an  attractive  one.  Napoleon  is  said  to  have  beaten 
his  enemies  into  the  art  of  conquering,  and  we  no  doubt 
owe  much  of  our  progress  in  this  respect  to  our  enemies 
the  Stores.  They  have  made  business  men  of  us,  how- 
ever much  they  may  have  injured  pharmacy  as  such.  I 
do  not  mean  that  the  roles  of  pharmacist  and  business  man 
cannot  be  combined,  but  it  is  not  everybody  who  can  com- 
bine them.  In  one  particular  our  windows  still  fall  short 
of  the  ideal  of  their  critic  of  fifty  years  ago  :  "  sundries 
and  perfumes "  are  still  allowed  to  displace  more  purely 
pharmaceutical  articles.  There  is,  it  is  true,  a  limit  to 
the  possibilities  of  "the  beautiful  products  of  the 
laboratory";  the  "chemist's  garden,"  as  it  has  been 
called,  does  not  always  flourish  as  it  should,  or  repay  one 
for  the  trouble  it  costs ;  and  it  must  be  admitted  that 
drugs  do  not  lend  themselves  very  readily  to  decorative 
purposes.  It  is  difficult  on  any  ground  to  interest  the 
public  in  senna-leaves  or  jalap-root ;  we  cannot  say  of 
them  that  "their  beauty  only  is  their  show"  ;  the  proof 
of  the  physic,  as  of  the  pudding,  is  in  the  eating.  We 
ought,  however,  to  keep  the  pharmaceutical  flag  flying  a 
little  more  obviously  than  we  do.  Perhaps  it  would  pay 
to  reserve  a  little  window-space  for  a  few  finer  products 
of  the  art,  and  stick  up  a  label  :  "  Puzzle,  find  the  phar- 
macist "  ;  with  a  prize  to  the  candidate  who  showed  most 
intelligence  as  a  discoverer. 

Raw  Beef 

undoubtedly  has  its  points  as  a  cosmetic.  I  well 
remember  the  account  given  by  an  old  nurse  of  my 
mother's  who  had  "seen  better  days"  as  lady's  maid  to  a 
local  duchess,  of  how  she  used  to  have  to  tie  up  her  Grace's 
hands  in  rump  steaks  every  night ;  but  I  can  find  nothing 
bearing  on  the  subject  in  the  English  translation,  made 
in  1711,  of  "the  last  edition"  of  the  "Secrets"  of 
Monsieur  Lemery,  which  I  take  to  be  the  work  referred 
to  in  your  French  correspondent's  interesting  note  last 
week.  Lemery  has  many  receipts  for  the  purpose,  into 
several  of  which  animal  ingredients  enter.  He  recom- 
mends, for  instance,  the  washing  of  the  face  with  a  decoc- 
tion of  monk's  rhubarb  and  mutton ;  a  distillation  of 
veal,  new-laid  eggs,  and  white-wine  vinegar ;  preparations 
of  various  herbs  mixed  with  the  peelings  of  calves'  feet, 
or  boiled  with  mutton  bones  ;  but  he  seems  to  draw  the 
line  on  this  side  of  raw  beef.  To  wash  one's  face  daily 
in  fresh  urine  and  rose-water  clears,  he  says,  a 
muddy  complexion ;  and  I  once  knew  a  labouring  man. 
who  kept  his  hands  to  extreme  old  age  in  beautiful  condi- 
tion by  this  means,  barring  the  rose-water.  Other  receipts 
equally  "  caviare  to  the  general  "  Lemery  has,  but  these 
will  suffice.  The  account  he  quotes  from  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  of  the  effect  of  her  famous  Water  must  be  taken 
with  more  than  a  grain  of  salt  :  she  describes  herself  as 
passing  instantaneously  from  the  infirmities  of  old  age 
to  the  beauty  and  strength  of  youth.  The  whole  story, 
however,  is  apocryphal,  as  Wootton  shows  ;  the  legend  is 
usually  based  on  the  authority  of  a  document  at  Vienna 
which  does  not  exist ;  there  never  was  but  one  Elizabeth

B.P.C.  Presidential  Survey. 

1866-1869;  Bentlty  and  Hanbury. 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  was  held  in  Nottingham  on 
August  21,  1863,  under  the  presidency  of  Professor 
Robert  Bentley,  M.R.C.S.,  F.L.S.,  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  beloved  pharmacists  of  his  day,  about  whose 
character  there  was  much  of  the  charm  that  endeared  his 
relative,  Charles  Lamb,  to  his  contemporaries.  Bentley 
was  a  native  of  Hitchin,  and  was  apprenticed  to  an

apothecary  of  Tunbridge  Wells.  While  there  he  became 
an  ardent  botanist.  At  the  completion  of  his  apprentice- 
ship he  came  to 
London  as  an 
assistant  at  Bell's 
in  Oxford  Street, 
and  it  was  while 
he  was  there  that 
he  became  one  of 
the  original  Asso- 
ciates     of  the 

Pharmaceutical 
Society.  He  at- 
tended the  School 
of  Pharmacy  when 
it  was  opened,  and 
became  the  first 
prizeman,  his 
award  being  the 
Botany  prize  in 
1842,  which  was 
presented  by 
William  Allen. 
Bentley  had  more 
liking  for  medi- 
cine than  pharmacy,  and  it  was  on  that  account  that 
he  matriculated  at  the  University  of  London  and  entered 
King's  College  as  a  medical  student;  but 
botany,  claimed  him  as  a  teacher.  He  was 
appointed  lecturer  on  the  subject  in  the 
London  Hospital  Medical  School,  and  in 
1849  was  temporarily  appointed  to  give 
the  summer  course  of  practical  botany  in 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  consequent  on  the 
illness  of  Dr.  A.  T.  Thomson.  He  was 
afterwards  made  Professor  of  the  subject, 
Materia  Medica  being  added  to  the  chair 
when  Pereira  died.  Bentley  was  also 
Professor  of  Botany  at  King's  College,  and 
Dean  of  Medical  Faculty.  Further,  he 
lectured  on  the  subject  at  the  London 
Institution.  His  "Manual  of  Botany"  is 
still  familiar  to  students  of  pharmacy 
tinder  the  name  of  "  Green,"  but  his 
magnum  opus  was  "  Medicinal  Plants," 
written  in  conjunction  with  Trimen.  He 
was  associated  with  Attfield  and  Redwood 
in  editing  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1885. 
Bentley  resigned  the  "  Square  "  chair  of 
Botany  in  May  1887,  retiring  with  the  title 
Emeritus  Professor  and  an  annuity.  His 
old  pupils  demonstrated  their  respect  and 
affection  for  him  by  presenting  his  portrait 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  supple- 
menting it  with  a  purse  of  300  guineas  to 
himself.  He  died  on  Christmas  Eve 
1893,  at  the  age  of  seventy-two. 

The  addresses  which  Bentley  gave  to  the 
Conference  in  1866  and  1867  were  on 
Botany  in  connection  with  Pharmacy,  and 
it  16  particularly  notable  that  the  address 
at  Dundee  was  characterised  by  a  deeply 
religious  tone,  which  would  now  be  con- 
sidered foreign  to  such  addresses.  At 
the  meeting  in  Nottingham  it  was  reported 
that  the  membership  was  nearly  four 
hundred,  and  the  Executive  stated  that 
the    Conference    had    been  "established 


the  meeting  was  an  exhibition,  which  was  said  to 
be  the  first  extensive  exhibition  of  objects  relating 
to  pharmacy  held  in  this  country.  Time  has  given 
greater  prominence  to  the  essay  on  Pharmaceutical  Ethics 
by  Mr.  Joseph  Ince,  which  was  described  in  the 
C.  &  D.  at  the  time  as  a  "  masterly  exposition  of 
the  principles  by  which  the  actions  of  all  who  practise 
pharmacy  as  a  trade  should  be  regulated."  This  essay 
is  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  many,  and  has  influenced 
successive  generations  of  pharmacists.  The  contributors 
of  papers  were  still  the  founders  of  the  Conference. 
There  was  one  on  the  "  Micro- chemical  Examination  of 
Extract  of  Flesh,"  by  Deane  and  Brady;  another  on 
"Aconite,"  by  T.  B.  Groves;  Tilden  contributed 
observations  on  the  "Active  Principle  of  Hyoscyamus  "  ; 
G.  F.  Schacht  one  on  Plasma ;  and  Charles  Umney 
another  on  "Syrup  of  Phosphate  of  Iron."  Altogether 
seventeen  papers  were  read,  including  a  dissertation 
on  "Weights,  Measures,  Coins,  and  Numbers,"  by 
Attfield.  The  use  of  methylated  spirit  in  medicine 
was  a  burning  topic  of  that  day,  because  it  was  being 
used  for  preparing  all  kinds  of  medicines,  and  even  the 
most  prominent  pharmacists,  who  abhorred  the  use  of 
anything  cheap,  appeared  to  imagine  that  there  was 
nothing  illegal  in  it.  In  the  same  issue  of  the 
C.  <b  D.  in  which  the  Conference  meeting  was 
reported,  we  printed  a  communication  from  Mr.  Adam

basis."     The   most    conspicuous   event  connected 


firm  I  Young,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
with  |  (dated .  September  12,  1866),  in  which  he  said  : 
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"The  Act  29  and  30  Vic.  cap.  64,  strictly  prohibits  the 
use  of  methylated  spirit  in  the  preparation  of  any  article 
whatsoever  capable  of  being  used  either  wholly  or  partially  as 
a  beverage,  or  internally  as  a  medicine,  and  forbids  the 
6ale  or  possession  of  such  articles." 

At  the  Nottingham  meeting  a  letter  from  Edward 
Parrish,  of  Philadelphia,  was  read,  this  showing  that 
international  pharmaceutical  relations  had  been  clearly 
established.  In  the  following  year,  when  the  Confer- 
ence met  at  Dundee  on  September  3,  1867,  Mr.  Ebert, 
of  Chicago,  was  welcomed  as  a  visitor.  The  membership 
of  the  Conference  was  now  478  and  the  income  781.  Mr. 
Brady,  as  Treasurer,  again  deplored  arrears  of  subscrip- 
tions, and  suggested  that  local  treasurers  should  be 
appointed  to  collect  them,  which,  suggestion  became  a 
resolution  before  the  end  of  the  week.  The  papers  read 
included  one  by  Daniel  Hanbury  on  Burgundy  Pitch, 
and  this  heralded  his  appointment  as  President  in  suc- 
cession to  Bentley. 

Hanbury  was  not  yet  forty-two  when  he  took  the  chair 
at  the  Norwich  meeting  on  August  18,  1868,  and  the 
President  of  the  Jubilee  year  is  the  only  one  since  who 
has  approached  him  in  youthfulness.  To  the  present 
generation  the  name  of  David  Hanbury  is  as  much  revered 
as  the  man  himself  was  by  his  contemporaries.  He  was 
born  on  September  11,  1825,  being  the  eldest  son  of 
Daniel  Bell  Hanbury,  of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Plough  Court, 
Lombard  Street,  and  when  sixteen  was  apprenticed  to 
the  firm,  three  years  later  entering  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy. His  reputation  in  the  world  of  science  arises 
from  his  work  as  a  pharmaoognocist,  which  commenced 
at  the  beginning  of  1850  with  a  communication  to  an 
evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
continued  until  his  death.  The  results  of  his  researches 
and  studies  of  drugs  are  best  seen  in  "  Pharmacographia  : 
A  History  of  the  Principal  Drugs  of  Vegetable  Origin  met 
with  in  Great  Britain  and  British  India,"  which  was 
written  by  Professor  Fluckiger  and  him  and  was  pub- 
lished the  year  before  Hanbury 's  death;  the  collection 
and  collation  of  the  materials  for  this  work  were  chiefly 
Hanbury's.  It  is  the  classic  of  modern  materia-medica 
books.  The  best  of  the  remainder  of  Hanbury's  writings 
is  preserved  to  us  in  "  Science  Papers,"  edited  by  the 
late  Joseph  Ince.  The  crowning  distinction  of  Han- 
bury's life  was  his  election  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Society  in  1867,  and  his  appointment  in  1873  to  the 
Council  of  that  mother  of  scientific  Societies,  thus 
making  the  third  F.R.S.  from  those  directly  or  indirectly 
associated  with  Plough  Court,  the  others  being  William 
Allen  and  John  Eliot  Howard.  Hanbury's  acceptance  of 
the  presidency  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
was  a  surprise  to  his  associates,  as  he  was  a  man  of  a 
retiring  disposition.  The  Conference  membership  in 
1868  was  562,  and  495  paid  their  subscriptions.  Of  the 
Presidential  Address  we  need  say  no  more  than  was  said 
in  the  C.  cfr  D.  at  the  time,  viz.  : 

He  scarcely  did  justice  to  himself  when  he  apologised  for 
presenting  rather  results  obtained  by  others  than  novel 
experiments  of  his  own.  It  is  of  the  deepest  importance 
that  our  members  should  be  made  acquainted  with  the  details 
of  modern  progress,  and  the  account  rendered  was  a  con- 
vincing proof  that  the  speaker  was  master  of  the  subject 
he  had  undertaken.  With  respect  to  Materia  Medica,  we 
imagine  that,  since  the  death  of  Guibourt,  Mr.  Hanbury 
is  one  of  its  ablest  living  exponents.  That  he  contributed 
a  faithful  resume  of  the  labours  of  Dr.  Harley,  of  the  micro- 
chemical  researches  of  Dr.  Guy  and  Mr.  Waddington,  and 
of  late  American  deliberations,  the  Norwich  chemists  may 
be  grateful ;  that  he  should  tell  us  about  the  cultivation 
of  cinchona,  jalap,  rhubarb,  and  calumba,  and  should  exhibit 
a  famous  specimen  of  the  last,  will  astonish  no  one.  We 
have  to  thank  him  for  his  remarks  on  Acclimatisation, 


specially  when  he  pointed  out  that  the  best  of  theories 
should  be  regulated  by  common  sense. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  this  meeting  was  the 
exposition  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  which  had  just 
passed  through  Parliament,  by  Michael  Carteighe,  then 
quite  a  young  man.  An  exhibition  of  objects  relating 
to  pharmacy  was  also  held,  and  we  may  also  recall  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Francis  Sutton,  of  Norwich,  acted  as  Local 
Secretary. 

The  next  meeting  was  at  Exeter,  and  it  was  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  in  the  history  of  the  Conference,  for 
it  was  here  that  Daniel  Hanbury  exhibited  a  specimen 
of  chloral  hydrate,  the  first  seen  in  this  country  after 
the  announcement  of  its  hypnotic  power  by  Oscar 
Liebreich.  It  was  in  fused  cakes,  and  spontaneously  de- 
composed. The  meeting  lasted  from  Tuesday,  August  18, 
to  Tuesday,  August  25,  there  being  four  sittings.  The 
membership  had  mounted  to  647  (495  subscriptions  paid), 
and  it  was  resolved  to  institute  a  class  of  foreign  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference.  Mr.  Hanbury  in  his  Address 
dealt  with  the  cultivation  of  cinchona,  including  the 
labours  of  John  Eliot  Howard  and  the  careful  observa- 
tions of  Mr.  Broughton,  afterwards  giving  a  compara- 
tive examination  of  the  Brazilian  ipecacuanha  and  that 
imported  from  New  Granada,  the  Cartagena,  besides 
other  questions  of  the  day,  including  an  advocacy  of 
precipitated  sulphur  in  preference  to  the  old  lac  sul- 
phuris.    In  concluding,  he  said  : 

"  Our  art  is  ever  progressive.  All  science  is  interesting 
for  us,  since  almost  every  scientific  discovery  may  sooner 
or  later,  directly  or  indirectly,  yield  some  result  profitable 
to  pharmacy.  Let  us  not  therefore  neglect  our  oppor- 
tunities, but,  identifying  ourselves  with  the  general  advance- 
ment of  knowledge,  let  us  strive  to  improve  by  every  means 
in  our  power  that  branch  of  the  healing  art  which  it  is  our 
province  to  cultivate." 

It  was  at  this  meeting  that  it  was  decided  to  start  the 
"  Year-book  of  Pharmacy."  Thitherto  the  proceedings 
had  been  published  in  pamphlet  form,  entitled  "Annual 
Report  on  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy,"  for  distribution 
to  learned  Societies  and  others.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee now  made  the  bold  move  of  undertaking  the 
publication  of  a  volume  like  the  "  Proceedings  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,"  with  a  paid 
Editor  and  an  unpaid  Committee  of  Publication.  The 
papers  communicated  were  good  in  quality  and  quantity, 
the  most  notable  being  a  long  one  by  G.  F.  Schacht  on 
"  Opportunities  for  Pharmaceutical  Education  in  the 
Provinces,"  which  was  the  forerunner  of  Mr.  Schacht's 
many  efforts  to  raise  pharmacists  educationally  to  a  pro- 
fessional status  similar  to  physicians. 


Almonds. 

The  probable  dearth  of  almonds  foreshadowed  in  the 
circular  of  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  is 
much  more  likely  to  be  felt  in  other  directions  than  in 
pharmacy.  We  are  chiefly  interested  in  the  fixed  and 
essential  oils,  and  both  of  these  can  be  more  or  less 
dispensed  with.  It  is,  however,  with  regard  to  the  sweet 
almonds  that  the  shortage  is  being  chiefly  felt.  These 
are  largely  taken  up  by  the  manufacturing  confectioners, 
and  in  recent  years  immense  quantities  have  been  used  in 
making  chocolate  almonds.  Considering  that  these  are 
sold  at  Id.  per  oz.,  and  that  almonds  are  at  present 
quoted  120s.  per  cwt.  as  compared  with  60s.  a  few  years 
ago,  it  will  be  seen  that  manufacturers  of  this  class  of 
goods  are  being  hard  hit.  The  rise  in  prices  is  accounted 
for  in  various  ways.  Germany  is  a  heavy  buyer  to  meet 
the  demand  that  has  arisen  there  for  marzipan,  while 
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the  United  States  is  also  buying  heavily,  in  spite  of 
the  comparatively  new  almond  culture  in  California. 
Then  the  trade  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  Jewish  dealers, 
mainly  Portuguese,  who  dole  out  the  almonds  in  driblets, 
and  thus  keep  prices  at  a  high  level.  The  weather,  of 
course,  always  gets  blamed  for  deficiencies,  and  it  has 
been  a  cry  of  "  Wolf  "  for  many  years,  but  the  present 
indications  point  to  the  "  wolf "  having  come  at  last, 
and  therefore  the  almond  trade  is  likely  to  see  prices 
never  before  heard  of.  A  sympathetic  rise  in  prices  in 
the  nut  trade  usually  accompanies  a  rise  in  the  price  of 
almonds,  which  is  quite  easily  understood,  since  a  short- 
age in  the  latter  leads  to  the  use  of  nuts  till  prices  fall 
•t^o  the  normal  level.  We  have  recently  seen  this  illus- 
trated in  the  introduction  of  nut  chocolate,  which  was 
no  doubt  brought  out  by  some  inventive  genius  on 
account  of  the  scarcity  of  almonds.  The  new  confection 
has,  we  understand,  become  extraordinarily  popular,  so 
that  it  may  be  regarded  as  a  permanent  addition  to  the 
stock  of  pharmacists  who  make  confectionery  a  side-line. 
Much  wisdom  has  been  displayed  in  the  combination  of 
almonds  and  chocolate  and  nuts  and  chocolate,  since  these 
constitute  a  perfect  food,  albeit  perhaps  a  little  too  con- 
centrated in  proteids  for  some  digestions,  but  still  in- 
finitely preferable  to  the  lumps  of  flavoured  sugar  that 
are  so  much  in  demand,  and  more  palatable  than  the 
large  sugar-coated  almond  sweets,  or  even  the  almond- 
cake  of  our  youth.  Since  almonds  are  almost  unobtain- 
able, other  substitutes  are  being  offered  in  the  confec- 
tionery world  under  the  title  of  "artificial  almonds," 
these  consisting  of  the  sliced  and  ground  pea-nut  (Arachis 
hypogea)  with  a  large  percentage  of  the  oil  extracted, 
in  which  an  increasing  trade  is  being  done. 


Realised  Ideals. 


Mb.  John  C.  Umney,  F.C.S.,  President  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference,  addressed  the  North  London  Phar- 
macists' Association  on  Thursday  afternoon,  May  9,  on  the 
history   and   aims  of   the  Conference.      We  subjoin  an 

abstract  of  the  address,  the 
text  of  which  was  these 
articles  of  the  Constitution : 

1.  To  hold  an  annual  Con- 
ference of  those  engaged  in 
the  practice,  or  interested  in 
the  advancement,  of  phar- 
macy, with  the  view  of  pro- 
moting their  friendly  re- 
union and  increasing  their 
facilities  for  the  cultivation 
of  pharmaceutical  science. 

2.  To  determine  what  ques- 
tions in  pharmaceutical 
science  require  investiga- 
tion, and,  when  practicable, 
to  allot  them  to  individuals 
or  committees  to  report 
thereon. 

3.  To  maintain  uncompro- 
misingly the  principle  of 
purity  in  medicine. 

4.  To  form  a  bond  of  union  among  the  various  Associa- 
tions established  for  the  advancement  of  the  science  and 
practice  of  pharmacy,  by  receiving  from  them  delegates  to 
the  annual  Conference. 


Me.  J.  C.  Umney. 


The  work  of  the  Conference  has  been  twofold,  for  it 
was  established,  as  the  first  article  of  its  Constitution 
shows,  with  the  view  of  promoting  friendly  reunion 
among  those  engaged  irr  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  and 
increasing  their  facilities  for  the  cultivation  of  pharma- 
ceutical science.  It  has  been  the  nice  adjustment  of  the 
claims  of  these  two  objects  that  has  made  the  Conference 
the  success  it  has  been.  During  the  last  three  years,  and 
in  some  measure  due  to  the  President's  initiative,  the 
scope  has  been  widened  by  the  formation  of  a  Practice 
Section.  The  most  cordial  relations  have  grown  up  and 
been  fostered  between  the  two  sections  of  pharmacy — the 
practising  and  the  wholesale  sections — and  never  were 


those  relations  more  intimate  or  satisfactory  than  they 
are  to-day.  The  pages  of  the  "  Year-Book  of  Phar- 
macy"  show  how  important  and  elaborate  many  of  the 
investigations  and  researches  done  for  the  Conference  have 
been,  and  as  one  who  has  been  engaged  for  many  years 
on  pharmacopceial  revision,  Mr.  Umney  spoke  of  the 
important  bearing  these,  have  had  on  the  progress  of  our 
art.  Although  the  conditions  in  pharmacy  have  changed 
somewhat  since  the  Constitution  of  the  Conference  was 
framed — and  it  is  undeniable  that  there  has  been  a  change, 
and  that  the  scientific  wholesale  druggist  of  to-day  has 
either  usurped  or  had  handed  over  to  him  much  of  the 
manufacturing  pharmacy  and  scientific  work  which  for- 
merly was  carried  out  by  the  practising  pharmacist — 
that  matters  little,  for  the  Conference  welcomes  contribu- 
tions, not  only  of  elaborate  research,  but  also  those  obser- 
vations which  the  practising  pharmacist  is  able  to  make 
in  his  work  from  day  to  day  in  the  dispensing  and  com- 
pounding of  medicines.  These  observations  are  of 
assistance  in  the  more  elaborate  researches,  and  it  is 
impossible  without  them  to  frame  acceptable  standards 
by  which  the  principle  of  purity  in  medicines  is  to  be 
"uncompromisingly  maintained,"  as  the  fundamental 
declaration  of  the  Conference  has  it. 

One  effect  of  the  scientific  work  of  the  Conference  is 
reflected  in  the  annual  reports  of  public  analysts, 
and  it  is  now  almost  a  rare  exception  to  see 
any  prosecutions  for  the  sale  of  adulterated  drugs  or 
medicines.  Bearing  in  mind  these  somewhat  altered  con- 
ditions in  pharmacy,  the  scope  of  the  Conference  was 
extended  and  its  work  made  of  broader  interest  by  the 
establishment  of  the  Practice  Section,  in  which  subjects 
of  interest,  especially  in  connection  with  ethics  and  educa- 
tion, are  discussed.  The  discussions  which  have  taken 
place  in  this  sectiorr  have  been  of  the  highest  practical 
utility.  Not  only  has  the  Conference  devoted  itself  to 
these  important  matters  for  the  advancement  of  our 
calling,  but  it  has  facilitated  the  practice  of  pharmacy 
by  the  publication  of  its  proceedings  from  year  to  year, 
and  in  concluding  Mr.  Umney  appealed  for  the  assistance 
of  this  and  other  Associations,  hoping  that  they  will 
become  active  members  of  the  Conference.  He  reminded 
them  that  the  Conference  is  not  confined  to  Great  Britain, 
that  it  includes  among  its  members  representatives  of 
pharmacy  in  every  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the 
Colonies.  The  functions  being  arranged  for  the 
Jubilee  meeting  in  London  beginning  on  July  21  will 
make  the  meeting  a  truly  representative  one.  There  have 
been  invited  representatives  of  pharmacy  from  all  our 
Colonies,  from  the  United  States,  and  from  the  principal 
European  countries,  many  of  whom  h$ye  already  accepted 
the  invitation,  and  some  of  whom  have  notified  their 
intention  of  contributing  papers  of  scientific  interest  on 
that  occasion.  It  is  hoped  that  at  the  opening  reception 
to  be  held  at  the  Guildhall  on  July  21  the  Lord  Mayor 
and  Sheriffs  will  be  present,  as  well  as  representatives  of 
the  leading  Societies  interested  in  medicine,  chemistry, 
botany,  etc.  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  will  be  devoted 
to  the  scientific  work  of  the  Conference,  and  on  Thursday 
there  will  be  a  most  pleasurable  day's  outing. 


Bohemian  Concert. 


The  annual  Bohemian  Concert  of  the  Public  Pharmacists' 
and  Dispensers'  Association,  held  at  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet 
Street,  London,  E.C.,  on  May  7,  was  again  a  great  success, 
the  attendance  of  about  two  hundred  being  brightened  by 
the  presence  of  many  ladies.  The  chair  was  taken  by  .Mr. 
R.  W.  Lindsey,  F.C.S.,  who  was  supported  by  the  President, 
Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  (President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  while  Mr.  G.  W.  Gibson  occupied 
the  vice-chair.  Just  before  the  interval,  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris, 
in  an  address,  eulogised  the  success  attending  the  Associa- 
tion's efforts  in  increasing  the  status  and  sauries  of  institution 
pharmacists.  It  was  now  doing  much  2ood  work  in  educat- 
ing the  public  authorities  as  to  the  duties  of  pharmacists 
and  the  proper  qualifications  therefor.  The  musical  pro- 
gramme was  highly  appreciated,  the  artistes  being  Miss  Enid 
Lawrence,  Madame  Plimpton  Eatley,  and  Dr.  Jas.  E.  Coul- 
son  (songs),  Mr.  G.  Middleton  and  Mr.  L.  F.  Middleton 
(humorous),  Mr.  Harry  Eames  ("cello),  with  Mr.  C.  Parra- 
green  at  the  piano. 
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National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regards 
Chemists'  Interests. 


The  First  Quarter's  Dispensing. 

Three  and  a-half  months'  working  of  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act  has  confirmed  my  early  opinion  that  it  would  not 
be  of  any  great  benefit  to  chemists,  at  the  present  rate  of 
remuneration.  During  the  above  period  I  have  dispensed 
nearly  seventeen  hundred  prescriptions  at  an  average  of 
b.9d.,  against  which  I  have  to  place  a  falling  off  in  cash 
sales,  comparing  with  an  average  of  the  past  three  years,  at 
the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  upon  drugs  and  own  proprietaries 
and  3i  per  cent,  upon  patent  medicines.  Previous  to  the 
advent  of  Insurance  dispensing  my  sales  of  own  proprietaries 
and  drugs  showed  a  steady  increase,  and  patents  were  about 
stationary,  so  the  cause  of  the  decrease  can,  I  think,  be 
laid  at  its  door.  The  reduced  turnover  in  drugs  is 
accounted  for  by  the  Act  having  almost  killed  my  sales  in 
such  things  as  cod-liver-oil  emulsion,  ammoniated  tincture 
of  quinine,  and  cough-mixture.  One  has  only  to  look 
at  the  prescriptions  for  proof.  In  industrial  towns  the 
busiest  hours  are  from  six  o'clock  until  closing — the  very 
hours  when  the  bulk  of  the  N.I.  dispensing  is  done.  Cus- 
tomers, finding  the  chemists'  shops  busy,  make  their  pur- 
chases from  unqualified  competitors.  Much  of  the  time  pro- 
fitably spent  upon  window-dressing  and  the  reading  of  the 
G.  &  D.  for  new  ideas  has  had  to  be  considerably  reduced. — ■ 
Industrial  (Yorkshire). 

Unrecognised  Curative  Practitioners. 

On  Tuesday,  May  6,  a  deputation  of  herbalists,  Christian 
Scientists,  and  eclectic  practitioners  waited  on  Mr.  C.  F.  G. 
Masterman,  M.P.,  at  the  House  of  Commons,  in  regard  to 
their  position  under  the  National  Insurance  Act.  Among 
those  present  were  Sir  Robert  Morant,  K.C.B.,  Dr.  Smith 
Whitaker,  Mr.  C.  Schuster,  Mr.  H.  J.  Symonds,  and  other 
members  of  the  Insurance  Commission. 

Major  Dalrymple  White,  M.P.,  in  introducing  the  deputa- 
tion, said  the  deputation  represented  the  People's  League 
of  Medical  Freedom  and  other  unorthodox  practitioners,  not 
only  in  England,  but  in  Wales  and  Scotland  and  Ireland. 
He  himself  was  not  a  believer  in  herbalism,  but  in  what 
is  known  as  the  orthodox  treatment ;  yet  he  thought  those 
who  practise  as  herbalists  and  others,  such  as  those  who  are 
insured  persons,  who  wish  that  particular  treatment,  have 
certainly  some  cause  for  dissatisfaction. 

The  Rev.  A.  M.  Mitchell  said  that,  while  the  deputation 
was  largely  composed  of  medical  herbalists,  it  was  repre- 
sentative also  of  those  who  were  nonconformists  in  medi- 
cine—homoeopaths, hydropaths,  and  those  probably  who 
believed  in  Divine  healing.  This  League  is  becoming  very 
powerful  in  the  North  Country,  and  thev  had  recently  had 
an  extension  of  it  down  in  the  South.  Lord  Harberton  is 
the  President  of  the  Southern  Division.  Their  contention 
was  that  the  object*  of  their  belief  are  in  danger.  The 
Insurance  Act  they  felt  to  be  a  very  serious  danger  to 
liberty.  _  He  added  that  a  petition  from  nearly  five  hundred 
Deople  in  Southampton  and  a  statement  by  emplovers  in 
Halifax  would  be  submitted  to  him.  Mr.  Mitchell 
called  attention  to  the  word  "may"  in  Section  15  (5,  ii) 
ot  the  Act,  adding  that  he  would  like  to  see  it  withdrawn 
and  the  word  "shall"  substituted  for  it.  If  this 
could  not  be  done,  he  asked  the  Commissioners  to  issue  a 
memorandum  to  Insurance  Committees  instructing  them  not 
to  be  so  autocratic  and  arbitrary  as  they  have  been 

Ixird  Harberton  also  spoke  for  the  Southern  branch  of  the 
.League 

..nr-  R,jfhards°n  said  that,  prior  to  the  Act,  people  could 
call  in  the  qualified  herbalist  and  have  that  treatment,  and 
he  pleaded  that  they  should  have  it  still,  arguing  that 
Section  15  (3)  contains  the  necessary  powers 

Mr.  Francis  of  Southport,  also  spoke  as  a  herbal  practi- 
tioner and  on  herbal  treatment. 

Mr.  Masterman   in  his  reply,  said  the  Act  did  not  require

]°,n  *oc:let\es  Pr^ared  to  accept  their  certifi- 
should  nll  h  rPnard,to  *he  contention  that  insured  persons 
should  not  be  obliged  under  pain  of  losm?  their  contributions 
p  accept  a  system  of  medicine  thev  did  not  believe  in  the 
Comrmssioners  recogn.sed  the  reality  of  the  case  brought 


before  them.  The  Commissioners,  and  he  might  say  the 
Government,  would  make  every  endeavour  in  their  power 
to  see  that  in  some  way  or  other  those  persons  who  did  not 
believe  in  the  recognised  orthodox  system  of  medicine,  and 
were  willing  to  make  a  declaration  as  insured  persons  that 
they  wished  some  other  form  of  treatment,  should  be  allowed 
to  have  that  treatment,  and  should  not  lose  the  portion  of 
money  allotted  to  them  for  Medical  Benefit.  This  might  be 
secured  by  regulations,  or  it  might  have  to  be  done  by 
Bill.  If  it  had  to  be  done  by  legislation,  he  hoped  Major 
White  would  see  to  it  that  no  opposition  was  offered  by  his 
friends. 

The  deputation  then  withdrew. 

Insured  Persons  over  Sixty-five. 

The  National  Health  Insurance  Commissioners  (Eng- 
land) have  issued  a  memorandum  respecting  medical 
attendance  and  treatment  to  insured  persons  over  sixty- 
five  on  July  15,  1912.  Such  persons  are  divided  into 
two  classes  :  (1)  Those  whose  society  has  decided  to 
provide  medical  attendance  and  treatment  wholly  out  of 
State  funds  as  one  of  the  benefits  under  Section  49  of 
the  Act ;  (2)  those  for  whom  medical  attendance  has 
been  provided  out  of  the  private  funds  of  the  society. 
The  Exchequer  grant  of  2s.  6d.  per  annum  is  proposed  to 
be  paid  direct  to  the  society.  As  to  Class  1  the 
memorandum  says  : — 

The  maximum  amount  available  for  medical  attendance 
and  treatment  will  be  a  sum  of  8s.  6d.  a  year,  including 
the  grant  of  2s.  bd.  It  will,  however,  be  open  to  societies 
to  make  inclusive  contracts  with  doctors  for  the  provision 
of  both  medical  attendance  and  medicines,  and  should 
they  be  able  to  make  arrangements  at  a  lower  inclusive  rate 
than  8s.  bd.  pe--  annum,  they  will  be  able  to  give  the  con- 
tributor the  advantage  of  the  amount  saved  in  the  form 
of  an  addition  to  his  sick  pay,  which  would  be  increased 
at  the  rate  of  id.  a  week  for  every  shilling  saved. 
As  to  Class  2  the  memorandum  sets  forth  the  financial 
arrangements  and  arrangements  made  under  Sec- 
tion 15  (2)  (e).  [See  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  458.]  It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  section  refers  to  medical  attendance 
only,  and  not  to  the  provision  of  medicines,  etc.,  but  it 
is  added  that 

it  will  probably  be  more  convenient  to  a  society  to  make  a 
private  inclusivo  contract  with  a  doctor  for  the  medical 
attendance  and  medicines  of  these  persons  than  to  put 
Section  15  (2)  (e)  into  operation  for  the  provision  of  medical 
attendance  only ;  and  it  will  probably  be  unnecessary  for 
societies  to  resort  to  Section  15  (2)  (e)  except  in  the  rare 
circumstances  referred  to.  There  should  presumably  be 
little  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the  society  in  inducing  a 
doctor  on  the  panel  to  accept  any  inclusive  terms  for  medical 
attendance  and  medicines  which  are  more  profitable  to  him 
than  the  prescribed  rate  for  medical  attendance  only. 
The  arrangement  for  the  doctor  to  supply  medicines 
is  in  accordance  with  the  Harmsworth  Amendment. 
Section  15  (4),  given  in  our  Diary  at  the  place  quoted. 
A  form  has  also  been  drawn  up  by  the  Commissioners 
for  use  by  societies  in  applying  to  Insurance  Committees 
for  treatment  of  eligible  members  above  sixty-five. 

Dispensing  Arrangements. 

Rcjyorts   relating    to    the    administration,    of  Medical 
Benefit  so  far  as  it  affects  ■pharmacists. 

Berwlck-on-Tweed.-Mr.  Edwin  Erskine,  chemist,  Ber- 
wick, has,  on  behalf  of  the  Berwick  Chemists'  Association,  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  Northumberland  County  Insurance  Com- 
mittee,  pointing  out  that,  though  geographically  an  English 
town,  Berwick  is,  from  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view, 
purely  a  Scottish  one,  working  on  the  Scottish  system  of 
the  doctor  prescribing  _  and  the  chemist  dispensing.  Henco 
every  Insurance  prescription  taken  to  a  chemist  in  Berwick 
means  a  customer  transferred  from  the  ordinary  prescrip- 
tion rate  to  the  cheaper  contract  prices.  Consequently,  the 
chemists  ask  that  a  special  Insurance  area  for  Berwick- 
on-Tweed  should  be  formed,  the  area  commencing  at  Beal 
and  drawn  in  a  circle  including  Haggerston,  Berrington. 
Felkington,  and  Norham.  Further,  that  their  contracts 
should  be  upon  the  Scottish  tariff.  The  Insurance  Com- 
mittee has  deferred  the  matter  until  the  end  of  t^e  vear, 
after  some  very  sarcastic  remarks  by  members  on  the  Canny 
Scot  style.  The  Berwick  chemists  refused  to  stamp  the 
agreements  on  the  principle  that  the  person  who  wishes  to 
bind  another  is  the  person  who  should  provide  the  stamp. 

Birmingham  —  The  chemists  and  doctors  h  ave  received 
cheques  in  payment  of  75  per  cent,  of  what  the  Insurance 
Committee  owe  them. 
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Blackpool. —At  the  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde 
Pharmacists'  Association  on  May  1,  Mr.  D.  J.  Bailey  pre- 
siding, it  was  resolved  that  a  letter  be  6ent  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Lancashire  Insurance  Committee  asking  for  infor- 
mation re  the  number  of  medical  practitioners  practising  in 
Blackpool  who  have  been  permitted  to  supply  medicines  and 
appliances  to  insured  persons  residing  outside  the  confines 
of  the  borough ;  also,  should  any  further  application  be 
made  for  such  permission,  the  Association  might  be  informed. 
This  was  considered  necessary  because  of  the  comparatively 
small  number  of  prescriptions  for  insured  persons  from  the 
outlying  districts  that  have  been,  received  by  chemists  on 
the  Blackpool  panel.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  of  the 
chemists'  accounts  has  been  paid.  The  Hon.  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  the  Town  Clerk  in  reference  to  the  supply 
of  drugs  to  the  Victoria  Hospital,  asking  that  this  matter 
should  have  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee when  discussing  the  question  of  the  annual  grant  to 
that  institution. 

Bradford. -At  the  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Pharmacists' 
Association  on  May  6.  the  Chairman  (Mr.  M.  Firth)  con- 
gratulated the  members  on  having  received  their  cheques 
for  the  dispensing  of  the  first  six  weeks,  and  having  obtained 
the  full  amount.  He  said  he  did  not  think  there  was  any 
other  Insurance  Committee  in  the  Kingdom,  except  Leeds, 
which  had  paid  the  full  amount.  He  thought  that  the 
second  cheque  would  not  be  paid  for  about  five  weeks.  He 
also  said  that  the  latest  reports  state  that  insured  persons 
in  the  area  number  116,000;  and  for  medicine  at  2s.  per 
head,  that  would  be  967^.  per  month,  or  2,900/.  for  the  three 
months.  It  was  also  reported  that  the  agreements 
had  been  renewed  on  the  new  tariff  basis.  Accounts  are 
to  be  paid  monthly  in  future.  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley  and  Mr. 
H.  R.  Jackson  also  spoke,  giving  much  information  for 
local  use. 

Bristol.  —The  fifty-three  chemists  and  two  contractors 
[?  companies]  on  the  panel  have  renewed  their  contracts.  The 
prescriDtions  in  the  first  quarter  numbered  97,119,  valued 
at  3,672/.  4s.  8d.,  an  average  of  7|eZ.  To  this  has  to  be 
added  626/.  6s.  due  to  approved  institutions,  making  a  total 
for  the  first  quarter  of  4,298/.  10.?.  8ii  The  Drug  and  Drug 
Suspense  Funds  for  the  year  are  about  11,500/. 

Cardiganshire.-The  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
stated  last  week  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  the 
Commissioners  stating  that  the  checking  of  prescriptions 
could  with  advantage  be  done  by  an  independent  staff 
appointed  by  the  Committee,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
work  should  be  done  that  way,  instead  of  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee. 

Denbighshire — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee in  Wrexha  m  on  JVIay  1,  Mr.  J.  B.  Francis  (Wrexham) 
represented  chemists.  A  letter  from  Dr.  MacDonald 
(Cefn  Mawr)  was  read,  stating  that  some  insured  persons 
object  to  have  their  medicines  made  up  by  the  chemists, 
and  _  asking  if  a  doctor,  in  such  cases,  can  dispense  the 
medicines  themselves  and  charge  for  it.  The  Clerk  has 
replied  that  under  the  regulations  no  payment  could 
be  allowed  for  medicines  dispensed  by  a  doctor  when  a 
chemist  is  available,  except  in  urgent  cases  when  the 
drugs  cannot  be  obtained  from  the  chemist.  It  was  resolved 
that  old  triplicate  prescription-forms  should  be  adopted, 
but  printed  on  white  paper;  also  to  star  drugs  outside  the 
tariff.  The  following  letter  from  Mr.  J.  B.  Francis,  on 
his  examination  of  452  pink  forms,  was  submitted: 

"  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  have  examined  452  of  the  pink 
forms.  The  prescribing  in  the  county  of  Denbigh  has  been 
of  a  most  reasonable  character  with  the  exception  of  that  in 
the  town  of  Denbigh.  The  256  proscriptions  from  Denbigh  which 
<I  have  examined  disclose  quite  a  number  at  prices  ranging 
from  2s.  6d.  to  8s.  elach.  When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the 
maximum  sum  allowable  per  insured  person  is  2s.  for  a  twelve 
months'  supply  of  medicine,  I  think  the  local  Medical  Committee 
ought  to  investigate  the  excessive  prescribing  im  the  town  of 
Denbigh." 

It  was  resolved  that  a  copy  of  the  letter  and  the  Denbigh 
prescriptions  referred  to  be  sent  to  the  local  Medical  Com- 
mittee for  their  observations.  The  chemists'  accounts  for 
the  quarter  amounted  to  over  800/.,  of  which  two-thirds  is 
to  be  paid  forthwith.  The  total  amount  available  for  the 
county  of  Denbigh,  including  the  Drusr  Suspense  Fund  six- 
pence, for  the  year  is  about  4,000/.  Doctors,  for  the  first 
quarter,  are  to  charge  Wd.  for  each  bottle  of  medicine 
supplied.  The  Committee  agreed  to  make  monthly  pay- 
ments, when  requested,  on  account  to  chemists. 

Dundee.  —The  Insurance  Committee  posted  cheques  on 
Friday,  May  2,  to  chemists  in  payment  of  their  accounts, 
less  10  per  cent,  retained  meantime.  A  meeting  of  Dundee 
and  Forfarshire  chemists  was  held  at  Dundee  on  May  7, 
Mr.  Stephen  presiding,  when  it  was  decided  to  form  a 
union  of  chemists  to  be  called  the  Dundee  and  East  of 
Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Association.    The  following  officers 


were  elected:  President,  Mr.  Chas.  Stephen;  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Mr.  T.  S.  Peebles  and  Mr.  Jno.  Anderson;  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  Geo.  J.  Lindsay ;  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  J.  Hunt. 

Exeter.  — The  chemists'  accounts  have  been  paid  to  the 
extent  of  75  per  cent.  The  Clerk  reported  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  last  week  that  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee would  not  undertake  to  check  the  accounts,  and  it 
was  agreed  to  accept  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee's offer  to  do  it  at  5/.  per  10,000,  exclusive  of  carriage. 
This  it  was  proposed  to  make  a  first  charge  on  the  Drug 
Fund,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners.  Mr.  D.  Reid 
(chemist)  said  the  Clerk  had  an  idea,  which  they  could  not 
get  substantiated  in  any  other  quarter,  about  the  duty  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  check  the  prescriptions. 
So  far  as  the  chemists  are  concerned,  they  understood  that 
they  might  do  so,  but  not  that  they  must.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  they  thought  it  would  be  quite  the  wrong  thing  to  do. 
Again,  instead  of  the  charge  for  checking  the  prescriptions 
being  a  first  charge  on  the  Drug  Fund,  they  held  that  it  is  a 
charge  on  the  Administration  Fund.  The  Clerk  said  he  had 
since  learnt  that  the  Commissioners  did  not  approve  of 
making  that  a  first  charge  on  the  Drug  Fund,  but  that  it 
must  be  a  charge  on  the  Administrative  Fund.  Mr.  H.  J. 
Munro  (Chairman  of  the  Finance  Sub-committee)  stated 
that  during  the  past  quarter  10,099  prescriptions  were  issued 
by  the  medical  men,  and  the  drug-bills  came  to  278/.  16s. 
The  Clerk  reported  that  the  doctors  and  chemists  are 
satisfied  with  the  present  form  of  the  prescription-books, 
and  it  has  been  arranged  to  use  up  the  stock  of  books 
already  purchased. 

Falkirk. —At  a  meeting  of  the  Burgh  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  May  1  it  was  agreed  to  accept  the  revised  tariff 
and  the  terms  approved  by  the  Scottish  Commissioners. 
A  deputation  from  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Drummond,  Lyon,  and  McLaren,  were 
received  and  informed  of  the  decision,  whereupon  the 
deputation  stated  that  they  would  advise  the  signing  of  the 
new  agreement. 

Hampshire.  —The  Insurance  Committee  has  agreed  to 
the  following  recommendations  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
committee : 

(1)  That  the  new  tariff  of  drugs  approved  by  the  Commissioners 
be  adopted  for  use  in  the  county  of  Hampshire.  (2)  That  the 
prescriptions  received  from  chemists  be  submitted  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  for  checking  by  their  expert  staff,  at 
the  price  of  51.  per  10,000,  exclusive  of  carriage.  (3)  That  the 
application  of  the  chemists  to  be  allowed  to  check  the  doctors' 
lists  of  insured  persons  for  whom  they  were  dispensing  be  granted. 
(4)  That  the  application  of  the  chemists  to  be  paid  late  fees 
be  postponed  so  as  to  enable  the  chemists  to  give  fuller  information 
to  the  Committee  as  to  the  amount  of  work  done  after  hours, 
and  to  negotiate  with  the  doctors  thereon.  (5)  That  the  chemists 
be  informed  that  it  was  not  within  the  power  of  the  Committee  to 
make  any  modification  of  the  Medical  Benefit  regulations  relating 
to  rural  areas  and  the  right  of  the  doctor  to  dispense  for  insured 
persons  residing  more  than  a  mile  from  chemists. 

Havant.— Panel  chemists  in  the  district  are  not  to  be 
required  to  dispense  prescriptions  on  Wednesdays  after 
1  p.m.,  except  between  5  p.m.  and  6  p.m. 

Hull.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmacists'  Association  on 
Tuesday  evening,  May  6,  Mr.  T.  Smith  in  the  chair,  Mr. 
A.  Richardson  gave  an  account  of  his  work  on  the  Medical 
Sub-committee  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  Mr.  Selle  read 
a  list  of  dressings  drawn  up  for  submission  to  the  doctors — 
viz.  :  Cotton-wool,  1  lb.  packet,  lQid.  ;  i  lb.,  bd. ;  4  oz., 
Ad.;  2  oz.,  2^d. ;  and  1  oz..  lid.  White  lint,  1  lb., 
Is.  lid.;  i  lb.,  Is.;  4  oz.,  lid.;  2  oz.,  Aid.  ;  1  oz.,  2id. 
Boric  lint,  1  lb.,  Is.  Id.;  8  oz.,  M.  ;  4  oz.,  bid. ;  2  oz.,  Zd.; 
1  oz.,  lid.  White  gauze,  6  yds.,  %d. :  3  yds.,  bd. ;  1  yd.,  2^d. 
Medicated  gauze,  6  yds..  Is.;  3  yds.,  lid.;  1  yd.,  M.  White 
open  web,  1  in.,  lid  ;  2  in.,  2id.  ;  3  in.,  Ad.  The  list  was 
approved.  Mr.  Richardson  was  thanked  for  his  services  on 
the  Insurance  Committee. 

Hunts.  -  The  Insurance  Committee  has  given  the  checking 
of  the  chemists'  accounts  (about  3,000)  to  Mr.  H.  S.  Turner 
(chemist).  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Sub-committee,  and 
the  Med;cal  Adviser  (Dr.  Moss-Blundell). 

Kesteven.  — The  Insurance  Committee  has  rejected  a 
motion  that  chemists  should  use  distilled  water  in  Insurance 
dispensing. 

Lanark.  —  The  County  Insurance  Committee  met  in  Glas- 
gow last  week.  It  was  reported  that  83,346  insured  persons 
are  within  the  county,  and  62,000  form.s  have  been  received 
from  the  doctors.  From  these  and  other  statistics  it  appears 
that  15,000  persons  have  to  be  allocated  among  the  doctors. 
At  present  201  doctors  and  131  chemists  are  on  the  panels, 
and  almost  without  exception  every  doctor  and  every  chemist 
within  the  county  are  on  the  appropriate  panel.  Some  diffi- 
culty has  been  experienced  with  the  chemists,  but  an  agree- 
ment ha.s  been  arrived  at  which  it  is  hoped  will  give 
satisfaction. 
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Leicester.  —At  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Chemists' 
Association  the  Pharmaceutical  Sub-committee  reported 
that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  certain  medical 
practitioners  in  the  colliery  districts  of  the  county  to 
obtain  their  supplies  of  emergency  dressings  and  appliances 
from  panel  chemists  at  tariff  rate.  The  County  and  Borough 
Insurance  Committees,  as  the  result  of  a  joint  conference, 
have  expressed  their  willingness  to  share  the  expense  with 
the  Association  in  providing  a  competent  clerk  at  the  County 
Insurance  offices  to  price  and  check  Insurance  prescriptions 
weekly,  and  thus  at  a  nominal  cost  to  remove  the  burden 
from  the  chemists  and  eventually  overcome  the  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  prompt  monthly  payment  of  the  chemists' 
accounts.  It  wa6  unanimously  decided  to  accept  the  offer  of 
the  Insurance  Committees. 

Liverpool.  Chemists  have  received  cheques  approxi- 
mating to  half  of  their  accounts  rendered.  The  Lancashire 
Insurance  Committee  has  sent  out  notices  to  chemists  on 
the  Lancashire  panel  who  have  not  yet  sent  in  their  pre- 
scriptions for  checking  and  their  accounts,  to  do  so"  by 
May  10  at  the  latest.  They  are  guaranteed  payment  at  the 
rate  of  3^-cZ.  per  prescription  at  once.  The  Cheshire  Insur- 
ance Committee  paid  on  May  5  chemists  on  the  Cheshire 
panel  75  per  cent,  upon  account.  Liverpool  chemists  are 
awaiting  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  local  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  on  Insurance.  They  cannot  com- 
mence to  price  the  second  quarter's  prescriptions  until  they 
know  what  concessions  have  been  granted  to  them.  Some 
surprise  has  been  caused  by  the  Liverpool  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, when  sending  out  cheques  to  chemists,  enclosing  the 
following  letter : 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  pleasure  in  enclosing  cheque  on  account  of 
the  6upply  and  dispensing  of  drugs  and  appliances  during  the 
quarter  ended  April  14,  1913.  The  payment  is  made  on  the 
condition  that  in  the  event  of  the  sum  found  to  be  due  under  the 
agreement  which  you  have  entered  into  for  the  said  period  being 
less  than  the  amount  of  the  cheque  enclosed,  you  authorise  me  to 
deduct  isuch  excess  from  any  further  sums  which  may  become  due 
to  you  for  a  period  subsequent  to  April  14,  or,  failing  any  further 
sums  becoming  due,  that  you  undertake  to  repay  to  the  insurance 
Committee  the  said  excess.  If  you  accept  the  above  conditions  the 
cheque  should  be  endorsed  and  receipt  at  foot  of  cheque  stamped 
and  signed. 

Considering  that  not  half  the  total  of  the  accounts  has  been 
paid,  the  letter  is  "  a  bit  of  bunkum." 

Manchester.-  It  is  understood  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  Insurance  Committee  have  notified  the  Man- 
chester Insurance  Committee  that  they  will  not  be  able  to 
carry  on  the  checking  of  the  prescriptions  after  the  first 
quarter.  There  is  a  noticeable  falling  away  in  the  number 
of  Insurance  prescriptions  since  the  brighter  and  healthier 
weather  has  come.  Many  of  the  chemists  have  not  sent  their 
April  accounts  in  yet,  although  the  time  expired  on  May  7. 

Middlesbrough.  —  The  local  Chemists'  Association  met 
at  the  Grand  Hotel  on  May  1,  Mr.  Cariss  in  the  chair, 
when  it  was  decided,  after  a  warm  discussion,  to  recom- 
mend the  local  Insurance  Committee  to  adopt  the  new 
tariff  at  an  early  date.  It  was  also  decided  to  6end  the 
following  resolution  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee : 

"  This  meeting  of  the  Middlesbrough  Chemists'  Association,,  after 
three  months'  working  of  the  Insurance  Act.  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  dispensing-fees  upon  all  compounded  pills,  powders,  ointments, 
suppositories,  and  bougies  are  most  inadequate,  the  pharmacist 
working  on  a  scale  of  remuneration  less  then  that  of  an  unskilled 
labourer." 

Norwich.— At  the  Insurance  Committee  meeting  on  May  6 
the  Clerk  stated,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Robinson 
as  to  the  chemists  not  having  received  payment,  that  the 
Commissioners  had  telegraphed  to  him  the  previous  day  as 
follows:  "Advances  to  chemists  in  respect  of  the  first  quar- 
ter should  not  exceed  4^<?.  in  respect  of  each  insured  person 
on  doctors'  lists  on  April  14  entitled  to  obtain  medicines 
from  a  chemist.  Method  of  checking-  accounts  is  within  the 
discretion  of  the  committee,  who  should  have  regard  to  their 
funds  and  to  the  requirements  of  the  auditors."  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Clerk  should  pay  chemists  accordingly. 

Oxford.-The  City  Insurance  Committee  agreed  on  Friday, 
May  2,  to  pay  the  chemists'  accounts  in  full.  The  number 
of  prescriptions  dispensed,  according  to  the  returns,  was 
8,062,  at  a  cost  of  226?.  19.5.  M.  These  figures  do  not  include 
1,250  prescriptions  dispensed,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  42?., 
by  a  firm  who  were  unable  to  get  their  account  rendered 
in  time  for  payment.  The  amount  standing  to  the  credit 
of  the  Drug  Fund  for  the  quarter  is  281?.  The  whole  of 
the  liabilities  being  well  covered,  the  Finance  Committee 
recommended  payment  in  full.  The  chemists'  accounts 
and  pricing  of  prescriptions  were  checked  by  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

St.  Helens.— The  Insurance  Commitee  are  to  pay  a  50-per- 
cent, instalment  of  the  chemists'  accounts  for  the  past 
quarter. 


Sheffield.— Three  members  of  the  local  Insurance  Com- 
I  mittee  have  been  appointed  to  consider  the  applications  from 
a  few  doctors  for  the  power  to  dispense  prescriptions  under 
the  Act.  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  is  one  of  the  three 
members  appointed.  The  Committee  decided  on  Wednesday 
to  pay  75  per  cent,  of  the  pharmacists'  accounts,  pending 
the  checking  of  the  accounts. 

Somerset.  —  On  May  1  the  Committee  of  the  Somerset 
Pharmacists'  Association  conferred  with  the  Medical  Com- 
mittee at  Weston-super-Mare,  when  it  was  agreed  that 
doctors  should  supply  duplicate  prescriptions  on  each 
occasion,  thus  saving  the  copying-fee  of  If?.  The  Insurance 
Committee  has  appointed  a  qualified  person  to  check  the 
chemists'  prescriptions.  In  the  first  month  the  prescriptions 
numbered  15,738,  and  the  second  month's  approximately  7,500, 
the  latter  averaging  £>\d.  each. 

Southport.— Mr.  J.  R.  Cave  (Secretary  of  the  Phar- 
macists' Association)  informs  us  that  the  prescription- 
copying  fee  has  not  been  agreed  to,  but  ha6  been  referred  to 
the  local  Medical  Committee  for  decision. 

Stirling-.  — The  Clerk  to  the  County  Insurance  Committee 
reported  on  May  1  that  fifty-four  chemists  had  signed  _  the 
new  agreement,  and  two  had  withdrawn.  He  had  received 
3,328?.  from  the  Commissioners  towards  the  payment  of 
doctors  and  chemists  for  the  first  quarter.  The  chemists 
would  receive  about  413?. 

Stoke-on-Trent.— The  Insurance  Committee  on  May  1 
passed  payments  for  pharmacists  amounting  to  839?.  9s.  Ad., 
and  it  was  stated  that  they  have  now  received  75  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  available  "for  the  first  quarter.  Cheques 
amounting  to  5,750?.  15s.  were  passed  for  doctors,  who 
have  now  received  the  full  amount  available  for  the  first 
quarter.  Mr.  Edmund  Jones  moved:  "That,  subject  to  the 
consent  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  75  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  available  for  the  payment  of  chemists'  accounts 
for  the  quarter  ending  April  14,  1913  (excluding  the  amount 
credited  to  the  Drug  Suspense  Fund),  be  paid  to  the 
chemists  on  the  panel  as  an  advance  payment  of  the  amount 
due  to  them,  and  that  a  like  payment  be  made  at  the 
end  of  each  subsequent  month."  The  Chairman  (Alderman 
Brookhouse)  thought  that  if  the  payments  were  made 
monthly  it  would  greatly  increase  the  amount  of  bookkeep- 
ing. Mr.  Jones,  suggested  that  it  might  be  half-quarterly. 
Dr.  Moody  advised  that  accounts  should  not  be  sent  in 
oftener  than  quarterly  Mr.  Jones  amended  his  motion  to 
read  "  quarterly,"  and  it  was  thereupon  adopted.

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The  Chemists'  Exhibition. 


11  HE  nineteenth  annual  Chemists'  Exhibition  organised 
by  the  "British  and  Colonial  Druggist"  is  being 
held  this  week  in  Holland  Park  Skating  Bink,  London, 
W.  It  was  opened  on  May  5  and  remains  open  until 
10  p.m.  on  Friday  evening  (May  9).  The  exhibits  are 
well  arranged,  and  the  attendance,  seems  to  have  been 
up  to  the  average,  especially  as  regards  chemists  from  the 
provinces.  We  describe  in  the  following  paragraphs  the 
features  of  each  exhibit,  confining  our  remarks  as  much  as 
possible  to  the  newer  goods. 

Tee  Anzora  Perfumery  Co.  are  showing  Anzora 
cream — a  preparation  for  controlling  men's  refractory  hair. 

Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  occupy  probably  the  largest  space 
in  the  Exhibition.  They  have  two  stands—one  devoted 
to  soaps  and  other  articles  for  the  toilet,  the  second  stand 
being  mainly  pharmaceutical  preparations.  The  various 
soaps,  of  which  a  special  price-list  is  issued,  make  a 
brilliant  display  owing  to  the  handsome  labels  employed. 
A  charming  series  of  toilet  preparations  is  the  "  Luxor," 
with  labels  the  prevailing  colour  of  which  is  nut-brown. 
Other  newer  introductions  are  the  "  Sylvan "  talcum 
powder^  the  Corsage  Bouquet  toilet  talcum  powder, 
Armour's  cleanser,  and  Armour's  motorists'  and 
mechanics'  soap-paste.  The  pharmaceutical  preparations 
are  mainly  animal  products— e. g.,  pepsin,  peptones,  red 
bone-marrow,  beef-juice,  soluble  beef,  and  rennet— but  an 
interesting  novelty  not  in  this  category  is  non-alcoholic 
grape-juice,  which  is  becoming  quite  a  popular  beverage. 
We  ought  also  to  mention  a  fine  series  of  fruit-syrups, 
crushed  fruits,  and  essences  for  use  at  the  .soda-fountain. 
The  "Armour  Formulary,"  now  in  the  tenth  edition, 
is  being  distributed  to  chemists  :  it  contains  some  good 
recipes.  Visitors  on  the  look-out  for  Christmas  goods 
should  also  note  the  "  Luxor  "  Japanese  caskets  contain- 
ing a  variety  of  toilet  articles. 

Baiss  Brothers  &  Stevenson,  Ltd.,  occupy  a  good 
position,  and  devote  it  chiefly  to  showing  the  various 
styles  m  which  they  pack  cod-liver-oil  emulsion  and  effer- 
vescent Carlsbad  salts,  two  ^reparations  for  which  they 
have  secured  a  wonderful  reputation.  There  are  seven 
distinct  styles  of  packing  for  the  emulsions.  Elixir  senna? 
legum.  is  also  exhibited  in  bulk,  and  is  a  useful  aperient 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  prescribes.  Glycerol  heroin,  et 
terpin.  hydrat.  is  another  trustworthy  "galenical  shown 
here. 

The  Bell  Advertising  Co.  are  interesting  everybody 
with  their  showcard  service.  There  are  some  hundreds 
of  the  cards  on  show,  and  an  excellent  idea  can  be 
obtained  of  the  extent  of  the  service.  The  main  features 
have  been  explained  in  the  C.  &  V.,  while  there  are 
on  show  cards  of  the  Optical  series  to  which  reference  was 
made  recently.  Members  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Com- 
pany and  the  British  Optical  Association  who  take  up  the 
service  receive  in  addition  a  special  card  upon  which  is 
the  arms  or  crest  of  their  Society. 

John  Bell,  Hills  &  Lucas,  Ltd.,  have  two  exhibits- 
one,  flanked  with  bales  of  cinchona  and  cinnamon,  bein"- 
a  fine  display  of  galenicals,  and  the  other,  near  by,  con& 
sistmg  of  packed  goods.  Among  the  latter  are  several 
interesting  preparations  out  of  the  ordinary  run  :  "silky- 
spint,"  for  example,  is  a  volatile  liquid  which  when 
rubbed  on  the  hands  evaporates  quickly  and  leaves  the 
hands  soft  and  smooth  but  greaseless.  Gelaxin,  again, 
is  an  orange-coloured  liquid  "of  attractive  taste',  which 
forms  an  ideal  laxative  for  children.  Foaming  Cologne  is 
a  special  preparation  for  perfuming  and  softening  the 
bath  water ;  Pathone,  a  new  soluble  cresol  compound ; 
Frador,  a  golden  egg-shampoo;  "  rose  opaline,"  an  original 
form  of  zinc  oxide,  .benzoin,  and  glycerin  ;  and  antiseptic 
floral  spray,  an  air-purifier  for  sick  rooms  and  picture 
palaces.  Mention  must  be  made  of  Ceregen,  which  has 
attained  an  important  position  as  a  nerve  food ;  humanised 
milk-powder  is  a  newer  introduction  :  it  is  for  newly  born 
infants. 

Arthur  Berliner  illustrates  the  fact  that  he  is  a 
manufacturer  of  cottonwool  .by  an  interesting  workino- 
exhibit  adjoining  his  stand.    Here  the  chemist  can  see 


for  himself  the  opening,  cleaning,  carding,  and  interleav- 
ing of  cottonwool.  The  show-stand  itself  is  replete  with 
seasonal  lines,  6uch  as  sponge  bags,  hot-water  bottles,  as 
well  as  surgical  dressings  and  chemists'  sundries.  A 
notable  point  is  the  fact  that  the  sponge  bags  have  rubber 
bindings,  which  are  eyeletted,  and  accordingly  do  not  tear. 
The  hot-water  bottles  are  now  made  with  a  wider  seam, 
which  prevents  unsightly  kinking ;  but  the  price  has  not 
been  increased.  Ribbed  soothers  are  another  line  worthy 
of  attention.  Mythol  tooth-paste  is  a  speciality  now  being 
widely  advertised  in  the  public  Press ;  it  costs  5  s.  per 
doz.  and  retails  at  10^d. 

E.  Blackie  naturally  gives  pride  of  place  to  his  "  spun  " 
ointments.  He  claims  to  have  a  larger  output  of  ointment 
than  any  other  manufacturer,  being  capable  of  turning  out 
1^  ton  a  day.  The  same  method  of  spinning  a  smooth 
product  is  applied  to  tooth-pastes,  cold-creams,  and 
confection  of  senna,  of  which  there  is  a  large  variety 
of  packing  to  be  seen.  Shen  Yena  poudre  de  riz  and 
tooth-powders  are  represented  in  great  variety,  while  in 
effervescent  salts  there  is  a  new  line  in  Vichy,  Carlsbad, 
and  Kissingen  kinds  in  square  cartoned  bottles.  Summer 
salines  and  tubed  goods  are  also  fully  represented. 

Boulton  Macro,  Ltd.,  in  their  elegant  stand  illustrate 
the  fine  finish  of  the  packed  products  shown.  Trays  of 
crude  drugs  of  particularly  good  quality  add  to  the  visi- 
tor's first  impression.  The  Iola  series  on  show  here  is  new 
and  intended  for  better-class  trade.  The  toilet-powder 
is  packed  in  stained  wooden  boxes,  and  the  shampoo- 
powders  seven  in  a  box.  Both  are  very  sweetly  perfumed 
and  cost  10s.  per  dozen  boxes.  The  brilliantine  in  this 
series  is  also  a  high-class  type,  costing  5-s.  6d.  per  doz. 
Egyptian  henna  shampoo  is  shown  designed  to  give  the 
desired  auburn  tint  at  the  same  time  as  it  washes  the 
hair.  Golden  foaming  ammonia  is  a  clear  yellow  variant 
of  cloudy  ammonia,  which  is  likely  to  be  even  more 
popular.  The  10-oz.  size  costs  3s.  6d.  and  the  20-oz.  6s. 
There  is  a  varied  display  of  the  many  effervescing  salts- 
in  which  this  company  specialise,  some  very  neat  packings 
being  shown.  Thymoline  dental  cream  in  tubes  with 
ribbon  orifice,  and  violet  oatmeal  cream,  a  P.A.T.A. 
article,  are  also  being  given  special  attention.  "  Fer- 
maltol,"  the  palatable  triple  emulsion  of  cod-liver  oil, 
malt,  and  chemical  food,  continues  to  progress  in  favour. 
The  vogue  of  the  petroleum  laxative  is  responsible  for  the 
introduction  of  Parol. 

Brand  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  full  range  of  their  specialities 
for  invalids,  these  including  the  essences  of  beef,  mutton, 
veal,  and  chicken,  the  virtues  of  which  are  too  well  known 
to  need  repeating.  Meat-juice,  beef  tea  and  tabules, 
meat-lozenges,  turtle-jelly,  fever-food,  all  put  in  attractive 
style,  are  also  on  show.  We  may  add  that  Brand'6  meat- 
juice  has  latterly  been  largely  used  as  the  chief  constituent 
of  nutrient  enemata,  with  highly,  gratifying  results. 

E.  Braun,  represented  by  Mr.  Paul  Metz,  exhibits  a 
portable  oxygen  apparatus  and  several  proprietary  medi- 
cines, as  well  as  Panama  scouring  soap,  "  Oculator  " 
leaves  to  prevent  spectacle-lenses  clouding  when  the  wearer 
passes  into  a  heated  room,  and  "  Helios  "  vacuum  flasks. 

Brown  &  Son  have  at  work  their  patent  still  for  pro- 
ducing distilled  water,  and  other  apparatus  of  like 
character. 

Camwal,  Ltd.,  invite  chemists  to  take  an  interest  in 
their  new  soda-water,  Citro-soda.  This  contains  citrate 
of  soda  as  well  as  bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  is  especially 
recommended  as  an  adjunct  to  milk-diet  by  preventing 
raped  coagulation.  Its  palatable  qualities  allow  it  to' 
replace  ordinary  soda-water  in  any  of  its  uses.  Another 
special  point  in  its  favour  is  that  it  carries  a  larger  rate 
of  profit. 

W.  B.  Cartwright,  Ltd.,  compress  an  astonishing 
variety  of  pharmaceutical  specialities  into  their  prominent 
exhibit.  An  especially  noteworthy  feature  here  is  the 
judicious  association  o±  advertising-matter  with  the 
particular  speciality.  The  showcards  on  view  are  evidence 
of  good  taste  and  appreciation  of  the  value  of  clear, 
distinctive  type  as  a  sale-compelling  power.  The  new  lines 
on  view  are  Dent's  Dentols  and  Kremalt  malted-milk 
tablets  in  sixpenny  flasks.  There  is  a  large  variety 
in  foot-bath  tablets.  Nupines,  in  tins  of  striking  designs, 
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and  Sarzets  are  popular  lines  presented  in  great  variety. 
Eegulators  are  evidence  of  the  American  invasion  ;  while 
drinklets,  thirstlets,  and  Moorland  health-granules  presage 
the  coming  of  warmer  weather.  There  are  numerous  other 
lines  equally  interesting  to  chemists.

Consol  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd.— In  addition  to 
their  syphon-filler,  the  "Consol"  low-pressure  system  of 
syphon-filling  is  also  shown,  the  advantages  of  which  are 
now  generally  recognised,  the  chief  being  the  thorough 
charging  of  the  water  and  the  economy  effected  in  gas 
Other  exhibits  at  this  stand  include  the  "Consol"  soda- 
fountain,  variable  draught  aerator,  and  the  "Consol" 
brand  sarsaparilla-wine.

"No-metal"  syphon,  the  "Hygienic"  centrifugal  car- 
bonator, and  the  "  Hygienic  "  syphon  filler.  Chemists 
should  specially  notice  the  "Little  Wonder"  carbonator. 

Icilma,  Ltd. — One  always  looks  for  something  striking 
from  Icilma,  and  they  never  fail.  This  year  the  tableau 
(the  only  one  in  the  Exhibition)  shows  us  a  lady  in  her 
boudoir  with  the  maid  making  her  toilet  with  Icilma 
preparations,  the  whole  making  a  striking  picture  in 
wax  models.  A  reception-room  is  attached  to  the  stall 
where  the  attendants  extol  the  merits  of  the  toilet  pre- 
parations, the  basis  of  many  of  them  being  the  "  Icilma  " 
water,  collected  from  the  famous  Algerian  spring. 

Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  their  reception-room  have  made 
a  very  effective  and  pretty  display  of  the  Idris  beverages 
and  table-waters,  floral  decorations  judiciously  dis- 
tributed adding  to  the  tout  cmemble.  Prominence  is 
given  to  the  Chinaway,  syphons  filled  with  soda,  potash, 


seltzer,  lemonade,  lithia,  and  other  waters.  Too  much 
stress  cannot  be  laid  on  the  company's  claim  for  free- 
dom from  metallic  contamination  in  these  days  of  so- 
called  "cheap"  waters.  Our  attention  was  also  directed 
to  Phosphade,  a  sparkling  non-alcoholic  table-water  of  a 
tonic  nature,  handsomely  packed  and  sealed  with  gilt 
capsules. 

J.  G.  Ingram  &  Son  invite  inspection  of  their  satinette 
surfaced  bed-sheeting.  This  is  a  pliable  sheeting  of 
beautifully  soft  texture,  which  can  be  sterilised  by  boil- 
ing, and  which  will  resist  the  action  of  chemicals  and 
body  exudations.  Its  guaranteed  wearing  qualities  make 
this  sheeting  the  cheapest  in  the  long  run.  The  "  Steri- 
lendum  ''  enema  and  "  Utilema  "  enemas  are  P.A.T.A. 
lines  shown,  which  only  require  seeing  to  convince 
chemists  as  to  their  supremacy.  The  "  Agrippa  "  band 
teat  and  valve,  in  both  black  and  transparent  varieties, 
are  others  of  the  sterilisable  series,  which,  as  its  name 
indicates,  possesses  an  extraordinary  grip  on  the  bottle.

The  mineral  waters  which  are 
specially  popular  are  ^Esculap,  Carlsbad,  Cheltenham 
Spa,  Contrexeville  "Pavilion,"  Ems,  Giesshubler,  Hun- 
yadi  Janos,  Rubinat,  Vals,  and  Vichy-Celestins.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  some  of  these  waters  in  giant 
show-bottles,  about  3  feet  high,  are  obtainable,  and 
form  an  excellent  advertising  medium  and  shop  attrac- 
tion. Fry's  lemon-squash  is  an  item  which  can  be  made 
a  profitable  line  if  shown  during  the  summer  months. 

Jewsbury  &  Brown,  Ltd.,  devote  their  compact  stand 
towards  aiding  the  tooth-brushing  crusade.  Their  well- 
known  Oriental  tooth-paste  is  shown  in  its  old  form 
as  well  as  the  newer  and  more  compact  guise  in  ivorine 
boxes  and  tubes.  Oriental  tooth-powder  comes  in  for 
great  prominence,  the  message  in  connection  with  this 
being  "  Note  the  slit."  This  tooth-powder  is  packed  in 
non-refillable  boxes,  the  upper  half  of  which  can  be 
turned  round  to  form  a  slit  for  discharging  a  measured 
quantity  on  to  the  tooth-brush.  This  novel  and 
sconomical  method  is  appealing  forcibly  to  the  public  (who 
express  a  preference  for  the  shilling  box  over  the 
canister),  and  Mr.  W.  Kirkby  is  impressing  on  chemists 
that  they  share  the  profit  in  the  publicity  given  to  the 
tooth  paste  and  powder.

Packed  tablets  are 
also  a  feature,  there  being  a  large  assortment  in  variou-s 
packings  in  white,  flint,  or  amber,  ordinary  shape,  oval 
or  square,  and  representing  twenty  or  more  different 
styles  of  labels. 

Kruschen  Salts  have  a  prominent  corner  "square" 
exhibit,  the  distinctive  feature  of  which  is  the  assorted 
piles  of  yellow  packages  of  the  salts,  which  are  now 
known  the  world  over.  In  addition,  there  are  numerous 
other  specialities  under  the  title  of  "Karswood,"  these 
including  therapeutic,  toilet,  horticultural,  household, 
and  veterinary.  All  these  products  are  made  in  the 
firm's  own  laboratories  and  factories  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  Mr.  E'.  Griffiths  Hughes,  of  Manchester. 

The  Lescol  Perfumery  Co.  showed  us  a  very  fine 
new  list  they  have  produced.  In  this  is  given  coloured 
reproductions  of  the  chief  productions  of  the  firm,  which 
enables  Colonial  buyers  to  form  a  more  exact  idea  of  the 
goods  they  are  purchasing.  Several  new  styles  have  been 
introduced  in  recent  months,  and  packing  and  labels 
have  been  much  improved.  A  new  perfume  in  Parisian 
style  is  "  Bon  Gout,"  and  we  were  told  that  Parma  violet 
lily-of-the-valley,  which  was  new  at  the  last  Exhibition, 
is  still  growing  in  popularity. 

B.  A.  Lister  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  ram  home  the  advantages  of 
their  pistonless  presses  with  the  aid  of  a  40-ton  tincture- 
press.  This  monster,  which  takes  5  gals,  of  marc, 
exerts  its  immense  power  on  simply  being  connected  to 
the  water-main  and  the  tap  left  open.  Cleanliness,  sim- 
plicity, and  need  of  so  little  attention  are  other  points  in 
which  the  press  surpasses  any  other. 

The  National  Cash  Eegister  Co.  have  ,  a  large  exhibit, 
the  central  position  being  taken  up  with  a  striking  illu- 
minated model  of  their  works  at  Dayton,  Ohio.  Various 
models  of  the  National  Cash  registers  are  being  explained 
fco  visitors. 

The  North  British  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  fine 
exhibit  of  rubber  goods  as  sold  by  chemists.  Water-beds, 
hot-water  bottles,  air-cushions,  sponge-bags,  and  vulcanite 
conibs  are  leading  lines.  The  brands  of  hot-water  bottles 
are  the  "Unique"  and  "Edinburgh."  A  large  number 
of  other  rubber  articles,  such  as  cash  mats,  toe  separators, 
and  crutch  tips,  will  interest  visitors. 

Thomas  O'Brien  shows  examples  and  demonstrates  the 
advantages  of  cash  tills  at  his  exhibit.  Our  special  atten- 
tion was  called  to  the  voucher  cash  till  which  is  now 
largely  used  for  profit-sharing  systems,  whereby  the 
chemist  can  advertise  at  the  same  time  as  his  cash  takings 
are  checked.  This  is  regarded  as  the  quickest  receipt- 
giving  till  .on  the  market,  the  bill  being  produced  by 
simply  recording  and  opening  the  drawer.  Of  this  special 
class  of  till  there  are  over  4,000  in  use,  and  the  price 
varies  from  81.  18s.  6d.  to  101.  10s.  Other  forms  of  cash 
tills  are  those  which  register  in  a  simple  manner  the  sales 
of  proprietaries,  drugs,  prescriptions,  etc.,  thus  analysing 
the  receipts  from  the  various  departments. 

W.  T.  Owbridge,  Ltd.,  have  again  a  number  of  new 
showcards  and  novelties  for  the  forthcoming  season,  these 
being  designed  to  assist  the  sale  of  the  famous  Owbridge 
specialities,  which  we  understand  remain  as  popular  as 
ever.  Mr.  W.  A.  Turner,  who  has  been  thirty-three  years 
with  the  company,  is  irr  charge  of  the  exhibit.  . 

Packing  and  Compressing  Machinery  Co.  have  a  large 
working  exhibit  at  the  end  of  the  hall.  There  are  a 
variety  of  tablet-compressing  machines,  the  "  Liliput " 
being  apparently  the  favourite.  A  new  automatic  machine 
for  measuring  and  folding  Seidlitz  powders  is  attracting 
a  good  deal  of  attention.  The  machine  is  small,  and  can 
be  run  direct  from  a  motor. 

Papier  Poudre,  Ltd.,  have  a  pretty  corner  showing 
very  effectively  '  their  wide  range  of  attractive  toilet 
specialities. 

Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  have  an  exhibit  which,  like  Gaul, 
may  be  divided,  roughly,  into  three  parts — euthymol  pre- 
parations, packed  specialities,  and  hypodermic  tablets  and 
outfits.  Perhaps  the  chief  novelties  are  the  new  packed 
goods  designed  to  meet  the  demands  of  National  Health 
Insurance  prescriptions.  These,  which  bear  a  profit  of 
33^  per  cent.,  consist  of  flasks  of  small  quantities  of 
tablets,  among  them  being  hepatic,  anaemia,,  cathartic,  soda 
mint;  and  Blaud  tablets.    Ne*er  lines  "of  P.,  D.  &  Co; 


specialities  are  effervescing  phenolphthalein  (pink 
granules,  the  bottle  being  fitted  with  an  aluminium 
measure  stopper),  palol  (a  morrhuol  preparation  contain- 
ing hypophosphites,  borol  (an  antiseptic  liquid  for  the 
mouth),  bath  crystals  (packed  in  bottles  with  colour- 
printed  labels),  and  petroleum  with  proposote  (designed 
for  lubricating  and  promoting  asepticity  of  the  alimen- 
tary canal).  In  regard  to  packed  goods  supplied  under 
chemists'  names  a  beautifully  made  skin-cream  is  being 
offered,  which  is  well  calculated  to  bring  credit  to  any 
business  adopting  it. 

Petol  (1912),  Ltd.,  show  the  various  Petol  preparations. 
Petol,  the  base  of  these,  is  a  distillate  from  a  particular 
species  of  peat,  and  is  combined  in  the  form  of  a  salve 
(in  tubes  and  tins),  medical  and  toilet  soaps,  complexion- 
cream,  shampoo-powders,  and  shaving-soap.  There  are 
also  veterinary  salve  and  soap,  in  connection  with  which 
a  prize  cup  competition  has  been  organised.  The  entry 
forms  which  competitors  employ  require  the  signature  of 
the  chemist  who  sold  the  Petol.  A  supply  of  these  forms 
and  particulars  of  the  window-display  scheme  should  be 
obtained. 

•  Pharmacists'  Mutual  Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  have 
■a  proposition  that  will  appeal  to  many  chemists.  They 
lay  themselves  out  to  supply  pharmacists"  with  formulas, 
ideas,  cartons,  labels,  and  advertising  matter  for  the  boom- 
ing of  their  own  specialities.  This  is  an  offset  to  the 
American  idea  recently  introduced.  It  would  be  worth 
while  to  ask  them  for  details  of  the  "  Carboy  Chemist" 
scheme. 

"The  Charles  H.  Phillips  Chemical  Co.  show  milk-  of 
magnesia,  digestible  cocoa,  and  phospho-muriate  of  quinine 
compound.  The  shilling  size  of  milk  of  magnesia  is  selling 
with  vigour,  and  the  new  embossed  showcard  which  adver- 
tises the  preparation  should  help  the  sales  still  further. 

Prichard  &  Constance  make  a  feature-  of  finger  toilet 
this  year.  In  addition  to  displaying  everything  for  the 
care  of  the  hands  they  have  enlisted  the  services  of  an 
expert  lady  manicurist,  who  demonstrates  to  visitors  on 
their  own  digits  the  advantages  of  practical  knowledge 
of  manicure.  The  Amami  series  has  been  enriched  by  the 
introduction  of  more  cosmopolitan  lines  ranging  from  6d. 
upwards.  These  retain  the  richness  of  style,  although 
packed  at  competitive  prices.  Amami  skin-food  in  glass 
jars  is  a  new  line  of  handsome  size  and  get-up.  Constancia 
is  a  new  perfume  of  original  odour  in  a  frosted  bottle, 
which  is  a  replica  of  the  famous  Saracena  vase.  The 
green  egg-shaped  cases  which  enclose  the  bottle  are  also 
of  novel  style,  and  accentuate  the  recherche  character 
of  this  production.  Bath-crystals  and  powder-leaflets  are  to 
the-  fore  among  the  many  other  lines  shown. 

Eaydex  Photographic  Works  decorate  the  back  of 
their  stand  with  some  splendid  examples  of  direct  colour 
prints  made  by  the  Eaydex  process.  These  illustrate  a 
pitch  of  perfection  in  reproduction  in  natural  colours 
which  were  deemed  unattainable  by  purely  photographic 
methods  only  a  short  time  ago. 

The  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  show  saccharin  in 
several  forms,  the  large  crystals  being  probably  new  to 
many  visitors.  Pergenol,  a  solid  form  of  hydrogen 
peroxide ;  novocain,  Tullock's  alloys,  dry  diamalt,  and 
trivalin  are  the  other  exhibits.  Dry  diamalt  is  put  up  in 
square  tins.  Trivalin  is  put  forward  as  a  harmless  sub- 
stitute for  morphine. 

St.  Ivel,  Ltd.,  have  a  nicely  arranged  stall,  the  four 
sides  of  which  are  devoted  to  separate  specialities  of 
interest  to  the  drug-trade.  There  is  the  St.  Ivel  lactic- 
acid  cheese,  which  still  sells  well  as  the  most  trustworthy 
form  of  administering  the  lactic  bacteria ;  Ivelcon  con- 
somme, to  advertise  which  a  particularly  appropriate 
coloured  showcard  showing  a  round  of  beef  and  various 
vegetables  has  been  issued;  Visem,  the  nerve  food,  with 
a  new  form  of  chocolate-coated  tablet ;  and  Galactova,  a 
powder  of  milk,  eggs,  and  malt,  which  forms,  when  mixed 
with  water,  a  nourishing  food  of  great  value.  A  bonus 
scheme  for  window-shows  has  been  established. 

Sangers.— The  comprehensive  variety  of  Messrs. 
Sangers'  display  is  quite  up  to  their  usual  level.' 
Among  the  novelties  is  a  series  of  Creme  de  Menthe  tooth- 
pastes in  collapsible  tubes  and  pots  arranged  in  tempting 
display.      Another  item  is  formalin-mint  dental  'cream; 
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packed  in  pure  tin  collapsible  tubes  with  ribbon-shaped 
orifice,  which  retails  at  l^d.  and  Is.  Under  the  "  Regnas  " 
brand  of  goods  are  included  cigars,  cigarettes  (in  boxes 
of  100),  and  a  smoking  mixture  which  will  appeal  to  lovers 
of  the  weed ;  while  many  packed  goods  are  made  by  the 
Regnas  Toilet  Co.  Messrs.  Sangers  have  specially  devoted 
themselves  to  National  Insurance  work,  and  they  have  a 
representative  display  of  bandages,  dressings,  and  appli- 
ances. Greenwich  lemonade  is  a  line  which  should  appeal 
to  many  this  summer  if  the  temperature  should  rise  at  all ; 
it  is  packed  in  cartons,  each  of  which  makes  about  2  gals. 

The  "  Sanitas  "  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  exhibiting  most  of  their 
special  lines  in  disinfectants,  these  being  familiar  to  our 
readers.  A  recent  introduction  is  Sanitas  bath-salt, 
which  is  packed  in  tins  and  is  excellent  value  for  money. 
A  point  for  chemists  to  bear  in  mind  is  that  Sanitas 
powder  is  a  cure  for  the  slug  pest  which  has  hitherto 
driven  many  gardeners  to  despair. 

Schacht,  Warner  &  Co.  have  a  neat  exhibit  of  their 
many  foreign  specialities.  They  intimate  that  they  hold 
large  stocks  of  German,  Austrian,  Italian,  Swiss,  and 
other  proprietaries,  and  have  special  facilities  for  obtaining 
quickly  articles  which  they  do  not  .stock,  while  they  are 
the  oldest  firm  of  foreign  chemists  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
They  are  sole  agents  for  Kronenquelle  water,  Loeflund's 
malt  preparations,  Dr.  Ritsert's  (of  Frankfort)  prepara- 
tions, including  rhinoculin  for  hay-fever,  eupneuma  for 
asthma,  etc.  They  have  also  a  full  range  of  Schacht 's 
lecithin  preparations,  guaranteed  to  contain  pure  ovo- 
lecithin, and  exceptionally  favourable  terms  are  given  to 
chemists  willing  to  act  as  agents. 

;  The  Scholl  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  again  bring- 
ing to  the  notice  of  chemists  the  resiliency  and  adaptability 
of  arch  supports.  Anatomical  plaster  casts,  showing  the 
bones  of  the  foot,  which  are  now  supplied  for  purposes  of 
window  display,  admirably  illustrate  the  support  given  to 
the  arch  of  the  foot,  The  "  Absorbo  "  corn-pads  are  a 
novelty  These  are  in  eight  sizes,  retailing  from  6d.  to 
is.  each,  and  consist  of  specially  prepared  rubber  contain- 
ing boric  acid  and  other  chemicals.  They  are  designed 
to  keep  pressure  off  the  corn  and  thus  allow  its  removal 
by  nature.  Among  other  articles  exhibited  are  Scholl's 
bunion-reducer,  toe-rights,  and  bunion-rights. 

Seabury  &  Johnson  (represented  by  Fassett  &  Johnson) 
frave  a  fine  display  adjoining  the  Reception  Hall,  where 
they  show  a  varied  selection  of  high-class  plasters, 
absorbent  cottons,  gauzes,  and  the  like.  A  novelty  is  the 
home  medicine  case,  in  book  form,  which  undoubtedly, 
will  be  a  big  seller,  as  it  contains  just  the  articles  required 
to  render  first-aid  in  the  home,  and  the  price  at  which  it  is 
sold  brings  it  within  the  reach  of  all.  First-aid  cases  are 
aiso  shown  designed  for  possible  accidents  to  cyclists 
scouts,  etc.  Each  case  contains  a  first-aid  card  for  phar- 
macists, which  should  prove  useful.  To  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  the  firm  have 
provided  a  full  series  of  good-quality  surgical  dressings 
well  packed,  with  original  and  dretinctive  labels;  orders 
to  the  value  of  51.  and  upwards  include  name  and  address 
on  labels  The  dressings  are  issued  under  the  trade-mark 
ot  tne  N.I."  brand,  and  are  altogether  a  very  excellent 
advertisement  for  the  pharmacist  in  obtaining  and  main- 
taining this  class  of  business.  Among  other  specialities 
we  noted  were  the  "  Olympic  "  corn-dots  and  own-name 
corn-silk,  the  latter  being  provided  for  by  a  series  of 
artistic  envelopes.  "  Leucoid  "  is  the  name  of  a  new 
disinfectant  for  the  skin  for  human  and  veterinary  use  in 
poultice  form.  In  the  0,  &  D.  of  April  26  (index 
loho  648)  we  published  a  note  on  Gelodurat  capsules, 
manufactured  by  Mr.  G.  Pohl,  Schonbaum,  Dantzig,  for 
which  Messrs.  Fassett  &  Johnson  are  agents.  These  cap- 
sules are  supplied  in  various  medications,  the  special 
point  being  that  the  capsule  dissolves  only  in  the  intestine, 
and  therefore  permits  the  administration  of  potassium 
iodide,  tincture  of  digitalis,  and  similar  drugs  without 
stomachic  disturbance. 

Shirley  Bros,  Ltd.,  have  a  multitudinous  exhibit  of 
sundries,  packed  goods,  and  carded  lines.  As  tin-box 
specialists,  their  "X"  series  contains  over  350  stock 
designs  suitable  for  chemists'  trade,  and  if  these  are  not 
sufficient,  special  designs  can  be  produced.    Among  the 


carded  lines  for  cheap-class  trade,  menthol-cones  are 
prominent ;  and  of  toilet  preparations,  such  articles  as 
brilliantine,  hair-dye,  face-powder,  tooth-paste,  tube 
goods,  shampoo-powders,  smelling-salts,  etc.,  are  included. 

Southall  &  Smith  show  patent  electric  automatic  weigh-, 
ing  and  filling  machines  at  work.  These  are  a  machine 
weighing  and  packing  health-salt,  a  similar  machine  for 
baking-powder  and  infants'  food,  and  a  Seidlitz-powder 
machine  suitable  for  weighing  as  small  a  quantity  as 
3  grains.  The  machines  are  creating  much  interest 
among  visitors. 

Suttley  &  Silverlock,  Ltd. — Smart  advertising  ideas 
combined  with  first-class  printing  are  the  keynote  of  this 
stand.  For  National  Insurance  work  the  firm  are  facile 
jirinceps,  and  have  taken  considerable  pains  to  anticipate 
requirements  m  the  way  of  labels,  showcards,  etc.  They 
have  a  new  series  of  prescription-getting  showcards,  with 
suitable  wording,  which  should  appeal  to  the  customer. 
These  are  quite  suitable  for  counter-display,  and  the  price 
is  seven  for  2s.  Examples  of  high-class  coloured  showcards 
for  wall-display  are  also  on  view,  some  of  these  being 
mounted  on  satin  and  highly  embossed. 

The  Viscose  Development  Co.,  Ltd.,  make  their 
"  Semreh  "  self-fixing  bottle-caps  do  most  of  the  talking 
at  their  exhibit.  The  optical  evidence  of  a  huge  wet  cap 
gradually  drying  and  closing  to  form  an  air- and  spirit-tight 
cap  of  perfect  shape  is  sufficiently  convincing.  The  wonder- 
ful range  of  colours  available  on  both  transparent  and 
opaque  caps  is  illustrated  by  hundreds  of  bottles  of  bright- 
coloured  liquids,  forming  a  sunbeam-like  background, 
with  caps  to  match.  The  new  "  Semreh  "  half -capping  is 
bound  to  be  popular,  especially  for  perfume  bottles  with 
cut-glass  stoppers  which  it  is  desirable  to  leave  uncovered. 
Non-pervious  covered  corks  as  substitute  for  rubber  corks 
are  also  shown.  These  corks,  being  non-pervious  to  oils,, 
spirit,  or  alkaline  liquids,  do  not  stain  or  leak,  while  their 
covering  makes  them  less  liable  to  breakage. 

Wait-and-See  Proprietary  have  two  spaces — one  de- 
voted to  a  demonstration  of  the  various  advertising  devices 
which  are  issued  to  retailers,  while  at  the  other  a  number 
of  young  women  are  packing  the  pills  with  a  facility  which 
will  excite  the  envy  of  many  chemists'  assistants.  The 
firm  supply  willingly  large  dummy  boxes  of  the  pills  for 
window-displays,  which  should  be  taken  advantage  of, 
especially  in  those  towns  where  house-to-house  sampling  is 
being  carried  out.  A  booklet  entitled  "Diseases  of  the 
Liver  and  Digestive  System,"  which  explains  the  uses  of 
the  pills,  is  offered  for  counter  distribution. 

Wigglesworth  &  Co.  are  inculcating  the  "  Wigglesworth 
Way  "  of  selling  goods.  This  consists  in  making  each  pass- 
able customer  a  positive  buyer.  The  armamentarium  at 
the  stand  to  show  how  to  secure  this  desirable  object 
contains  130  different  showcards.  A  speciality  is  the 
supply  of  hand-painted  cards  to  suit  the  chemists'  re- 
quirements in  any  particular  locality.  For  instance,  there 
are  five  corn-cure  cards,  each  calculated  to  make  the  on- 
looker feel  his  corn  is  the  one  to  cure.  These  range  from 
the  striking,  if  somewhat  lurid  type,  suitable  to  the  indus- 
trial district,  to  that  of  refined  character  for  better-class 
neighbourhoods.  To  show  visitors  how  to  do  it,  there  are 
miniature  windows  dressed  with  the  firm's  specialities. 
These  are  changed  daily.  Among  the  numerous  own-name 
specialities  on  view,  sulphur  tablets  (five  flavours)  and 
"  A.D."  after-dinner  tablets  are  specially  prominent.  The 
latter  is  a  palatable  adaptation  of  an  old  formula,  and 
enjoys  a  splendid  sale.  Saxchen  salts  (also  in  tablet  form) 
is  a  new  line  which  is  quickly  gaining  a  reputation  fof 
selling  well. 

Williams  Bros.  &  Co.  show  aniline  colours  selected  for 
special  purposes,  the  central  stand  being  occupied  by  vases 
of  handsome  diehroic-coloured  liquids.  There  are  special 
colours  for  making  ink,  staining  wood  or  leather,  colouring 
wax,  and  harmless  colours  for  confectionery  and  aerated 
waters.  Anyone  acquainted  with  the  vagaries  and 
varieties  of  aniline  colours  will  recognise  the  saving  which 
results  from  taking  advantage  of  the  experience  of  a  firm 
who  have  for  many  years  specialised  in  this  branch  of 
colour-work. 

Also  exhibiting  are  Arnold  &  Sons,  F.  Stearns  &  Co., 
the  Manhu  Food  Co.,  Ltd.,  Tom  Morley,  the  John  Dale 
Manufacturing  Co.,  and  Hindes,  Ltd.

Edinburgh.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  Dis- 
trict Chemists'  Trade  Association  was  held  at  3b  York 
Place,  Edinburgh,  on  May  2,  Mr.  A.  Currie  in  the  chair. 
In  connection  with  the  Insurance  Act,  the  Chairman  said 
since  last  meeting  a  great  many  points  insisted  on  then  had 
been  conceded,  and  the  prospect  was  certainly  very  much 
brighter  now.  Mr.  J  Blenkiron  (Hon.  Secretary)  sub- 
mitted the  annual  report,  which  stated  that  the  member- 
ship of  the  Association  is  103,  consisting  of  ninety-nine 
ordinary  and  four  honorary  members,  and  fourteen  were 
elected  at  the  meeting.  Full  reference  was  made  to  Insur- 
ance Act  matters,  and  to  the  need  for  closer  organisation 
Mr.  Heddle  submitted  the  Treasurer's  statement,  which 
showed  that  the  total  revenue,  including  121.  2s  bd  of 
subscriptions,  was  211.  14s.  4<Z.  The  balance  of  cash  in'  the 
Ireasurer's  hands  was  only  2s.  6d.,  but  the  balance  at  the 
credit  oi  the  Association  in  cash  or  kind  was  181.  14s  9d 
In  reply  to  Mr  Somerville,  Mr.  Heddle  said  the  Benevolent 
ifund  and  Orphan  Fund  donations,  amounting  together  to 
61.  6s.,  voted  at  last  meeting,  had  not  been  paid,  and  after 
some  discussion  Mr.  Forret  moved,  and  Mr.  Somerville 
seconded,  that  the  balance-sheet  be  debited  with  the  3/.  3s. 
frUl  r,  land  moved,  and  Mr.  Macpherson  seconded 
that  the  balance-sheet  be  accepted  as  presented,  and  an 
investigation  made  as  to  whether  the  Association  had  fallen 
twelve  months  m  arrear  with  the  subscriptions.  On  a  vote 
the  amendment  was  lost  by  nine  to  four.  The  Treasurer's 
statement  was  approved.  The  Chairman  proposed  the  name 
ol  Mr.  Claude  Henry  for  the  honorary  membership  of  the 
Association  He  paid  a  tribute  to  the  esteem  and  regard 
an  which  Mr  Henry  is  held,  both  as  a  pharmacist  and 
a  gentleman.  Mr.  Macpherson  seconded  the  proposal  which 
was  unanimously  carried,  and  it  was  agreed  to  express  to 
Mr  Henry  the  Association's  good  wishes  in  his  retirement, 
and  their  hope  that  he  might  be  fully  restored  to  health 
S!~'«f  ™  n°w  members  were  elected.

(Kirkcaldy),  Kermath  and  Bowman  (St.  Andrews),  McCorquo- 


dale  (Markinch),  Leadbetter  (Lochgelly),  Buchanan  (Leven), 
and  Robertson  (Cupar).  Mr.  Storrar  thanked  the  members 
for  his  election  to  the  chair.  From  his  infirmity  of  not 
hearing  well,  he  would  depend  upon  his  Vice-Chairman, 
and  called  upon  Mr.  Yule  to  preside,  with  Mr.  Storrar  at 
his  elbow.  A  good  deal  of  routine  business  was  transacted, 
and  various  points  raised  on  Insurance  dispensing,  which 
Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  explained.

Grimsby.  —At  a  meeting  of  the  local  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation on  April  28,  Mr.  J.  A.  Hawdon  presided  and  sub- 
mitted the  following  proposal  re  Price  Protection  on  behalf 
of  the  sub-committee :  (1)  The  more  common  tinctures,  sweet 
nitre,  etc.,  be  sold  at  4(Z.  per  oz.  ;  borax,  4(2.  per  lb. ;  and 
other  items  as  the  committee  decided.  (2)  All  out-of-the- 
usual  drugs  to  be  charged  according  to  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Price-list.  The  proposal  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dewing,  and 
carried.  Correspondence  from  manufacturers  in  regard  to 
price  protection  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association.  Letters  from  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  with  reference  to  the  unqualified  checker  of 
prescriptions  gave  very  little  help  in  this  awkward  position, 
and  the  President  summed  up  the  situation  to  the  effect 
that  it  was  infra,  dig.  of  the  qualified  man  to  have  to  6ubmit 
to  a  layman  as  a  scrutineer  of  his  work.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  subject  should,  among  others,  be  brought  before 
the  London  meeting  on  May  7.  The  Secretary  reported  on 
the  meeting  with  the  doctors,  and  it  was  arranged  that 
replies  on  postcards  be  asked  from  all  members  residing  on 
their  premises  whether  they  undertake  to  supply  urgent 
medicines  at  other  hours  than  those  specified  in  the  agree- 
ment. The  President  congratulated  the  members  on  their 
very  successful  dinner,  and  thanks  were  given  to  Messrs. 
AsHton  and  Schofield  for  their  services  on  the  occasion. 

leicester.—  A  special  meeting  of  the  Leicester  and 
Leicestershire  Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  Leicester 
on  April  30,  Mr.  A.  E.  Young  in  the  chair,  and  forty-four 
other  members  were  present,  A  discussion  took  place  regard- 
ing the  proposed  scheme  to  be  adopted  by  the  Association, 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Education  Department  of 
Leicester,  to  overcome  the  difficulties  experienced  by  the 
members  in  obtaining  apprentices  with  the  necessary  classical 
education.  It  is  proposed  that  the  apprentice  be  taken  at 
an  earlier  age  as  a  probationer,  being  employed  in  the 
pharmacy  part  time  only,  and  in  the  afternoons  attending 
special  classes  to  be  formed  at  the  municipal  technical  schools, 
constituting  a  complete  two-years'  course  of  preliminary 
education,  by  the  end  of  which  time  the  College  of  Preceptors' 
examination  in  the  required  subjects  has  to  be  taken.  Upon 
passing  this  the  apprenticeship  proper  commences,  but  the 
student  is  to  continue  to  attend  the  further  three-years'  course 
already  arranged  to  cover  the  Minor  syllabus.  By  this 
means  it  is  hoped  to  turn  out  educated  and  well-trained 
apprentices  who  will  be  a  credit  t;o  pharmacy.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Lewis,  seconded  by  Mr.  Marfitt,  a  motion 
was  passed  directing  the  committee  to  take  all  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  bring  the  scheme  into  operation.  (See  also 
"  National  Health  Insurance.") 

London  CW.).— At  the  meeting  of  the  Western  Chemists' 
Association  at  the  Restaurant  Frascati,  London,  W.,  on 
May  1,  the  President  (Mr.  C.  T.  Allen)  presided  over  an 
attendance  of  about  a  hundred.  The  subject  of  the  evening 
was  an  illustrated  lecture  by  Dr.  E.  Canny  Ryall,  F.R  C.S., 
on  Oenito-Urinary  Diseases.  Dr.  Ryall  prefaced  his  lecture 
proper  with  a  brief  description  of  Intra-durai.  Anaesthesia, 
Extra-dural  (or  Sacral)  Anwsthesia,  and  Local  Venous 
Ancesthesia.  The  first  is  usually  known  as  spinal  anaesthesia. 
Extra-dural  anaesthesia,  which  is  practically  unknown  in 
this  country,  has  the  advantage  over  spinal  anaesthesia  of 
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causing  no  respiratory  paralysis.  The  hypodermic  needle 
is  inserted  into  the  opening  at  the  lower  end  of  the  sacrum 
into  the  space  below  the  end  of  the  dura  mater.  It  paralyses 
the  nerve-trunks  serving  the  bladder,  rectum,  etc.,  and 
enables  operations  to  be  performed  on  these  without  any 
danger.  Dr.  Ryall  mentioned  that  borax  increases  the 
anesthetic  properties  of  novocaine,  as  it  gives  it  greater 
penetration,  while  lactic  acid  confers  greater  ana3sthetic 
power  to  stovaine.  He  pointed  out  that  lecithin  plays  a 
curious  role  in  ansesthesia.  It  is  supposed  that  lecithin 
absorbs  the  drug,  as  when  lecithin  is  injected  the  anaesthesia 
disappears.  The  lecture  proper  related  to  gonorrhceal  con- 
ditions, and  emphasised  the  danger  of  this  disease  when 
the  posterior  urethra  is  affected.  Dr.  Ryall  showed  two- 
way  nozzles  of  his  own  invention  for  washing  out  the  anterior 
portion  of  the  urethra,  and  also  how  this  could  be  used  for 
diagnostic  and  curative  purposes.  If  the  tap  of  the  nozzle 
is  left  open  and  fluid  is  passed  through  it  into  the  urethra, 
any  cloudiness  of  the  emergent  fluid  indicates  infection  of 
the  anterior  part  of  the  urethra.  Cloudiness  of  the  urine 
on  micturition  made  immediately  after  this  washing  indi- 
cates infection  of  the  posterior  urethra.  The  lectures,  which 
lasted  nearly  four  hours,  were  illustrated  by  some  hundreds 
of  specially  prepared  diagrams  giving  anatomical  details. 

Manchester  and  Salford.—  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Manchester,  Salford  and  District  Chemists'  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  on  April  30.  Mr.  James  Grier  (the  Presi- 
dent) spoke  on  the  success  of  this  new  venture,  and  reported 
on  the  prize  competition,  for  which  fourteen  assistants 
entered.  He  presented  the  prizes  to  the  four  successful 
competitors.  The  election  of  officers  then  took  place  as 
follows:  President,  Mr.  James  Gricr,  M.Sc. ;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  W.  Kirby;  Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  S.  T.  Livesey; 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  Jones;  and  Committee,  Messrs. 
Coope,  Doran,  Fullerton,  Swinn,  and  Woodhead,  with 
those  who  represent  the  divisions  of  the  area.  Mr. 
J.  B.  R.  Holman,  Ph.C,  was  appointed  Auditor.  Votes 
of  thanks  were  passed  to  Mr.  Wm.  Kirkby,  M.Sc,  and  to 
Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  F.C.S.,  for  acting  as  examiners  in 
the  prize  competition. 

P.A.T.A. — We  have  received  a  copy  of  the  seventeenth 
annual  report  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association, 
which  indicates  progress  all  round.  The  membership  is : 
Manufacturers,  340;  wholesalers,  24;  and  retailers,  4,444.  It 
is  reported  that,  apart  from  Co-operative  Societies,  few  firm6 
are  on  the  Stop  list,  and  that  during  1912  239Z.  was  spent  in 
stopping  or  inquiring  into  cases  of  alleged  cutting.  Owing 
to  the  size  of  the  P.A.T.A.  list,  the  labour  and  expense 
in  maintaining  prices  have  much  increased.  No  cases  of 
actual  substitution  have  been  reported  during  the  year.  The 
Council  has  decided  that  when  P.A.T.A.  preparations  are 
prescribed  by  panel  doctors  for  insured  persons  chemists 
should  charge  them  according  to  P.A.T.A.  terms.  The 
financial  statement  shows  income  of  2,880?.  5s.  from  sub- 
scriptions, 154?.  8s.  Ad.  from  dividends,  and  18?.  18s.  from 
interest.  The  expenditure  amounted  to  2.178/.  Is.  5d.,  of 
which  890?.  lis.  9d.  was  for  salaries  and  239?.  12s.  Id.  for 
test  purchases.  The  balance  of  income  over  expenditure 
was  872?.  12s.  11c?.  The  report  is  the  most  satisfactory  yet 
submitted.    The  annual  meeting  is  to  be  held  in  July. 

Sheffield.  —The  members  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical 
and  Chemical  Society,  at  a  recent  meeting,  put  on  record 
their  thanks  to  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  the  ex-President  of 
the  Society,  for  his  twenty-five  years'  service  on  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  A  small 
committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Eardley  (President), 
Mr.  H.  Antcliffe,  Mr.  Appleton,  and  Mr.  Gilbert  Jackson, 
has  been  appointed  to  consider  what  further  may  be  done 
to  show  appreciation  of  Mr.  Newsholme's  services.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

H~\  HERE  is  little  change  to  be  noted  in  business  condi- 
-L  tlons,  and  with  the  Whitsuntide  holidays  in  view, 
there  will  be  a  decided  curtailment  for  several  days. 
Price-changes  are  mostly  few  and  inconsequential,  these 
including  rather  lower  asking  prices  for  menthol.  Saffron 
is  higher,  and  practically  all  agents  are  asking  the  same 
figure ;  more  inquiry  is  reported  for  Para  tonka- beans  at 
firm  rates.  English  castor  oil  is  the  turn  easier  for  prompt 
delivery,  and  cod-liver  oil  continues  inactive,  the  under- 
tone being  easy  with  a  favourable  Finmarken  fishing. 
Russian  ergot  to  arrive  is  offering  at  cheaper  rates  from 
the  Continent,  and  opium  is  marking  time,  American  buy- 
ing having  ceased.  The  Amsterdam  cinchona-auction 
passed  off  at  a  decline  in  the  average  unit,  less  than  half 
of  the  offerings  being  disposed  of  ;  Java  coca-leaves,  on 
the  other  hand,  showed  a  considerable  advance  for  the 
smaller  supply  offered.  It  is  quite  probable  that  cocaine 
will  follow  the  advance,  and  at  the  close  several  makers' 
quotations  have  been  temporarily  withdrawn.  Among 
essential  oils,  lemon  is  firm,  with  new  crop  offering  at 
lower  rates  ;  bergamot  is  quiet,  and  orange  unaltered  ;  star 
anise  and  cassia  are  also  quiet ;  and  Bourbon  geranium  oil 
is  easier.  In  chemicals,  ammonia  sulphate  is  weak  and 
lower,  while  copper  sulphate  has  also  declined.  Potashes 
are  firm.  Cream  of  tartar  is  Is.  higher  and  citric  acid 
is  firmer,  with  both  in  improved  demand.  The  principal 
alterations  in  prices  have  been  as  under  :

The  total  quantity,  according  to  this  esti- 
mate, would  therefore  be  870,000  kin  to  920,000  kin,  as  against 
a  total  crop  in  1912  of  505,000  kin.

quality  old  oil — the  effect  on  the  Seville  market  is  likely 
to  be  less  than  in  former  years,  as  the  canners  will 
largely  draw  their  supplies  from  interior  markets.

April  Overseas  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  April  6how  increases  of 
2,551,199^.  and  10,165,462/.  in  imports  and  exports  respec- 
tively. The  most  noticeable  feature  is  the  expansion  of 
6,713,692/.  in  manufactured  goods  exported,  more  than  half 
being  due  to  cotton,  iron,  and  steel  goods.  Chemicals,  drugs, 
and  the  like  show  the  substantial  advance  of  561,342/.  on  a 
total  of  2,264,846/.,  the  improvement  being  of  an  all-round 
character,  April  having  evidently  been  a  very  busy  month 
in  the  chemical  trade,  taking  it  from  the  "quantity"  point 
of  view.  Medicines  and  drugs  shared  in  the  improvement, 
the  April  total  reaching  195,877/. ;  but  quinine  lags  behind, 
the  month's  shipments  declining  by  50,396  oz.  The  soda- 
compounds  figures  show  remarkable  vitality,  the  quantities 
being  more  than  double  those  of  a  year  ago ;  and  quite  a 
revival  has  taken  place  in  bleaching-powder,  the  exports 
advancing  by  66,584  cwt.,  the  United  States  having  taken 
much  larger  quantities.  British  business  in  sulphate  of 
copper  is  well  maintained,  but  on  the  four  months'  working 
is  rather  below  last  year.  On  the  import  side  there  was 
an  increase  of  142,322/.  in  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours, 
the  expansion  applying  to  twenty-four  out  of  thirty-four 
items  enumerated.  Quinine  imports  went  up  from 
211,933  oz.  to  259,346  oz.,  but  on  the  four  months  there 
is  a  slight  decline  of  37,679  oz. 

Manchester  Chemical-market! 

May  6. 

There  was  a  rather  quiet  feeling  in  heavy  chemicals, 
especially  on  shipping  account.  No  doubt  the  near  approach 
cf  the  Whitsuntide  holidays  is  also  affecting  home  demand. 
It  was  stated  that  American  business  would  be  better  on 
the  tariff  revision,  but  opinions  are  greatly  divided,  and  the 
balance  is  against  very  much  improvement.  There  is  no 
improvement  to  report  in  the  demand  for  sulphate  of 
copper,  and  forward  business  is  very  dull.  The  raw  material 
was,  however,  very  firm  to-day,  and  this  caused  some  firm- 
ness on  spot.  General  quotations  are  22/.  5s.  to  22/.  7s.  bd. 
per  ton  delivered  Manchester,  and  5s.  lower  for  forward 
delivery.  Cream  of  tartar  and  acids  generally  in  quiet 
demand.  Pitch  is  rather  easier,  and  may  be  quoted  47s. 
to  48s.  per  ton  Manchester.  The  demand  for  benzols  for 
motoring  purposes  is  again  being  felt,  and  higher  prices 
are  asked  for  90°,  which  is  quoted  Is.  2d.  to  Is.  Zd.  per 
gal.,  but  for  shipment  it  is  2d.  to  Zd.  per  gal.  lower,  though 
locally  the  demand  is  such  that  distillers  refuse  to  accept 
these  figures.  Carbolic  acid  shows  signs  of  recovery,  but 
buyers  hold  off  at  present  rates.  Sulphate  of  ammonia 
remains  dull  at  13/.  10s.  to  13/.  12s.  bd.  per  ton  on  rails 
Manchester.  The  increasing  output  from  coke  ovens  seems 
to  be  causing  some  disturbance. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  is  very  steady, 
and  the  production  is  well  taken  up  by  current  demand. 
Shipments  have  been  good,  especially  to  more  northern 
ports.  Values  remain  firm  in  tone,  and  all  indications  point 
to  a  continuance  of  this  position  in  most  cases. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  quite  disappointing,  and  there 
has  been  very  little  doing  either  on  prompt  or  forward 
account.  Prices  are  again  lower  and  are  weak.  Beckton, 
25-per-cent.  ammonia  guaranteed,  prompt,  13/.  5s.  ;  London 
terms,  12/.  17s.  bd. ;  Leith,  13/.  12s.  bd. ;  Liverpool,  13/.  10s. ; 
and  Hull,  13/.  7s.  bd.  Sellers'  ideas  of  late  forward  is  5s. 
per  ton  less. 

Alkali  Pp.odtjce  is  in  good  demand,  and  as  stocks 
are  on  the  low  side  prices  of  bleaching-powder 
are  firm  at  from  5/.  7s.  bd.  to  5/.  15s.  per  tori 
for  softwood  casks  on  rails.  Caustic  soda  6tcadv  and 
moving  well;  76  to  77  per  cent..  10/.  to  10/,  10s.;  70  per 
cent.,  9/.  5s.  to  9/.  15s  ;  and  60  per  cent.,  8/.  5s.  to  8/.  15s. 
Ammonia  alkali,  58  pec  cent.,  in  steady  request  at  21.  17s.  bd. 

Bicarbonate 
of  soda,  5/.  to  5/.  15s.  per  ton,  according  to  packages,  etc.

Silicates  of  soda  in  good 
average  demand  for  both  home  and  export;  140°  Tw., 

10s.:  and  75°  Tw., 
3/.  12s.  bd.  to  4/.  2s.  bd.  per  ton,  according  to  quality, 
quantity,  and  destination. 
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Ginseng  In  China. 

China  still  remains  an  excellent  customer  for  American 
ginseng,  the  imports  of  the  root  from  that  source  into 
Hong-Kong  last  year  amounting  to  about  133,000  lb.  Corea 
also  sent  about  4,000  lb.,  worth  about  $37,000  gold.  The 
value  of  the  American  product,  both  the  wild  and  cultivated 
root  of  the  various  grades,  was  about  $1,000,000  gold.  The 
turnover  in  the  Hong-Kong  market  was  about  95,000  lb., 
valued  at  about  half  a  million  dollars  gold,  leaving  a 
balance  in  stock  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  approximately 
42,000  lb.  The  high-priced  Corean  root  goes  chiefly  to 
North  China,  there  being  but  little  demand  in  Hong-Kong 
for  this.  Chinese  ginseng,  which  comes  chiefly  from  the 
north,  is  imported  direct  into  Canton,  and  only  about 
2,000  lb.,  valued  at  $7,500  gold,  was  handled  in  the  Hong- 
Kong  market  last  year. 

Persian  Opium. 

The  exports  of  opium  from  Persia  during  the  year  ending 
March  20,  1912,  amounted  in  value  to  450,014?.,  as  against 
263,399?.  in  the  previous  year.  The  British  Empire,  China, 
and  Russia  were  the  chief  purchasers.  The  following  com- 
parative table  gives  further  particulars :

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SOUTH  AFRICAN  NEWS.

"  The  Chemist  and  Drugrgrist "  is  regularly  supplied  by  order 
to  all  the  members  of  the  seven  Societies  and  Associations  of 
Chemists  in  British  South  Africa,  as  well  as  to  other  chemists 
in  business  there. 


Orange  Free  State. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
the  Orange  Free  State  was  held  on  March  18  to  consider 
the  new  draft  Financial  Relations  Bill,  which  embraces 
licences,  and  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  of  Par- 
liament. It  is  proposed  that  the  revenue  from  licences  for 
the  ne-xt  five  years  be  handed  over  to  the  various  Pro- 
vincial Councils.  This  would  in  all  probability  mean  that 
licences  remain  as  they  are  in  the  different  Provinces. 
The  O.F.S.  chemists  feel  that  under  the  Union  there  should 
be  a  levelling  of  these  licences  throughout.  At  present 
chemists  in  the  Free  State  pay  a  registration- fee  of  51. 
and  an  annual  licence  of  101.  In  the  Transvaal  they  pay 
an  annual  licence  of  11.,  while  in  the  Cape  Province  an 
annual  licence  of  11.  10s.  is  paid,  which  includes  a  general 
dealer's  licence.  There  is  also  in  the  Free  State  a  capital 
tax  on  limited  companies.  This  amounts  to  Is.  per 
1.000Z.  nominal  capital  on  companies  having  their  head 
offices  outside  the  Free  State.  They  are  regarded  as 
"  foreign  "  companies,  but  under  the  Union  they  should 
cease  to  be  "  foreign  companies."  It  was  decided  to 
enlist  the  services  of  the  Cape  Province  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  get  the  chemists'  case  represented  before  the 
Select  Committee  in  Cape  Town,  and  also  to  approach  the 
Free  State  members  in  Parliament,  asking  them  to  use 
their  influence  on  behalf  of  chemists. 

Transvaal. 

Dental  Reciprocity. — The  Governor- General  in  Council 
has,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  the  Medical, 
Dental  and  Pharmacy  Amendment  Act,  1909,  prescribed 
that  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  United  States  of  America,  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  diploma  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry,  shall  entitle  the  holder 
thereof,  being  such  a  person  as  is  described  in  Section  2 
of  the  Act,  to  make  application  for  registration  as  a 
dentist  in  the  Transvaal. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 


Me.  Manzo  Nakao,  Ph.D.,  of  the  South  Manchurian 
Railway  Company,  Yokohama,  is  at  present  studying 
pharmacy  in  Germany. 

The  Number  of  chemists  and  druggists'  shops  regis- 
tered in  the  metropolitan  shopping  district  of  South 
Australia  is  seventy-five.  There  are  230  employes  in 
these  pharmacies. 

Parcel-post. — A  scheme  of  parcel-post  based  on  the 
zone  system  which  is  working  so  well  in  the 
United  States,  is  to  be  introduced  into  Canada  by  the 
Postmaster-General,  Mr.  Pelletier. 

Medical  Research  in  Ceylon.— The  "  Times  of  Ceylon  " 
understands  that  the  Government  has  decided  to  establish 
a  Medical  Research  School  in  Colombo,  and  Dr.  Aldo 
Castellani,  assisted  by  other  experts,  will  take  charge  of 
the  school. 

Sheep-dip  Factories  in  Uruguay. — Several  factories 
have  recently  been  erected  for  the  manufacture  of  sheep- 
dip  in  Uruguay,  among  them  being  one  by  William 
Cooper  &  Nephews,  of  London,  who  intend  to  manu- 
facture the  "  Cooper  Specific."  Strauch  &  Co.  have  erected 
another  factory  to  cope  with  their  export  business.  The 
factories  are  being  erected  in  the  Bella  Vista  suburb  of 
Monte  Video.  While  a  considerable  quantity  of  tobacco 
extract  is  regularly  imported  into  Uruguay  f  rom  the 
United  States,  the  growth  of  the  local  manufacture  of 
sheep-dip  affords  an  opportunity  for  this  trade  and  that 
in  tobacco-refuse  to  be  largely  increased. 


Proprietary  Medicines  in  Japan. — According  to  a 
writer  in  the  "  Japan  Weekly  Chronicle,"  the  proprietary- 
medicine  business  in  that  country  is  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion owing  to  the  clever  and  businesslike  manner  in  which 
the  native  dealers  conduct  their  business  by  their  adver- 
tisements. The  principal  outlets  for  these  native  remedies 
are  in  Korea  and  Manchuria.  It  is  stated  that  in  Manchuria 
the  value  of  the  imports  in  1911  was  yen  800, TOO 
(80,000Z.),  those  of  Korea  being  valued  at  yen  846,000 
(84,600Z.)  for  the  same  period.  It  is  therefore  evident  that 
Japanese  drugs  are  popular  among  the  Chinese  and  Koreans. 
The  Government  revenue  from  the  sale  of  drugs  in  Japan 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  reached  yen  2,560,000  (256,000?.), 
an  increase  of  yen  300,000  (3O,O00Z.)  against  the  previous 
year.  It  is  probable  that  there  may  be  an  agitation  for 
a  rebate  on  the  tax  for  the  export  of  proprietary  medicines 
from  Japan,  in  order  further  to  encourage  the  business. 

Turpentine. — Mr.  Puran  Singh,  F.C.S.,  chemist  at  the 
Forest  Research  Institute,  has  written  an  interesting  note 
on  the  distillation  and  composition  of  turpentine  oil  from 
the  chir  resin  and  on  the  classification  of  Indian  resin. 
The  note  is  the  result  of  experiments  made  at  the  Bhowali 
(Naini  Tal  division)  distillery  in  the  United  Provinces, 
with  a  view  to  discover  whether  Indian  turpentine  cannot 
be  produced  in  a  more  volatile  form  than  its  American 
and  French  rivals,  with  which,  unless  it  is  greatly 
improved,  it  cannot  compete  in  the  European  market. 
The  difficulty  about  the  sale  of  Indian  turpentine  oil,  dis- 
tilled mostly  out  of  cliir  [Pinus  long i folia),  first  arose  in 
1908,  the  oil  being  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  varnish,  as 
it  left  a  greasy  residue  on  evaporation.  Inquiries  insti- 
tuted by  Mr.  P.  H.  Clutterbuck,  then  Deputy  Conser- 
vator of  Forests,  Naini  Tal,  showed  that  the  fault  lay 
in  the  high  temperature  at  which  distillation  was  carried 
out.  The  experiment  of  distilling  a  mixture  of  crude 
resin  with  a  small  quantity  of  acetic  acid  or  methylated 
spirits,  at  a  temperature  of  about  100°  C,  was  tried  on  a 
fairly  large  scale  at  Bhowali,  and  Mr.  Puran  Singh  states 
that,  although  it  is  not  possible  to  produce  turpentine 
oil  of  the  same  composition  as  French  and  American  oils, 
the  method  adopted  has  undoubtedly  resulted  in  a  great 
improvement  in  quality.

The  Underwood  Tariff  Bill,  a  copy  of  which  we  have 
received  from  a  correspondent,  is  known  as  "  H.R.  10,"  and 
consists  of  218  quarto  pages.  It  was  introduced  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  on  April  7,  1913,  and  Mr.  Under- 
wood anticipates  that  it  will  become  law  within  two  months 
without  any  amendments  of  much  importance.

Law  of  Misbranding:.—  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  gave  judgment  on  April  7  in  a  case  which  raised 
the  important  question  as  to  whether  an  individual  State 
can  overrule  the  Federal  law  in  regard  to  misbranding. 
The  article  in  respect  to  which  misbranding  was  alleged 
was  "  Karo  Corn-syrup,"  which  was  so  labelled  with  the 
additional  description  "  10  per  cent,  cane-syrup,  90  per  cent, 
corn-syrup."  The  vendor  was  convicted  in  Wisconsin, 
although  the  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury,  Agriculture,  and 
Commerce  and  Labour  had  on  February  13,  1908,  declared 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1906,  "  it  is  lawful  to  label 
this  syrup  as  corn-syrup."  The  Supreme  Court  last  month 
held  that  the  statute  of  Wisconsin  is  invalid,  and  that 
the  judgments  of  the  State  Court  affirming  the  conviction 
of  the  plaintiffs  for  selling  the  articles  in  question  without 
the  exclusive  brand  required  by  the  State  must  be  reversed.

The  Absorption  of  Oxygen. 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  February  15,  "  Xrayser  II." 
speaks  of  the  effect  of  a  coat  of  fresh  paint  on  the 
atmosphere  of  a  room,  and  states  that 

"  any  person  sleeping  in  a  closed  room  newly  painted  runs 
the  risk  of  breathing  an  atmosphere  entirely  deprived  of 
its  oxygen,  and  the  natural  result  of  excess  of  carbon 
dioxide  is  seen  in  attacks  of  illness.  ...  In  the  absence  of 
ventilation  it  must  be  distinctly  dangerous  to  sleep  in  a 
newly  painted  room  on  account  of  the  excess  of  carbon 
dioxide  in  the  atmosphere." 

It  is  quite  true  that  sleeping  in  such  a  room  is  danger- 
ous, but  it  is  more  than  questionable  that  the  presence  of 
carbon  dioxide  has  anything  to  do  with  the  ill-effects 
produced.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  a  proportion  of 
carbon  dioxide  in  the  air,  greatly  exceeding  anything 
which  could  in  such  circumstances  possibly  be  present, 
is  quite  innocuous  to  persons  breathing  it,  the  absorption 
of  oxygen  by  the  oil  in  paint  is  not  accompanied  by 
the  liberation  of  any  appreciable  amount  "of  carbon 
dioxide,  the  oxygen  is  in  the  main  absorbed  and 
retained  by  the  oil.  The  real  cause  of  so-called  "  paint- 
poisoning  "  appears  to  be  the  liberation  of  small  quan- 
tities of  unsaturated  aldehydes  which  have  a  powerful 
toxic  effect  when  breathed.  This  is  ably  demonstrated 
in  a  paper  by  Professor  E.  C.  C.  Baly,  F.R.S.  ("Journ. 
Soc.  Chem.  Ind.,"  xxxi.,  515,  1912).  For  valuable  in- 
formation on  the  non-toxic  effect  of  carbon  dioxide,  see 
Presidential  Address,  Physiological  Section  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  ("  British  Medical  Journal," 
September  14,  1912,  p.  599).— Yours  truly,

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

Sir, — With  the  appearance  of  the  letter  of  your  corre- 
spondent "  Quercus "  in  your  last  issue  we  may  now 
consider  that  the  real  "ironical  humour"  and  "crass 
stupidity "  of  this  correspondence  have  revealed  them- 
selves, for  he  ("Quercus")  funnily  accuses  a  Free  Trade 
Government  of  creating  a  monopoly(  ?) — at  tuppence  a  time 
—and  stupidly  charges  the  Labour  Party  with  playing 
into  the  hands  of  the  capitalists.  Without  participating 
in  the  debate  of  the  rights,  wrongs,  and  claims  of 
apothecaries'  assistants,  might  I  be  allowed  to  respect- 
fully point  out  to  "  Quercus "  that,  whatever  a  Free 
Trade  Government  may  be  guilty  of  (and  its  iniquities 
are  rather  hackneyed  nowadays),  it  cannot  be  charged 
per  se  in  this  matter  with  creating  a  monopoly?  When 
the  question  of  the  administration  of  the  Medical  Benefit 
portion  of  the  National  Insurance  Bill  was  discussed  by 
the  House  of  Commons  (sitting  as  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  House)  it  was  decided  by  a  huge  majority  that 
this  important  section  of  the  Bill  should  not  be 
administered  through  the  friendly  societies,  provident 
dispensaries,  and  similar  combinations  as  then  con- 
stituted. This  majority  consisted  wholly  of  Tariff  Re- 
formers and  Free  Traders  (Liberal) ;  the  minority  on  the 
question  was  the  Labour  Party.  If,  therefore,  a 
monopoly  has  been  created  it  was  forced  on  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  day  by  a  combination  of  the  political 
elements,  while  the  Labour  Party  acted  with  all  its 
power  to  prevent  the  same.  The  Labour  Party  was 
also,  I  believe,  mainly  responsible  for  the  statutory 
enactment  of  the  Harmsworth  Amendment,  an  amendment 
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which  cannot  be  said  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination 
to  play  into  the  hands  of  the  capitalists.  Fact  is  stranger 
than  fiction,  but  not  half  so  funny,  nor  so  stupid.

Sir, — How  often,  when  that  reserve  that  seems  to  cover 
us  all  to  some  extent  in  modern  life  slips  aside  for  a 
little  while,  do  we  find  that  the  perhaps  apparently  fairly 
prosperous  pharmacist  bitterly  regrets  that  in  his  earlier 
life  five  years  were  not  given  to  medicine  instead  of  three 
to  pharmacy,  and  that  greater  risks  were  not  taken  then 
in  view  of  the  far  greater  rewards  that  medicine  can  give 
later  on  to  her  disciples  as  compared  with  pharmacy? 
What,  then,  must  it  be  like;  in  the  case  of  the  apothe- 
cary's assistant,  who,  earlier,  has  perhaps  neglected 
opportunities  and  now  finds  himself  an  unregistered  man, 
holding  only  a  qualification,  gained  probably  after  six 
months'  work  in  early  life,  that  entitles  him  to  com- 
pound medicines  for  an  apothecary?  The  still- continued 
agitation  of  apothecaries'  assistants  for  registration  as 
pharmacists  without  examination  tends  only  to  alienate 
sympathy  from  them.  The  real  friends  of  the  apothe- 
cary's assistant  are  those  who  advise  him  to  no  longer 
waste  his  energies  on  work  so  unproductive  and  useless 
as  this,  but  to  at  once  begin  to  prepare  for  the  Minor 
examination  and  thus  to  gain  the  rights  of  a  pharmacist. 
Your  correspondent  Mr.  Trayner  recommends  a  registered 
chemist  and  druggist  to  prepare  for  this  Apothecaries' 
Assistants'  examination  in  dispensing,  but  fears  that  the 
trembling  candidate  may  meet  his  Waterloo.  Surely, 
however,  on  the  battle-ground,  where  the  doctor's  coach- 
man and  the  enterprising  lunatic-attendant  have  triumphed 
so  easily,  the  registered  man  even  may  perhaps  have  a 
chance,  and  may  be  advised  to  face  the  dread  ordeal  with 
courage,  remembering  that  the  work  as  published  in  the 
tyllabus  represents  about  one-fourth  of  that  required  for 
the  Minor  examination. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — Mr.  Trayner  seems  to  be  more  of  an  obscurantist 
than  a  logician.  In  regard  to  the  scope  of  the  Minor 
and  the  Hall  examinations  respectively,  one  has  only  to 
read  the  syllabus  of  each  examination  to  find  that  candi- 
dates, for  the  Minor  must  have  passed  a  Preliminary 
examination,  and  that  the  qualifying  certificate  is  issued 
to  persons  of  responsible  age — that  is,  twenty-one.  Any 
person  may  attain  the  Hall  certificate  at  the  tender  age 
of  eighteen,  and  without  Preliminary  examination  or  re- 
gistration of  any  kind.  I  really  do  not  know  whether 
Mr.  Trayner  hails  from  Ireland,  because  his  comparison 
of  the  Registered  Druggists'  examination  with  the  Minor 
is  too  grotesque,  and  that  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
any  Minor  man  is  eligible  as  a  candidate  for  the  examina- 
tion of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  while  the  registered 
druggist  is  not ;  unless,  of  course,  he  has  passed  the  Irish 
Preliminary  and  undergone  four  years'  apprenticeship, 
which  is  more  than  eight  Hall  men  out  of  ten  have 
ever  done  or  ever  hope  to  do.  It  stands  to  reason  that 
if  the  Hall  certificate  were  of  any  importance,  the  Com- 
mittee has  every  chance  of  promoting  a  Bill  seeking  to 
create  a  register  of  its  very  own,  giving  power  to  Hall 
assistants  to  dispense  medicines  for  anybody,  and  not  on 
behalf  of  apothecaries  only.  Such  a  course  of  action 
would  be  more  dignified,  surely,  than  this  everlasting 
casting  of  glances  at  the  Blooms-bury  Naboth's  vineyard. 
Then,  as  soon  as  the  Hall  has  established  a  Preliminary 
examination,  and  a  Qualifying  examination  of  equal  strin- 
gency with  the  Minor,  I  have  no  doubt  that  reciprocity 
between  Bloomsbury  and  Water  Lane  would  soon  become 
an  accomplished  fact.  I  hold  a  Colonial  qualification  of 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  I  may  add  that  any  Colonial 
chemist  may  be  registered  in  London  on  proof  that  he 
has  passed  a  Preliminary  and  a  Qualifying  examination 
.equal  to  the  Minor,  and  on  payment  of  both  fees  (21.  2s. 
.for  the  Preliminary  and  101.  10s.  for  the  Minor).  In 
applying  to  the  Hall,  I  certainly  thought  that  the  greater 
examination  included  the  less  important  one,  and  I  felt 
sure  that  the  courtesy  of  Bloomsbury  would  be  equalled 
at  Blackfriars.  I  found  that  such  was  not  the  case. 
Humorous  though  these  facts  may  be,  I  will  hand  over

men  in  distress  may  receive  speedy  relief.  In  the  mean-

Chemists'  Assistants  in  India. 
A  Wanderer  (2/64)  writes  this  doleful  tale  of  his  life  in  one 
of  the  principal  cities  in  India:  "  The  question  of  spending 
a  few  years  in  the  Indian  Empire  may  be  in  the  mind  of 
some  of  the  chemists'  assistants  in  England,  so  the  experi- 
ence of  one  of  them  who  has  been  in  business  in  four 
countries  and  sailed  under  seven  foreign  flags  may  be  useful 
to  them.  Now,  Rs.  200  a  month  (151.  13s.  4d.),  with  annual 
increase  of  Rs.  20  a  month  and  passage  paid  both  ways,  may 
look  very  nice  in  a  London  agent's  office,  but  looks  otherwise 
after  being  in  the  "  Land  of  the  Rupee  "  a  week.  Prices 
are  rising,  and  the  buying  power  of  13Z.  13s.  4(Z.  in  India 
is  less  than  101.  Board  and  lodging  in  a  European  family 
is  at  least  Rs.  105;  hair  cut,  R.  1  (Is.  Ad.):  bottle  of  beer, 
12  annas  (Is.) ;  peg  of  whisky,  the  same ;  pit  theatre  seats, 
Rs.  5  (6s.  8(2.),  and  kinema  seats,  Rs.  1  and  2 ;  washing 
and  servants  come  to  Rs.  17  monthly  (11.  2s.  8d.),  and  to 
top  all  is  the  income-tax,  of  which  nothing  is  said  in  London. 
Being  a  branch  manager,  I  am  with  nati%res  all  day,  and 
get  meals  when  I  can,  with  switch  on  the  door.  Hours, 
7  a.m.  till  9  p.m.,  and  then  an  hour's  booking.  Relief  two 
nights  in  three  at  6  p.m.,  and  no  break  in  the  middle  of  the 
day,  as  is  usual  in  many  tropical  climates.  Two  half-days 
and  two  Sundays  off  in  three  weeks,  and  eight  days'  holiday 
per  annum.  The  greatest  drawback  to  a  young  chemist  in  a 
large  Indian  city  is  the  thought  that  he  is  an  outcast  of 
society.  That  fine  colonial  spirit  that  animates  Britishers  in 
the  Colonies,  the  colonial  spirit,  is  not  to  be  found.  A 
chemist  commits  social  suicide  as  soon  as  he  lands,  simply 
because  he  is  a  shop-walker  and  not  mercantile.  I  know 
qualified  men  who  have  been  in  India  twelve  months  and 
have  not  spoken  to  a  British  girl  outside,  the  pharmacy.  No 
man  should  come  East  on  less  than  Rs.  275  monthly  and 
an  annual  increase  of  Rs.  30.  Hours  and  holidays  stated 
in  black  and  white  in  London,  and  have  it  stamped  and 
registered  in  India,  (as  well  as  at  home)  within  three  days  of 
landing.  A  mercantile  clerk  gets  it,  so  whv  cannot  a 
chemist?  "  fThe  writer's  experience  is  exceptionally  bad, 
we  believe. — Editor,  C.  &  _D.] 

"  C.  &  D."  Colonial  Circulation. 
The  lengthy  lists  of  places  in  "  foreign  parts,"  which  you 
published  in  the  Colonial  Issue,  where  the  C.  <f-  D.  has  its 
undoubtedly  grateful  subscribers,  may  well  make  each  and 
all  of  your  several  hundred  contributors  feel  on  good  terms 
with  themselves.  There  are,  in  fact,  few  journals  or 
periodicals  which  can  truly  state  that  their  readers  are 
recruited  in  every  clime;  and  it  thrills  me  now — writing  as 
one  of  your  very  humblest  scribes — to  know  that,  while  I 
am  thinking  of  42  Cannon  Street,  and  turning  out  a  few 
paragraphs  each  week,  more  adventurous  contributors  in  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  are  at  the  same  time  penning 
thoughts  which  are  destined  to  appear  in  your  columns  also, 
perhaps  side  by  side  with  mine.  Glancing  over  back

And  the  theme  of  those  verses  was 
suggested  bv  a  chance  remark  dropped  by  the  landlord  of 
another  half-forgotten  hostelry,  wherein  a  gallant  Prince 
and  the  flower  of  his  following  have  broken  bread  !  I  find 
myself  longingto  hear  the  manner  in  which  this  man  in 
Japan  or  teeming  India,  came  to  put  pen  to  paper  on  this 
or  that  occasion,  and  if  he  likes  the  opportunity  (as  if  it 
were  possible  !)  even  more  than  I.  There  is  a  photograph 
in  an  old  C.  rfj  D.  which  always  rouses  pleasant  memories; 
let  this  suffice  for  the  last  reminiscent  musing.  It  repre- 
sents a  portion  of  a  large  city  as  seen  from  the  drilling- 
around  of  the  garrison.  I  had  decided  that  an  evening 
light  would  best  suit  the  scene,  and,  armed  with  a  permit,  I 
was  for  marching  boldly  to  my  point  of  vantage  one  evening 
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after  "  official "  sunset.  The  armed  sentry  declined  to 
discuss  the  matter;  it  was,  in  his  view,  a  clear  case  of 
clear  off  at  once.  I  signalled  a  grimy  youngster,  and  sur- 
reptitiously tipped  him  twopence.  "  Run  past  the  sentry, 
my  boy,"  I  whispered,  "  and  ask  the  sergeant  of  the  guard 
to  speak  a  minute  with  me."  The  boy  tore  past  the 
indignant  sentry,  and  presently  returned  with  a  full-blown 
sergeant,  who  was  somewhat  annoyed  just  at  first.  And 
after  exposing  a  couple  of  plates  I  was  escorted  to  the 
mess,  had  supper  (and  other  things),  and  made  a  dozen  new 
friends.

211-242  and  pp.  4S7-4S9,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 

Nomen  (67/11).— See  C.  &  D.,  December  14,  1912,  index 
folio  901. 

C.  W.  (67/17). — The  word  which  you  suggest  as  a  trade- 
mark is  descriptive,  so  cannot  be  registered.  See  the  article 
on  the  subject  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary. 

A.  J.  C.  (66/39).— The  title  Antibilious  Pills  makes  the 
preparation  liable  to  duty.  See  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  217, 
p.  218  (ailments),  also  exemptions,  p.  220. 

S.  (66/59). — Our  opinion  on  the  statements  which  you 
submit  to  us  is  that  the  agents  did  something  which  was 
not  contemplated  in  A,  and  that  their  charge  for  this  some- 
thing is  not  unreasonable. 

Black  (60/18). — Three  years  in  the  laboratories  of  a  whole- 
sale druggist  is  not  the  experience  required  for  the  Minor 
examination.  It  must  be  three  years  engaged  in  the  dis- 
pensing of  medical  prescriptions. 

R.A.M.C.  (67/42).— Dispensers  of  the  Royal  Army 
Medical  Corps  are  not  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
without  examination.  The  name  you  mention  is  not  on 
the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

T.  W.  A.  (66/72).— The  title  Cooling  Eye-lotion  makes 
the  preparation  liable  to  stamp-duty,  as  the  word  "cooling" 
indicates  the  action  of  the  lotion  on  the  eye.  "  Cyclists' 
Eye- lot  ion  "  (or  the  like)  is  in  itself  exempt  from  duty. 

C.  P.  (65/60)  writes:  We  are  licensed  to  retail  Spt.  Vini 
Meth.    We  occasionally  have  prescriptions  like  this  : 

Liq.  plumbi  sub.  fort  3j. 

Spt.  vini  meth  oij. 

Aq.  ad   ...  Sviij. 

Can  we  legally  dispense  such  ?  The  "  Scottish  Chemists' 
Year-book  and  Directory  "  says  that  S.V.M.  may  legally  be 
used  in  making  lin.  saponis,  lin.  camph.  co.,  etc.,  of  the 
B.P.  I  always  had  the  idea  that  the  dispensing  of  S.V.M. , 
even  when  ordered  by  the  doctor,  is  illegal.  Can  you 
tell  me  through  your  columns  ?  [A  retail  vendor  of 
methylated  spirit  may  not  use  it  on  the  licensed  premises 
without  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
A  chemist  and  druggist  who  is  not  licensed  to  retail 
methylated  spirit  may  use  mineralised  methylated  spirit  in 
compounding  such  prescriptions  as  above,  liniments,  or  any- 
thing else  that  is  permitted.  See  the  last  paragraph,  first 
column  of  G.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  239.] 

Charcoal  (60/61),  who  resides  in  Ireland,  when  about  to 
be  evicted  from  his  premises  by  his  landlord,  sued  him  in 
the  County  Court  and  recovered  compensation  under  the 
Town  Tenants  (Ireland)  Act,  1906,  in  respect  of  improve- 
ments, goodwill,  and  removal.  Now  that  he  is  about  to 
leave,  his  landlord  claims  nearly  all  his  fittings  and  shelves, 
although  the  walls  have  not  been  perforated  in  putting 
them  up.  The  "  improvements "  in  respect  of  which  com- 
pensation was  awarded  were  improvements  to  the  house 
proper.  The  landlord  claims  the  dispensing  counter  and 
shelves,  nest  of  drawers,  combined  writing-desk  and  show- 
case, etc.,  etc.,  and  "Charcoal"  wishes  to  know  what  his 
rights  are.  [The  Act,  which  relates  to  Ireland  only,  does 
not  define  "improvements,"  but  in  our  opinion  the  com- 
pensation awarded  to  "Charcoal"  was  not  in  respect. of 
the  shelves,  drawers,  and  other  trade  fixtures  referred  to 
by  him  (see  Cosby  v.  Shaw,  23  L.R.I  181).  According  to 
English  law,  "  Charcoal,"  unless  prevented  by  some  stipu- 
lation to  the  contrary  in  his  lease  or  agreement,  is  entitled 
to  remove  the  trade  fixtures  at  any  time  during  the  tenancy, 
provided  they  can  be  removed  without  material  damage  to 
the  premises  and  provided  any  unavoidable  damage  done  i6 
made  good.] 


Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 

Malt  and  Oil. — Erasmus  (59/8). — This  is  not  an  emulsion, 
but  it  bears  the  dispensing-fee  of  2d. 

Dispensing-fees. — T.  E.  P.  (44/16)  asks:  Can  a  dispens- 
ing-fee be  charged  on  (1)  Cod-liver  oil  ?  [No.]  (2)  Malt 
and  oil  ?  [Yes.]  (3)  Lysol  ?  [Yes.]  (4)  Antiphlogistin  ? 
[Yes.]  (5)  Lin.  pot.  iod.  c.  sapone  ?  [Yes;  see  C.  &  D., 
February  15,  index  folio  260.] 

Tablet  Charges.— O.  F.  E.  (66/24).— Our  reply  to  "  C.  L." 
was  on  an  old  tariff  question.  You  are  right  in  saying  that, 
as  tab.  acid,  acetyl,  sal.  B.P.C.  are  now  in  the  tariff,  they 
should  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4d.  per  doz.  Any  other 
strength  or  make  should  be  charged  the  value  of  the  drug 
plus  the  dispensing-fee. 

Peking  Point. — "  It's  very  gratifying,"  writes  this  corre- 
spondent in  a  P.S.,  "to  find  the  C.  &  D.  in  error.  I  always 
thought  it  never  erred,  but  bis.  carb.  3iiss.  is  4(1.,  not  Z^d." 
The  C.  &  D.  is  right  again.  The  calculated  price  of  3iiss.  is 
3.59375d.,  which  is  nearer  3jtZ.  than  4d.,  and  according  to 
the  rules  3gcZ.  is  charged. 

"Direct  Supervision." — H.  E.  B.  is  in  doubt  as  to  what 
this  means.  He  has  a  branch  shop  run  as  a  drug-store, 
and  the  panel  doctors  have  asked  him  to  dispense  Insurance 
prescriptions  there,  but  it  will  not  pay  him  to  keep  a 
qualified  man  there.  There  is  only  about  two  hours'  dis- 
pensing each  afternoon,  as  all  the  doctors'  surgeries  are 
branches.  Can  a  doctor's  dispenser  (who  has  fulfilled  the 
requirements  of  the  Act)  do  the  dispensing  there?  [Yes,  he 
may  without  supervision  by  a  registered  chemist.  As  soon, 
however,  as  this  begins  and  the  shop  is  put  on  the  dispensing 
panel,  "  H.  E.  B."  implies  that  the  business  in  the  branch 
is  carried  on  in  accordance  with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908,  which  it  is  not,  as  there  is  no  qualified  manager, 
and  the  manager  at  the  main  shop  cannot  act  in  that 
capacity  for  the  branch  shop  also.] 

Dispensing  for  Temporary  Residents. — /.  W.  M.  (65/36), 
a  chemist  in  Hampshire,  puts  the  following  problem  :  "  A 
family  is  staying  here  for  three  months,  coming  from  Here- 
fordshire. The  servant  has  been  attended  by  the  panel 
doctor  there,  and  sends  a  prescription  to  her,  and  I  made 
it  up.  Was  I  right  in  doing  so ;  and,  if  so,  to  whom  shall  I 
send  the  account  ?  "  [No;  the  proceeding  is  altogether  irre- 
gular. The  doctor  in  Herefordshire  should  have  informed 
the  patient  before  leaving  that  she  should  have  obtained 
a  voucher  from  her  local  Insurance  Committee  authorising 
her  to  be  attended  and  treated  by  a  doctor  in  the  Hampshire 
district,  who  would  be  paid  through  the  Committee  there 
from  the  Central  Fund,  as  also  would  the  chemist,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  respecting  provision  of  Medical  Benefit 
to  temporary  residents.  It  is  important  that  chemists 
should  see  that  this  arrangement  is  adhered  to,  because 
there  is  no  other  arrangement  whereby  they  can  be  paid 
from  the  funds  of  the  Act  for  medicines  and  appliances 
supplied  to  insured  persons  who  are  not  patients  of  any 
doctor  on  the  panel  of  their  districts.  In  the  above  case  our 
correspondent  has  no  contract  with  the  Herefordshire  Com- 
mittee ;  therefore  he  cannot  be  paid  by  that  Committee. 
The  Herefordshire  doctor  cannot  be  prevented  from  prescrib- 
ing for  the  servant  in  her  temporary  absence  from  his  district, 
but  the  medicine  must  be  obtained  from  a  chemist  in  that 
district,  the  insured  person  paying  the  carriage ;  otherwise 
the  person  must  pay  for  the  medicine  to  the  chemist  from 
whom  it  is  obtained  locally.]

Booco  (54/11). — Bottle-capping  Mixture. — The  sample  you 
send  has  a  gelatin  basis.  Soak  7  lb.  of  good  gelatin  in 
60  oz.  of  water  overnight,  heat  on  a  water-bath  till  dis- 
solved, and  stir  in  10  oz.  glycerin.  Then  incorporate 
with  it  a  small  proportion  of  zinc  oxide  (it  must  be  in  the 
form  of  a  perfectly  smooth  cream  made  by  the  aid  of 
water)  and  any  desired  aniline  dye  (aqueous  solution,  a 
small  quantity  at  a  time  being  stirred  in)  or  liq.  cocci  for 
a  red  mixture.  Another  variety  of  capping  mixture  con- 
sists of  resins,  but  the  gelatin  mixture  is  now  generally 
preferred. 
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Helvetia  (21/2). — Lung-cake.— The  sample  you  send  con- 
tains rather  a  large  proportion  of  liquorice,  but  it'  is  other- 
wise on  the  lines  of  the  linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne 
lozenges,  a  formula  for  which  was  printed  in  the  C.  &  D., 
November  9,  1912,  index  folio  734.  A  slight  variation  of 
this  should  yield  a  lung-cake  like  your  specimen. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (44/61). — Dog's  Sight. — From  your  description 
of  the  spot  on  the  dog's  eye  -which  affects  the  sight,  it 
appears  that  the  dog  has  albugo  or  leucoma.  This  opacity 
of  the  cornea  is  often  found  in  dogs,  and  appears  frequently 
without  any  previous  disease,  although  conditions  of  mal- 
nutrition in  puppies  caused  by  distemper  and  rheumatism 
favour  the  development  of  the  opacity.  The  treatment  con- 
sists in  touching  the  opaque  spots  daily  where  practicable 
with  lunar  caustic,  or  applying  a  5-per-cent.  solution  of 
silver  nitrate,  which,  however,  takes  longer  than  when  the 
solid  is  used.  The  animal  must  have  nourishing  food,  and 
be  kept  as  far  as  possible  from  strong  light  or  exposure  to 
cold  winds. 

Oxenham  (57/55). — Cleaning  Earthenware  Oil  Jars. — The 
usual  process  consists  in  boiling  the  jars  in  a  solution  of 
caustic  soda  or  washing  soda.  There  is  no  easier  method 
than  this,  as  far  as  we  know,  of  cleaning  oily  vessels. 

W.  W.  W.  (52/11).— We  do  not  know  the  formula  of  the 
proprietary  article  to  which  you  refer. 

Bad.  Gent.  (60/38). — Jaborandi  Hair-wash. — The  follow- 
ing  recipe   is   one  of   those  given    in   "  Pharmaceutical 


Formulas  "  : 

Quininae  sulphat   3j. 

Tr.  jaborandi    3j. 

Aq.  coloniensis    Jij. 

Glycerini    3j- 

Spt.  myrciae   Jij. 

Aq.  rosae    5xj. 


Dissolve  the  quinine  in  the  rose-water  with  the  aid  of 
ac.  sulph.  dil.  mxx.  and  add  the  glycerin.  Mix  the  rest  of 
the  ingredients  and  add  to  the  aqueous  mixture.  After  four 
hours  filter. 

S.  H.  (Transvaal)  (57/15).— Caffeine  Citrate  contains 
50  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  caffeine;  therefore  half  the  quan- 
tity of  caffeine  is  required  to  equal  the  caffeine  citrate  in 
the  formula  for  headache-powder.  There  cannot  be  much, 
if  any,  difference  in  the  medicinal  action  between  the  alka- 
loid and  the  citrate. 

Cymro  (60/24). — (1)  Industrial  Spirit  for  Hair-washes  — 
The  conditions  upon  which  the  use  of  industrial  spirit  can 
be  obtained  are  mentioned  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Diary,  p.  239.  This  you  should  read  carefully,  as  you  seem 
to  be  under  a  wrong  impression  as  to  what  you  may  do 
with  the  spirit.  (2)  Dry  Shampoo.— The  following  is  one  of 
several  recipes  for  liquid  shampoo  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  : 

Liquor  ammonias   3j. 

Aq.  coloniensis    5j. 

Saponis  mollis    jiv. 

Spt.  rectificat.       ...       ...       ...  Jvj. 

Aq.  ad         ...      ...    Oj. 

Dissolve  the  soap  in  the  spirit,  add  the  rest  of  the  ingre- 
dients, and  filter. 

A-  E-  G-  (62/2).— Water-softener.— Magnesium  salts 
would  not  soften  water,  but,  on  the  contrary,  produce  the 
most  troublesome  form  of  hardness.  If  your  customer 
objects  to  the  use  of  sodium  carbonate,  he  should  use  borax, 
which  is  quite  effective  for  toilet  purposes. 

4%  &  P.  (60/21). — A  tincture  of  turmeric  will  give  a 
reddish  colour  to  a  solution  of  boric  acid,  but  it  is  probably 
the  other  ingredients  in  the  hair-restorer  that  destroy  the 
colouring-agents  you  have  hitherto  employed.  As  you  do 
not  give  us  any  idea  of  the  composition  of  the  liquid,  we 
cannot  advise  you  further. 

A'  ¥'  (52/59).  Formaldehyde  Mouth-wash.— The 
strength  of  formalin  for  a  mouth-wash  should  not  exceed 
i  per  cent.,  owing  to  the  irritating  effect  of  formaldehyde 
on  the  mucous  surfaces.  It  should  not  be  used  with  hot 
water  as  your  label  suggests.  The  only  formula  for 
formaldehyde  solution  for  diluting  which  we  can  find  in 
dental  literature  is  the  Geranium  Formol  given  in  Prinz's 
'Dental  Formulary"  as  follows: 

Formalin    40  parts 

Oil  of  geranium    20  parts 

Alcohol         ...    40  part's 

The  expense  of  this  will  doubtless  be  objected  to,  in  which 
case  perhaps  a  dilution  of  formalin  with  orange-flower  or 
rose  water  would  suit  your  purpose. 


D.  B.  (54/28). — Woolballs  in  Lambs. — The  article  on  this 
subject  in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  8,  index  folio  399,  gives- 
practically  all  the  information  that  is  known  as  to  the 
prevention  and  cure  of  woolballs  in  lambs. 

T.  J.  B.  (61/21). — Quinine  Salicylas  is  made  as  follows : 

Sodium  salicylate   3.89  parts 

Quinine  sulphate   10  parts 

Water   120  part's 

Dissolve  the  sodium  salicylate  in  the  water,  heat  to  boil- 
ing, and  add  the  quinine  sulphate.  Collect  the  precipitate 
after  the  solution  is  cold,  wash  till  free  from  sulphate,  drain 
on  a  porous  tile,  and  dry  in  the  air. 

C.  J.  W.  (51/47). — The  following  are  the  recipes  for  which 
you  inquire  :  (1)  Gripe  Mixture  :

N.  D.  (52/30). — Preservative  for  Sauces. — Sauces  and 
ketchups  occasionally  contain  antiseptics  other  than  salt, 
salicylic  acid,  sulphites,  or  benzoic  acid  being  employed. 
In  regard  to  the  use  of  "  bisulphite  of  lime,"  the  amount 
depends  upon  whether  it  is  the  only  preservative  employed, 
or  whether  it  is  intended  to  replace  part  of  the  salt  generally 
found  in  sauces.  The  quantity  of  bisulphite  should  not  exceed 
^  per  cent.,  or  the  flavour  of  the  sauce  will  be  affected. 

/.  L.  (53/26). — Billiard-cue  Cement. — The  following  from 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  is  a.  good  recipe: 

Isinglass   3j- 

Distilled  water    Jij. 

Proceed  as  above,  then  add  the  following  solution  pre- 
viously filtered  : 

Ammoniac  or  sandarac   sss. 

Rectified  spirit  ...   

This  thin  varnish  must  be  added  very  cautiously  to  the 
isinglass  solution,  otherwise  the  resin  separates  as  a  white 
clot  which  is  difficult  to  dissolve.  Keep  the  container  in 
the  hot  water  all  the  time  that  the  varnish  is  being  added 
drop  by  drop,  and  do  not  cease  stirring.  Thus  made  the 
mixture  remains  translucent  until  it  becomes  cold,  when  it 
sets  as  a  tough  opalescent  jelly. 

Advance  (52/28). — Non-poisonous  Nit  Pomade: 

Extract  of  quassia   3iij. 

Naphthalin   51  j. 

Oil  of  citronella    raxv. 

Vaseline    3viij. 

Mix.  In  place  of  the  first  two  ingredients  saponin  sj.  may 
be  employed. 

Quinine  (50/70). — The  best  books  for  students  of  the 
Schools  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  are  those 
recommended  by  the  Professors,  to  whom  you  should  apply.

Poisoned  Grain. 

Mr.  Paul's  Bill,  now  before  the  House  of  Commons,  im- 
poses a  penalty  on  knowingly  and  wilfully  selling  or 
exposing  for  sale,  or  purchasing,  poison,  or  grain  which 
has  been  steeped  in  poison,  or  with  which  poison  has  been 
so  mixed  as  to  render  it  calculated  to  destroy  life,  with 
intent  that'  it  should  be  used  for  injuring  or  destroying  birds 
or  animals.  A  penalty  is  also  imposed  on  knowingly  and' 
wilfully  sowing  such  poison  or  poisoned  grain.
